CONSTITUTION 

I.   NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  French  Broad  Missionary  Baptist 
Association. 

II.   OBJECT 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  edify  the  churches  with- 
in its  bounds;  to  promote  Missions,  Christian  Education,  and  such  form 
of  Social  Service  as  the  body  may  engage  in;  and  to  cooperate  with 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  Kingdom  advancement. 
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III.   MEMBERSHIP 

This  body  shall  be  composed  of  three  messengers  from  each  coop- 
erating church  and  one  additional  messenger  for  every  twenty-five 
members  above  fifty,  provided,  that  no  church  shall  have  more  than 
ten  messengers,  and  provided  further,  that  pastors  of  cooperating 
churches,  members  of  the  executive  committee,  association  officers, 
and  those  appointed  to  read  reports  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of 
the  body. 

IV.  OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  this  association  shall  be:  a  Moderator,  a  Vice-Mod- 
erator, a  clerk,  and  treasurer,  all  to  be  elected  by  the  body  in  the  first 
session  of  the  Association  in  its  annual  meeting,  the  Moderator  to  take 
position  at  the  close  of  the  fourth  session.  The  moderator  may  not 
serve  more  than  two  years  consecutively. 
INTERPRETATION— 

The  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  and  Clerk  and  Treasurer  are  to 
take  office  at  the  close  of  the  fourth  session.  The  work  of  the  Acting 
Clerk  is  not  completed,  however,  until  the  work  of  the  present  session 
of  the  Association  is  completed,  minutes  printed,  distributed,  etc. 

V.   EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Moderator,  who  shall 
be  chairman  of  the  Committee,  the  Vice-Moderator,  the  Clerk,  the 
President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  the  B.  T.  U.  Director,  the 
Sunday  School  Superintendent,  and  in  addition,  one  pastor  and  two 
laymen  to  be  appointed  by  the  incumbent  moderator,  not  more  than 
two  of  whom  shall  be  from  the  same  church.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  committee  to  carry  out  the  plans  laid  at  the  annual  session  of  the 
Association,  as  far  as  possible,  and  in  line  with  the  general  policies 
and  practices  of  the  Association. 

Amendment  I.  The  Field  Worker  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

Amendment  II.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

VI.   ANNUAL  MEETING 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  on  Thursday  and 
Friday  following  the  first  Sunday  in  August. 

VII.  AMENDMENT 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  of  the 
Association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Association  on  the  first  day, 
and  voted  and  passed  on  favorably  upon  the  second  day. 
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PROCEEDINGS 

THURSDAY  MORNING  SESSION 

The  One-Hundred  Forty-Seventh  Session  of  the  French  Broad 
Missionary  Baptist  Association,  which  met  with  Mars  Hill  Baptist 
Church  on  the  first  day,  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Wade  Huey 
at  10:00  a.  m.  The  congregation,  led  by  J.  J.  Slagle,  sang  "Stand  Up, 
Stand  Up  For  Jesus",  and  was  followed  immediately  by  the  devotion 
with  Rev.  John  Huntley  leading. 

Through  the  roll  call  of  the  churches  it  was  found  that  thirty  sev- 
en churches  were  represented  at  the  morning  session. 

The  recognition  and  welcome  of  new  pastors  and  visitors  was  next 
on  the  program. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  business  session,  the  Moderator  asked  for 
the  report  of  the  nominating  committee.  Since  the  committee  did  not 
have  a  report,  the  floor  was  open  for  nomination  for  the  associational 
officers.   The  following  officers  were  nominated  and  elected:

The  customary  committees  were  then  appointed  by  the  Moderator. 
These  committees  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  the  minutes. 

Paul  Tugman,  representing  the  executive  committee,  proposed 
that  we  have  a  full-time  field  worker.  Several  pastors  and  laymen 
voiced  their  approval  of  this  proposal  and  also  proposed  that  Mr. 
Roberts  fill  the  place  of  full-time  field  worker.  The  motion  was  carried. 
Mrs.  Clyde  Brown  gave  the  report  on  the  cooperative  program, 
followed  by  Dr.  Pipes  in  a  very  spiritual  message  on  the  parts  each 
of  us  can  play  through  the  cooperative  program. 

COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  REPORT 

"Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost:  teaching 
them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you:  and, 
lo,  I  am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  v/orld"  (Matt. 
28:19f). 

The  mission  of  Southern  Baptists  is  to  carry  out  the  Commission 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  his  churches.  It  is  a  world-wide  mission 
which  every  local  church  should  endeavor  to  fulfill,  in  cooperation 
with  every  other  local  church.  Such  a  mission  calls  for  a  plan  of  fin- 
ancial support  whereby  each  local  church,  and  every  member  thereof, 
may  share  in  the  task  of  giving  the  gospel  to  the  whole  world. 
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The  Co-operative  program,  as  all  of  us  should  know  by  now,  is 
the  best  plan  yet  devised  for  providing  support  for  all  of  the  mission- 
ary, educational  and  benevolent  causes  of  our  denomination,  on  an 
equitable  and  systematic  basis.  It  has  much  to  commend  it;  and 
Southern  Baptists  generally,  and  French  Broad  Baptists  in  particular, 
are  constantly  growing  in  their  appreciation  and  support  of  it. 

The  Nine-Year  Program,  which  our  State  Convention  adopted  in 
1952,  contemplates  a  large  annual  increase  in  Cooperative  Program  re- 
ceipts over  the  next  nine  years.  It  is,  therefore,  more  important  than 
ever  that  our  local  churches  shall  give  adequate  support  to  the  Co- 
operative Program.  Each  church  is  urged  to  adopt  an  annual  budget 
which  will  include  from  20  to  50  per  cent  of  the  total  for  denomina- 
tional causes,  and  to  promote  a  program  of  enlistment  whereby  every 
member  will  support  the  budget  with  weekly  offerings,  based  on  the 
scriptural  plan  of  giving,  which  is  the  tithe  as  a  minimum  given 
through  the  local  church. 

May  the  Spirit  of  God  move  upon  the  hearts  of  His  people  to 
freely  and  gladly  give  of  their  means  for  the  advancement  of  His 
Cause.

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

The  association  was  called  to  order  for  the  afternoon  session  after 
a  most  bountiful  meal  prepared  by  the  ladies  of  Mars  Hill  Church.  Rev. 
E.  J.  Hall  led  the  song  "Praise  Him,  Praise  Him".  Rev.  Lyman  Rich, 
using  II  Cor.  5:1-10,  led  in  a  heart-felt  devotional. 

The  Moderator  expressed  the  Association's  appreciation  to  the 
host  church,  after  which  Dr.  Blackwell  and  Dr.  Holt  spoke  on  Chris- 
tian Education. 

Miss  Irene  Olive  next  gave  the  Training  Union  report,  a  report 
that  was  well  received. 

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

The  Apostle  Paul  today  gives  the  members  of  French  Broad  As- 
sociation the  same  challenge  he  gave  the  Philippians  nearly  two 
thousand  years  ago:  "Press  toward  the  mark  for  the  prize  of  the  high 
calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus." 

During  1952-53  Training  Union  in  French  Broad  Association  did 
press  onward.  An  increase  of  four  Training  Unions  brings  a  total  of 
eighteen  churches  who  are  striving  upward  to  more  effective  service 
in  the  high  call  of  God.  These  new  unions  are  at  Mt.  Sheba,  Calvary, 
Upper  Laurel,  and  Walnut.  Approximately  1525  persons  are  enrolled 
in  the  training  program  of  these  eighteen  churches.  A  total  of  832 
study  course  awards  were  earned  during  the  year. 
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Three  associational  meetings  have  been  held  since  this  time  last 
year.  (1)  On  December  7  "Mobilization"  Night  was  attended  by  307 
persons  from  15  churches.  Rev.  John  Hicks  of  Old  Fort,  N.  C,  brought 
the  message  on  the  1954  theme,  "Keeping  the  Faith."  (2)  The  meet- 
ing to  select  representatives  for  the  annual  drills  and  tournaments  at 
the  Regional  Convention  was  held  April  11  at  Beech  Glen  Church.  283 
persons  from  14  churches  attended.  Miss  Penny  Crayton  of  Enon 
Church  won  the  Junior  Memory  Work  Tournament  and  later  became 
a  State  Winner.  Miss  Pansy  Mae  Robinson  of  Paint  Gap  Church  won 
the  Intermediate  Sword  Drill  and  Albert  Blackwell  was  runner-up. 
Pansy  Mae  won  3rd  place  at  the  Regional  Convention.  Mr.  Jon  Buck- 
ner  of  California  Creek  Church  was  the  Adult  Scripture  Reader  par- 
ticipant and  winner.  (3)  The  third  meeting  was  held  at  Mars  Hill 
Church  on  July  16  with  448  persons  attending.  Mrs.  Winnie  Rickett 
Pearce  brought  a  most  inspiring  and  challenging  message.  A  water- 
melon slicing  at  the  Mars  Hill  College  athletic  field  concluded  the 
evening's  fellowship.  This  meeting  climaxed  a  week  of  Enlargement 
Campaigns  held  in  eight  of  the  churclies:  Bull  Creek,  Calvary,  Forks 
of  Ivy,  Mars  Hill,  Marshall,  Paint  Fork,  Piney  Mountain,  and  V/alnut. 
Fifteen  workers  from  the  State  Training  Union  Department  led  this 
campaign.  Our  churches  will  experience  the  results  of  this  week's 
efforts  for  all  the  years  to  come. 

Yes,  the  challenge  is  ours  to  "press  toward  the  mark."  If,  in  our 
churches,  we  will  not  become  self-satisfied,  we  must  find  that  a  con- 
tinual training  program  is  the  answer  for  worthily  accepting  the  high 
call  of  God  in  our  hearts.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

During  the  past  year  we  held  one  associational  wide  Sunday 
School  meeting  to  begin  our  campaign  of  "A  Million  More  In  '54". 
Representatives  of  17  churches  attended  this  meeting  and  agreed  to 
launch  an  effort  to  increase  their  Sunday  School  enrollment  at  least 
20%  to  help  reach  our  goal  of  a  "Million  More  In  '54".  Eleven  churches 
have  succeeded  in  increasing  their  enrollment  by  approximately  20% 
or  more.  While  11  churches  have  grown,  5  churches  have  lost  heavily, 
and  the  remaining  30  have  practically  stood  still.  Our  association  as 
a  whole  has  fell  far  short  of  reaching  our  goal  for  the  year.  However, 
a  number  of  our  churches  are  only  beginning  to  work,  and  the  amount 
of  increase  during  the  next  year  should  be  far  greater  than  during  the 
past  year. 
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Our  first  association  wide  training  school  for  teachers  and  work- 
ers was  held  during  this  year.  Twelve  churches  took  a  part  in  this 
training  school  with  an  enrollment  of  121  adults.  The  course  was 
completed  and  certificates  of  award  were  issued  to  90  of  these  work- 
ers. This  was  probably  the  greatest  step  forward  in  our  Sunday  School 
work  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  169  Sunday  School  certificates  of  award 
have  been  issued  to  workers  in  12  different  churches.  There  are  also 
near  200  awards  which  have  been  earned  but  not  issued. 

We  wish  to  recommend  the  following  Sunday  School  work  for 
the  coming  year. 

1.  That  we  have  an  associational  wide  Sunday  School  meeting  near 
the  first  of  September  to  assist  the  churches  in  getting  ready  for 
Victory  Week. 

2.  That  every  church  be  encouraged  to  observe  Victory  Week,  Sept. 
19  through  25,  and  that  the  book,  "One  to  Eight",  by  Dr.  J.  N. 
Barnette,  be  taught  during  this  week, 

3.  That  two  training  schools  be  held  for  the  teachers  and  workers 
during  the  year,  one  in  the  Southern  End  of  the  association  and 
the  other  in  the  Northern  End.  We  feel  that  better  trained  teach- 
ers and  workers  will  do  more  to  improve  our  Sunday  Schools  than 
any  other  one  thing. 

4.  That  a  definite  effort  be  made  to  help  all  Sunday  Schools  which 
have  class  rooms  to  m.ove  up  from  a  class  school  to  a  department 
school.  There  are  now  at  least  15  churches  in  the  association  with 
the  physical  equipment  to  make  this  change.  This  is  especially 
desirable  for  the  beginners,  primarys,  and  juniors. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  other  associational  work- 
ers for  their  assistance  and  cooperation  in  all  our  Sunday  School  work.

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  REPORT 

The  object  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  to  distribute  Mission- 
ary information  and  stimulate  missionary  effort;  to  secure  the  earnest, 
sympathetic  co-operation  of  women  and  young  people  in  giving  money 
for  the  mission  program  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  We  count 
it  a  privilege  to  be  "Laborers  Together  With  God"  (I  Cor.  3:9),  and 
"Declare  his  glory  among  the  nations,  his  marvelous  works  among  all 
the  peoples"  (Psalm  96:3). 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  seeks  to  enlist  more  women  and  young 
people  in  missionary  activity  by  extending  its  organizations  into 
churches  where  there  were  formerly  none,  and  by  expanding  its  pres- 
ent organizations. 
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We  are  humbly  grateful  for  the  growth  in  gifts  to  missions  this 
year  of  $901.12  over  the  gifts  of  the  previous  year.  We  gave  $5,233.19 
to  State,  Home,  and  Foreign  Missions.  Beech  Glen  and  California 
Creek  are  to  be  commended  for  observing  both  Home  and  Foreign 
Mission  Seasons  of  prayer  with  five  services  each.  We  have  eight  so- 
cieties 100  per  cent  in  giving  regularly  to  the  co-operative  program. 
Each  member  of  Bull  Creek,  Enon,  Little  Ivy,  Long  Branch,  Paint  Fork, 
and  Piney  Mountain  have  read  one  or  more  books  on  missions. 

We  had  a  group  of  R.A.'s  to  attend  the  Royal  Ambassador  Con- 
gress held  in  Atlanta,  Georgia.  John  Vance  served  as  counselor  in  one 
of  the  State  R.A.  camps  in  Virginia  this  year.  We  had  a  good  repres- 
entation of  our  R.A.  attend  the  Divisional  R.A.  Conclave,  and  Albert 
Blackwell  was  elected  Ambassador-in-Chief. 

Four  of  our  societies — ^Bull  Creek,  Mars  Hill,  Beech  Glen,  and 
Little  Ivy  observed  church  night  of  Stewardship.  Mars  Hill  had  a  very 
impressive  Coronation  Service  for  the  G.A.'s  July  18.  Their  Sunbeam 
Band  lead  by  Mrs.  M.  H.  Kendall  was  A-1  this  year. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  good  one,  but  let  us  strive  to  make  the 
coming  year  better.

Christian  Education  and  Baptist  Schools  was  next  reported  on, 
but  the  representatives  were  unable  to  attend  Thursday's  session. 


CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

To  bring  a  report  on  Christian  Education  in  our  Baptist  schools 
in  the  brief  period  allotted  for  this  subject  makes  it  necessary  for  one 
to  decide  what  are  the  most  important  points  to  be  emphasized  from 
the  large  body  of  material  that  is  available.  We,  as  Southern  Baptists, 
support  with  our  students  and  money  seven  seminaries  and  52  junior 
and  senior  colleges  and  ten  academies  and  Bible  schools  with  a  total 
enrollment  around  37  thousand.  Only  the  seminaries  receive  financial 
help  from  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The  62  other  colleges  and 
academies  receive  support  from  the  State  Convention  in  which  they 
are  located.  About  one-fourth  of  the  total  enrollment  in  all  these  sem- 
inaries and  colleges  are  ministerial  students. 
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In  North  Carolina,  there  are  seven  colleges,  two  senior  and  five 
junior.  The  enrollment,  including  summer  schools,  exceeded  5,000  for 
the  year,  with  10%  being  ministerial  students.  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists, through  the  Cooperative  Program,  make  available  10%  of  the 
total  expenditure.  Among  the  Bible  Institutes  well  known  to  us  is  the 
Fruitland  Bible  Institute  where  we  had  five  of  our  ministers  enrolled 
last  year. 

We  would  remind  you,  however,  that  these  institutions  are  but 
means  to  the  end  that  we  may  train  young  men  and  women  to  be  able 
to  take  their  places  in  our  world  as  pastors,  leaders,  and  as  Christian 
citizens  in  a  society  that  is  lacking  in  spiritual  qualities.  It  can  be 
said  with  credit  to  the  Baptists  that  although  they  have  been  pioneers 
in  public  education,  yet  they  have  been  unwilling  to  look  to  the  state 
for  help  in  training  for  spiritual  leadership. 

What  do  we  in  our  Association  know  about  these  institutions  of 
learning  which  we  are  helping  to  support?  How  many  of  our  own 
Baptist  boys  and  girls  are  being  directed  to  these  Baptist  colleges,  and 
what  can  we  as  parents,  pastors,  and  church  leaders  do  to  emphasize 
the  importance  of  Christian  education  and  more  of  our  young  people 
taking  advantage  of  such  training?  We  must  awaken  to  the  importance 
of  greater  Christian  education  as  a  foundation  to  our  public  education.

The  Representatives  from  the  Home  for  the  Aging  were  not  pres- 
ent, but  the  report  was  read  by  Mrs.  Hill  Hunter,  and  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

We  now  have  two  Baptist  Hom.es  for  the  aging,  Resthaven  which 
has  a  total  of  19,  and  Albemarle  which  was  opened  Dec.  1,  1953  with 
a  total  of  35  making  the  total  54.  The  age  range  in  both  Homes  are 
from  67  to  94  years  and  there  has  been  no  deaths  in  the  past  year. 

A  trust  of  34  acres  of  land  just  outside  the  city  limits  of  Winston- 
Salem  was  purchased  in  1953  for  a  central  site  for  new  buildings.  The 
cost  was  $25,000.  A  map  has  been  made  and  an  architect  has  already 
been  engaged  to  prepare  sketches  of  buildings  to  be  erected  on  this 
site.  As  the  money  will  permit.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  trustees  to 
proceed  with  one  building  at  a  time. 

The  first  unit  providing  space  for  additional  residents,  office,  chap- 
el, infirmary,  laundry,  refrigeration,  etc.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  be 
under  way  within  a  year. 

Inquiries  have  been  made  as  to  the  possibility  of  a  couple  erecting 
a  cottage  on  the  site  and  living  in  it  until  their  death,  and  then  the 
cottage  would  be  available  for  another  couple. 
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The  cost  of  erecting  and  furnishing  would  be  paid  by  the  couple, 
but  would  become  the  property  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes. 

The  second  special  day  offering  was  encouraging.  The  total 
amount  probably  $65,000  to  $70,000. 

In  addition  the  homes  receive  $21,000  as  their  share  of  the  nine 
year  program. 

The  most  encouraging  program  has  been  the  response  on  the  part 
of  our  churches  to  the  programs  of  the  homes. 

This  indicates  the  future  success  of  providing  more  and  accommo- 
dating a  larger  number  of  aging  friends.

RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  REPORT 

The  purposes  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Plan  are  to  provide  an- 
nuities for  ministers  and  church  employees  who  participate  in  the 
plans  when  they  reach  retirement  age,  sixty-five,  or  at  any  period  they 
may  retire  after  reaching  that  age,  and  an  annuity  to  the  widow;  to 
provide  a  disability  annuity  if  such  disability  occurs  at  any  time  prior 
to  age  sixty-five,  to  provide  an  annuity  for  the  widow  in  the  event  of 
the  death  of  the  member  before  reaching  age  sixty-five. 

It  is  designed  so  that  each  church  a  pastor  serves  during  his  par- 
ticipation in  the  plan  has  a  share  in  providing  something  for  his  old 
age. 
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The  pastor  pays  4%  of  his  salary,  the  church  pays  an  equal  amount 
and  the  convention  adds  to  that.  If  a  minister's  wife  desires  to  become 
a  member  of  the  Widows  Supplemental  Plan  the  pastor  pays  an  ad- 
ditional iy2%  of  his  salary.  This  plan  is  our  denomination's  method 
for  taking  care  of  its  retired  and  disabled  ministers. 

Pastors  within  a  few  years  of  retirement  age  can  earn  for  them- 
selves small  annuities.  The  longer  a  pastor  is  a  member  the  greater 
the  monthly  benefits  at  retirement  age.  Only  members  are  eligible  for 
assistance  from  the  Relief  Department. 

Ministers  who  move  to  other  states  may  transfer  their  member- 
ships to  that  state. 

A  minister  cannot  lose.  If  at  any  time  he  wishes  to  withdraw  his 
membership  he  may  withdraw  all  the  money  he  has  paid  into  the  Plan 
plus  the  interest  earned. 

In  the  French  Broad  Association  less  than  5%  of  the  churches  are 
participating  in  this  plan.  This  is  a  slight  increase  during  the  past  few 
years.  Every  church  should  enter  into  the  Plan  and  urge  its  pastor 
to  enroll  at  once.

STEWARDSHIP 

"And  all  the  tithe  of  the  land,  whether  of  the  seed  of  the  land, 
or  of  the  fruit  of  the  tree,  is  the  Lord's.  It  is  holy  unto  the  Lord." 
(Leviticues  27:30).  One's  reputation,  success  and  influence  may  be 
through  one's  ability  to  handle  money  or  destroyed  through  one's  in- 
dolence and  inability  in  this  respect.  The  tithe  played  a  fundamental 
part  in  Hebrew  economics.  It  was  the  Hebrew's  system  of  support  for 
the  tabernacle,  the  temple,  the  synagogue,  the  government,  and  the 
poor.  The  spirit  of  giving  in  the  New  Testament  is  one  of  cheerfulness. 
Jesus  commended  the  poor  widow  for  her  two  mites  and  the  Apostles 
for  giving  up  all  to  follow  him. 

Out  of  45  churches  in  the  association  reporting  in  last  years  min- 
utes only  14  reported  tithers.  These  14  churches  reported  343  tithers. 
This  leaves  31  churches  who  did  not  report  a  single  member  tithing. 

"Will  a  man  rob  God?  Yet  ye  have  robbed  me.  But  ye  say  where- 
in have  we  robbed  thee?   In  tithes  and  offerings."  (Malachi  3:8). 

God  expects  us  to  be  good  stewards  of  our  money  as  well  as  our 
time  and  talents.  God  has  appointed  us  as  His  stewards  here  upon 
earth.  It  is  man's  duty  to  seek  first  the  kingdom  of  God  and  his  right- 
eousness; then  God  gives  us  the  promise  that  all  the  rest  will  be  added. 
Are  we,  as  members  of  the  French  Broad  Missionary  Baptist  Associa- 
tion faithful  stewards  of  that  which  God  has  so  graciously  bestowed 
upon  us? 

Let  us  give  cheerfully  and  bountifully  (far  beyond  the  tithe  if 
able)  with  a  genuine  concern  and  interest  in  the  Kingdom  program  of 
Jesus.

FRIDAY  MORNING  SESSION 

On  the  second  day,  the  One-Hundred  and  Forty-Seventh  Annual 
Session  of  the  French  Broad  Baptist  Association  met  with  the  Davis 
Chapel  Baptist  Church.  After  being  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator, 
Rev.  William  Able  led  the  congregation  in  the  singing  of  "Onward 
Christian  Soldiers".  The  Scripture,  read  by  Jack  Davis,  was  found  in 
Psalm  122.   Rev.  Davis  also  led  in  prayer. 
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The  minutes  were  read  by  the  clerk  and  were  approved  by  the 
body. 

Because  it  was  necessary  to  change  the  program,  Rev.  E.  J.  Hall 
brought  his  most  challenging  missionary  message  next.  This  message 
stirred  the  hearts  of  each  one  who  heard  it. 

Francis  Ray  next  read  the  report  on  the  Baptist  Hospital  which 
was  prepared  by  Mrs.  C.  R.  Cohn. 

HOSPITAL  REPORT 

Teaching  and  Healing,  two  of  the  principal  precepts  of  Christ's 
ministry,  are  the  main  objectives  of  our  Baptist  Hospital,  which  to- 
gether with  the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  of  Wake  Forest 
College,  forms  the  medical  center  of  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

Underlying  these  objectives  is  the  Christian  responsibility  of  pro- 
viding medical  service  for  the  poor  as  well  as  ministering  to  the  sick 
throughout  the  state. 

Our  association  has  a  part  in  making  these  objectives  become 
realities.  This  year  we  sent  $1,488.51  to  the  hospital,  an  increase  of 
$467.17  or  about  50%.  With  this  increase  in  gifts  we  averaged  about 
$31  per  church  and  8c  per  active  church  member.  Five  churches  gave 
nothing  to  the  hospital  this  year,  but  twelve  churches  gave  this  year 
that  did  not  give  anything  last  year. 

The  Baptist  Hospital  ministers  to  the  spiritual  as  well  as  to  the 
physical  need  of  its  patients.  This  is  done  bj''  a  regular  staff  of  four 
chaplains  and  five  chaplain  interns.  The  chaplains  are  constantly  seek- 
ing to  become  more  adept  at  helping  to  lead  the  patient  to  a  new  birth 
in  Christ  and  to  a  more  abundant  life. 

May  the  time  soon  come  when  every  member  of  every  church  will 
have  a  part  in  the  great  work  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  through  their 
gifts  and  prayers.

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

After  our  delicious  noon-day  m.eal,  the  body  reconvened  for  the 
final  session  of  the  One-Hundred  and  Forty-Seventh  meeting  of  the 
French  Broad  Baptist  Association. 

In  the  absence  of  Elzabee  Reese,  Rev.  Lester  Crayton  led  in  the 
devotional  period. 

Moderator  Huey  next  asked  for  the  historian's  report  to  be  given 
by  John  A.  McLeod. 


HISTORIAN'S  REPORT  —  1954 

"Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us"  (I  Sam.  7:12).  Oftentimes,  be- 
cause of  lack  of  vision,  lack  of  faith,  lack  of  consecration,  our  progress 
has  been  slow — too  slow.  Despite  periods  of  regression  and  occasional 
lapses,  however,  the  direction  has  been  upward  during  the  147  years 
since  this  association  was  formed. 

Evidences  of  growth  in  most  of  the  churches  may  be  observed  this 
year.  Improvements  in  church  buildings  and  other  facilities  are  con- 
tinuing. During  the  year  three  churches  have  completed  houses  of 
worship— Mars  Hill,  Gabriel's  Creek,  and  Middle  Fork.  Mount  Sheba, 
Laurel  Branch,  Long  Branch,  Davis  Chapel,  and  Piney  Grove  have 
buildings  under  construction.  Bethel,  Paint  Fork,  and  Beech  Glen  have 
improved  their  buildings;  California  Creek  has  completed  its  educa- 
tional plant;  and  Locust  Grove  has  added  a  baptistry.  Five  churches 
have  pastors'  homes — ^Marshall,  Mars  Hill,  Bull  Creek,  California  Creek, 
and  Madison  Seminary.  Calvary,  Forks  of  Ivy,  and  Enon  have  definite 
plans  for  parsonages. 
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All  churches  of  the  association  now  have  pianos;  whereas  eight 
years  ago  only  twenty  of  the  churches  had  them.  Most  of  the  churches 
have  adopted  standard  hymn  books.  Such  equipment  bespeaks  a  bet- 
ter day  for  music  in  our  churches.  Too  long  have  our  people  been 
preyed  upon  by  songbook  agents,  whose  product  contains  neither  truth 
nor  beauty.  We  should  see  to  it  that  our  churches  are  edified  by  the 
great  psalms  and  hymns  of  Zion  and  our  worship  undergirded  with 
music  which  expresses  the  highest  Christian  experience  and  aspiration. 

This  year  seventeen  churches  participated  in  the  stewardship  re- 
vival; fifteen  churches  took  part  in  the  central  Sunday  school  training 
school;  and  eight  churches  opened  their  doors  to  the  training  union 
enlargement  program,  during  which  fifteen  visiting  workers  labored 
among  us.  An  increasing  number  of  Sunday  schools  have  regular 
meetings  for  teachers  and  workers.  Four  more  churches  have  added 
training  unions  during  the  year — Upper  Laurel,  Walnut,  Calvary, 
Mount  Sheba.  A  record  number  of  Vacation  Bible  Schools  have  been 
held,  thirty-eight  churches  having  reported  schools  completed  or  in 
progress.  These  agencies  of  the  churches  are  proving  to  be  far-reach- 
ing forces  for  evangelism  as  well  as  means  of  teaching  and  training 
both  young  and  old. 

A  heartening  increase  has  been  made  this  year  in  our  total  gifts 
to  missions  and  all  the  causes  which  our  denomination  supports,  about 
twenty-five  per  cent  above  last  year,  the  year  in  which  the  association 
gave  more  to  such  causes  than  in  any  previous  year.  One  sad  note 
which  must  be  sounded  is  that  too  few  of  our  people  had  a  worthy 
part  in  these  gifts.  The  only  way  that  we  can  be  saved  from  the  wor- 
ship of  mammon,  with  all  its  attendant  evils,  is  to  dedicate  our  means 
to  the  service  of  the  living  God. 

The  association  has  taken  a  forward  step  in  choosing  the  Rev. 
David  Roberts  as  full-time  field  worker.  He  has  already  proved  him- 
self a  spiritual  force  and  an  effective  leader  during  the  eight  years  he 
has  been  in  our  midst.  May  we  profit  more  fully  by  his  ministry  by 
opening  our  hearts,  our  homes,  our  churches  to  him  and  by  holding  up 
his  hands  as  he  directs  us  under  the  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit.

THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE  REPORT 

Our  Orphanage  was  established  on  August  5,  1885,  sixty-nine 
years  ago,  and  during  that  time  thousands  of  boys  and  girls  have  been 
cared  for  at  Mills  Home  at  Thomasville  and  Kennedy  Home  at  Kin- 
ston.  Last  year  around  seven  hundred  children  were  cared  for  in  these 
homes. 

At  Mills  Home  the  Recreational  center  and  the  beautiful  new 
church  building  were  completed  during  1953.  Now  for  the  first  time 
in  its  history  Mills  Home  has  adequate  places  fos  its  children  both  to 
play  and  to  worship.  The  church  stands  in  the  center  of  the  campus 
and  is  the  most  beautiful  building  ever  erected  at  our  orphanage. 

The  Baptist  State  Convention  voted  for  the  Orphanage  to  come 
into  the  co-operative  program  beginning  January  1,  1955.  This  gives 
any  church  the  privilege  to  send  all  its  funds  except  the  Thanksgiving 
offering  through  the  cooperative  program  if  it  so  desires.  The  General 
Board  and  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  convention  make  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations.  First,  that  the  churches  that  now  take  the 
Once-a-month  offering  continue  this  plan.  Second,  that  churches  which 
have  the  orphanage  in  the  Budget  for  a  certain  amount  be  encouraged 
to  continue  this  method  during  the  period  of  transition.

The  Society 
serves  every  form  of  Southern  Baptist  mission  work  around  the  world. 
DURING  1953  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY— 
— distributed  throughout  the  world  more  than  15  million  volumes  of 

Scriptures, 
—in  the  U.  S.  A.    distributed  9,726,391  Scripture  volumes  in  81  lang- 
uages.

— strengthened  its  work  throughout  Latin  America,  where  Scripture 
distribution  by  thousands  of  volunteer  workers  is  producing  out- 
standing missionary  results. 
— supplied  some  500,000  volumes  of  Scriptures  for  refugees  in  V/estern 
Germany  and  materials  for  400,000  Bibles  and  Testaments  in  Iron 
Curtain  countries. 
— provided   1,301,145  Scripture  volumes  for  our  own  Armed  Forces, 
bringing  the  number  supplied  since   1940  to  more  than  12  million 
volumes. 
— received  gifts  which  made  possible  its  largest  budget — and  adopted 
for  1954  an  even  greater  program  to  meet  expanding  needs  for  Script- 
ures around  the  world.

REPORT  ON  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  AND 
OTHER  BAPTIST  LITERATURE 

Christian  literature  does  not  need  defending;  it  needs  more  dis- 
tribution and  wider  reading.  Never  before  have  Baptists  had  such  op- 
portunities as  today  to  magnify  and  promote  the  Lord's  work  through 
vital  Christian  literature.  The  printed  page  is  powerful;  its  influence 
is  universal.  People  tend  to  become  like  the  things  they  read  and  ab- 
sorb in  their  minds  and  hearts.  The  flood  of  bad  literature  has  spread 
over  our  land,  with  almost  every  news  stand,  drug  store,  bus  station, 
and  even  grocery  stores,  selling  objectionable  comic  books,  bad  maga- 
zines, lurid  books  and  periodicals  that  the  U.  S.  Mails  refuse  to  carry. 
This  bad  literature  very  often  finds  its  way  into  Baptist  homes,  and 
its  pages  are  filled  with  the  seeds  of  evil.  Wider  reading  of  good 
Christian  literature  would  soon  destroy  the  thirst  for  the  bad.  Bap- 
tists have  a  great  opportunity — to  provide  the  best  reading  matter  they 
can  get  for  their  homes. 

Baptists  have  compelling  reasons  for  securing  and  reading  Chris- 
tian literature,  especially  from  their  own  presses.  The  aim  of  it  all  is 
to  promote  Bible  study,  to  build  Christian  character,  and  to  inform, 
enlist,  indoctrinate,  inspire  and  unify  our  people  in  all  the  great  work 
the  Lord  has  comimitted  to  us.  Dr.  M.  E.  Dodd  said:  "A  non-reading 
Baptist  is  a  non-informed  Baptist.  A  non-informed  Baptist  is  a  non- 
interested  Baptist.  A  non-interested  Baptist  is  a  non-cooperative  Bap- 
tist, and  a  non-cooperative  Baptist  is  not  much  of  a  Baptist." 

In  North  Carolina,  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  is  the  one  publi- 
cation covering  the  entire  field  of  our  Baptist  work.  Without  our  state 
Baptist  paper,  successful  promotion  of  our  Lord's  work  in  all  Baptist 
channels  would  be  well-nigh  impossible.  The  RECORDER  has  carried 
the  message  of  Baptist  progress  into  Baptist  homes  for  121  years.  Wise 
pastors,  associational  missionaries,  consecrated  Baptist  leaders  have 
over  the  years  promoted  its  circulation;  and  they  have  rejoiced  to  see 
the  fruits  of  much  good  reading.  People  always  do  more  when  they 
know  more.  As  they  read,  they  lead.  As  they  are  informed,  they  are 
inspired.  People  usually  are  not  interested  in,  and  will  not  support, 
that  which  they  do  not  know  about.

CONSTITUTION 

/.  NAME 

This   body    shall    be   known    as    the    French    Broad    Missionary    Baptist 

Association. 

//.   OBJECT 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  edify  the  churches  with- 
in its  bounds;  to  promote  Missions,  Chris'tian  Education,  and  such  form 
of  Social  Service  as  the  body  miay  engage  in ;  and  to  cooperate  with  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Kingdom 
advancement. 

///.  MEMBERSHIP 

This  body  shall  be  composed  of  three  messengei's  from  each  coop- 
erating church  and  one  additional  messenger  for  every  twenty-'five  mem- 
bers above  fifty,  provided,  that  no  church  shall  have  more  than  ten  mes- 
sengers, and  provided  further,  that  pastors  of  cooperating  churches,  mem- 
bers of  the  executive  committee,  association  officers,  and  those  appointed 
to  read  reports  shall   lie  ex-officio  members  of  the  body. 

IV.  OFFICERS 
The  officers  of  this  association  shall  be:  a  Moderator,  a  Vice-Mod- 
erator, a  clerk,  and  treasurer,  all  to  be  elected  by  the  body  in  the  first 
session  of  the  Association  in  its  annual  meeting,  the  Moderator  to  take 
position  at  the  close  of  the  fo^urth  session.  The  moderator  may  not  serve 
more  than  two  years  consecutively.         ,..  -  •  • 
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INTERPRETATION— 

T'he  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  and  Clerk  and  Treasurer  are  to  take 
office  at  the  close  of  the  fourth  ses.sion.  The  work  of  the  Acting  Clerk 
is  not  comipleted  however,  until  the  work  of  the  present  session  of  the 
Association  is  comipleted,  minutes   printed,   distributed,  etc. 

y.  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  Executive  Coimimuittee  shall  consist  of  the  Moderator,  who  shall 
be  chairman  of  the  Conumittee,  the  Vice-Moderator,  the  Clerk,  the  President 
of  the  Womian's  Missionary  Union,  the  B.  T.  U.  Director,  the  Sunday 
School  Superintendent,  and  in  addition,  one  pastor  and  two  laymen  to  be 
appointed  by  the  inoumfbent  moderator,  not  nnore  than  two  of  whom  shall 
be  from  the  same  church.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  carry 
out  the  pians  laid  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Association,  as  far  as  possi- 
ble, and  in  line  with  the  general  policies   and  practices  of  the  Association. 

Amendment  I.  The  Field  Worker  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Amendment  II.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

17.  ANNUAL  MEETING 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  on  Thursday  and 
Friday   following   the   first   S'unday    in  August. 

VII.   AMENDMENT 
This    Constitution    may    be    amended   at   any   regular      session      of    the 
Association  by   a  two-thirds  vote   of  the   Association   on  the  first  day,    and 
voted  and  passed  on  favorably  upon  the  second   day.

THURSDAY  MORNING  SESSION     , 

The  One  Hundred  Forty-Eigmth  Session  of  the  French  Broad  Mission- 
ary Baptist  AsiSO'ciation,  wihich  met  with  Enon  Baptist  Church  on  the  first 
day,  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Wade  Huey  promrptly  at  10:00  A. 
M.  The  congregation,  led  by  Rev.  V/illia,m  Abel,  sang,  ''There  Is  A  Name 
I  Love  To  Hear."  Rev.  Lester  Crayton  next  led  in  the  devotional  period 
using  Psalm  1:1-6   as  his  scripture  passage. 

Through  the  roll  call  of  churches  it  Vv^as  found  that  thirty-four  church- 
es  were  represented. 

Next  on  the  program  was  the  recognition  and  welcome  of  new  pastors 
and    visitors. 

The  Order  of  Business  as  stated  on  the  programs  Avas  adopted  and 
passed.

also,  a  report  of  the  Executive  Ciom-mittee  was  made  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Your  Executive  Committee  has  been  meeting  at  such  periods  that  we 
deemed  necessary  to  transact  the  business  of  the  Association  and  to  carry 
out  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  ability  the  Lord's  wiill  and  the  wishes 
of  the  people  of  our  Association.  Some  three  months  ago  we  decided  to 
meet  once  a  month  for  prayer,  fellowship  and  seek  to  promote  all  phases 
of  our  work.  The  people  of  our  great  Association  have  been  very  gracious 
to  the  executive  committee  for  which  we  are  thankful  to  you  and  to  the 
Lord.  One  of  the  greatest  accomplishments  and  most  foriwiard  steps'  of  the 
Association  was  nuade  last  year  at  our  annual  Associiational  meeting, 
when  we  voted  to  place  Rev.  D'avdd  B.  Rcberts  as  fullHtime  Field  Worker. 
This  great  and  forward  step  has  become  a  living  reality  in  the  life  of  our 
Association.  Brother  Roberts  has  completed  his  house,  moved  and  is  now 
full-time  Field  Worker. 

Memibers  of  your  exeoutive  comimittee  contacted  all  the  churches  to  in- 
crease their  financial  support  to  associational  missions  and  the  fine  response 
form  the  churches  was  beyond  our  expectations.  However,  there  are  a  num- 
ber of  churches  not  contributing  anything  to  Associational  Missions  and 
some  who  could  contribute  more.  If  these  churches  would  respond  to  the 
support  of  Brother  Roberts  and  the  Associational  progra,m  we  could  have  a 
program  that  would  be  felt  in  all  North  Carolina  and  I  believe  the  Lord 
would  pour  out  his  blessing  on  us  in  a  greater  way.  We  pray  that  you  will 
contLnae  to  increase  the  fine  support  you  are  giving  to  Brother  Roberts  and 
the  Lord's  program  that  his  will  may  be  done  in  our  midst  and  around  the 
world  —  that  ourAssociation  will  march  forward. 

There  are  two  things  your  ccmmittee  would  like  to  call  to  the  attention 
of  our  people.  First  —  that  two  years  ago  at  our  annual  Associational  meet- 
ing it  was  voted  all  reports  should  be  v.'ithin  a  three  hundred  word  limit 
and  must  be  typed,  Second  —  The  cost  of  our  minutes  has  advanced  and 
we  are  not  receiving  enough  money  to  pay  for  the  minutes.  We  are  asking- 
all  churches  to  consider  increasing  their  amount  toward  the  minutes.  Some 
years  ago  it  was  voted  to  pay  the  clerk  twenty-five  dollars  per  year  for  her 
work.  Last  year  we  did  not  receive  quite  enoiugh  money  to  pay  for  the  min- 
utes and  the  clerk  hias  not  been  paid  anything.  We  still  owe  her  the  twenty- 
five  dollars. 

We  have  two  recomendations  to  make  which  we  believe  will  strengthen 
our  Association.  First  —  each  person  selected  by  the  committee  on  reports 
to  make  a  report  on  our  institutions  or  any  phase  of  our  work  shall  re- 
present that  institation  or  phase  of  work  for  the  entire  year.  This  person 
will  work  with  the  executive  conrimittee  in  fovumlating  a  rommittee  to  work 
w^ith  them  to  cover  the  entire  Association.  The  group  selected  by  the  com,- 
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mittee  on  reports  to  make  the  reports  on  our  institutions  and  various 
phases  of  our  Associational  program  will  be  called  the  promotional  com- 
mittee. Second  —  we  recomtmend  that  the  pastor  of  each  church  plus  one 
memiber  of  each  church  formsulate  a  conifmittee  to  work  with  your  executive 
committee  froaii  time  to  time  as  the  executive  comanittee  deems  necessary 
to  strengthen  and  support  the  entire  program,  of  the  Association.  Three 
names  of  memj*bers  from  each  church  will  ibe  submitted  to  the  executive 
committee  and  one  name  will  be  selectd  to  serve  in  this  capacity.  This  com- 
mittee will  be  called  the  steering  committee.

REPORT  ON   COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  our  Baptist  plan  for  supporting  all  the 
work  of  the  Kingdom  as  undertaken  by  Baptists.  It  is  the  only  way  to  give 
the  gospel  to  the  wbole  world,  and  when  we  as  individuals  and  churches 
give,  through  the  cooperative  program,  we  have  a  part  in  this  great  work. 
We  will  be  carrying  oiut  the  commiand  of  Christ  to  "Go  into  all  the  world." 

According  to  records  in  Mr.  Husigins'  office,  the  French  Broad  Asso- 
ciation's total  gifts  to  the  Cooperative  Program,  amounting  to  $15,577.41, 
$ST)63.95  of  which  v^as  designated  gifts',  leaving  $6,913.46  undesignated. 
This  shows  an  increase  of  $2,530.89  over  last  year. 

In  looking  over  some  eig'ht  or  ten  minutes  of  our  associatioual  meetings 
of  previous  years,  I  found  only  one  year  in  which  our  gifts  to  the  Coopera- 
tive Program  had  not  increased.  I  am  glad  that  we  are  constantly  growing 
in  our  support  to  this  great  work.

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

The  association  was  called  to  order  for  the  afternoon  session  after  a 
most  bountiful  mjeal  prepared  by  the  ladies  of  Enon  Church.  The  congre- 
gation sang,  "Heavenly  Sunlight"  and  a  special  num.ber,  "Why  Should  He 
Love  Me  So",  was  sung  by  Miss  Janice  Ramsey. 

The  devotional,  led  by  Rev.  Lester  Crayton  was  very  fitting  and  started 
the  afternoon  session  off  with  a  good  spirit. 

Next,  the  Reports  of  Organizations  were  presented.  Paul  Tugrnan  gave 
the  Sunday  School  Report. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

The  Bible  teaches,  "The  Entrance  of  Thy  Word  Giveth  Light,"  and  also 
"Thy  Word  Maketh  People  Wise  Unto  Salvation."  These  two  statements 
from  the  Bible  shofw  us  that  the  teaching  service  of  the  church,  which  is 
the  Sunday  School,  is  of  great  importance. 

Last  Septemiber  we  had  an  associational  meeting  of  the  churches  to 
prepare  them  for  "Victory  Week",  and  to  encourage  them  to  teach  the  study 
course,  "One  to  Eight".  Twenty-one  churches  were  represented  at  this  meet- 
ing. We  also  held  2  teacher  and  worker  training  schools  during  the  year. 
These  were  attended  by  workers  from.  17  different  churches.  A  total  of  205 
Sunday  School  training  awards  were  earned  and  reported  during  the  year. 
However,    some  were    not   received   by    the   end    of  the   vear.    This    does    not 
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include  any  awards'  earned  by  college  students  at  our  own  Baptist  Oolleo:e 
at  Mars  Hill. 

Twelve  churches  have  reported  a  substantial  gain  in  Sunday  School 
enrollment  this  year,  while  four  churches  have  reported  a  heavy  loss.  Our 
other  churches  are  standing  still  or  reported  a  slight  gain  or  slight  loss.  A 
few  of  our  churches  have  not  yet  reported,  but  it  appears  that  we  have  an 
overall  increase  in  Sunday  School  enroHnnent  of  approximately  10 9r.  This 
will  bring  oiur  total  enrollment  for  the  association  up  to  about  5,900. 

We  wish  to  make  the  following  Sunday  School  recommendations  for  the 
next  year. 

(1)  That  we  have  an  associational  wide  meeting  of  the  churches  in 
September  to  acquaint  them  with  the  plans  for  promotion  of  the  Sunday 
School  work  for  the  year. 

(2)  That  every  church  be  encouraged  to  observe  preparation  week 
and  to  study  the  book,  "A  Church  Using  Its  Sunday  School",  during  this 
week. 

(3)  That  we  make  our  objective  and  goal  in  1955  and  '56,  "Every 
Family  in  Sunday  School." 

(4)  That  we  hold  three  training  schools  for  teachers  and  workers 
during  the  year.  One  of  these  to  be  held  in  the  Upper  Laurel  section,  one 
in  the  Central  section,  and  one  in  the  Marshall  section  of  the  Association. 

(5)  That  we  ask  the  executive  com.mittee,  with  the  help  of  the  asso- 
ciational  S^inday  School  superintendent,  to  appoint  leaders  to  specialize 
in  the  work  of  each  Sunday  School  age  group  from  the  nursery  through 
the  adults,  and  also  a  leader  for  the  extension  department  and  the  cradle 
roll  department.  These  leaders  are  to  work  in  their  specific  fields  under 
the  direction  of  the  Sunday  School  Superintendent. 

(6)  That  we  ask  this  group  of  workers  to  make  special  effort  to 
encourage  and  assist  our  Sunday  Schools  in  moving  from  a  class  Sunday 
School  to  a  Department  Sunday  School  in  all  churches  which  have  the 
physical  equipment.

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

:\n  Weymouth's  translation  of  the  New  Testament,  we  find  I  Corinthians 
1:4-5  to  read:  "I  thank  my  God  continually  for  the  grace  of  God  bestowed 
on  you  in  Christ  Jesus — that  in  Him  you  have  been  enriched  with  ever- 
thing,  with  readiness  of  speech  and  fulness  of  knowledge."  Loyal  memibers 
of  a  Baptist  Training  Union  can  say  v/ith  enthusiam  and  assurance,  "God 
Lloes  enrich  me  with  readiness  of  speech  and  fulness  of  knoiwiledge  in 
Christ  Jesus"  because  Training  Union  is  designed  to  help  us  learn  to  speak 
with  clarity  and  conviction  of  our  experiences  in  Christ  and  to  grow  in 
the  knowledge  of  Him  and  His  will  for  the  world. 

The  churches  that  are  enriching  the  lives  of  their  members  with  Train- 
ing Union   are   Beech    Glen,   Bull   Creek,   California   Creek,    Calvary,    Enon, 
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Forks  of  Ivy,  Little  Creek,  Long  Branoh,  Madison  Ceminary,  Marshall, 
Mars  Hill,  Mt.  Sheba,  Paint  Fork,  Paint  Gap,  and  Piney  Mountain.  Approx- 
imiately  15C0  persons  are  enrolled  in  these  15  unions.  (We  congratulate 
Davis  Chapel  who  began  the  new  associational  year,  the  first  of  July,  with 
a  Training-  Union ;  and  we  understand  that  two  other  churches  are  making 
preparation  nov/  to  organize.) 

Two  mass  meetings  were  held  during  the  year:  (1)  On  December  6, 
''Mobilization"  Night  was  held  at  Mars  Hill  with  211  persons'  representing 
10  churches.  Rev.  James  H.  Smith,  pastor  of  Reed .  Meimorial  Church  in 
Asheville,  spoke  on  the  1955  theme,  "Be  Strong  In  The  Lord".  (2)  On  May 
1,  Marshall  Church  was  host  for  the  selection  of  representatives  in  the 
annual  drills  and  tournaments  for  the  Regional  Meeting.  195  members  from 
8  churches  attended.  Penny  Cnayton  of  Enon  and  Bobby  Vance  of  Mars  Hill 
were  Junior  Memory  Work  winners,  later  beccming  State  winners  at  the 
Caswell  and  Fruitland  Assemblies.  Miss  Carolyn  Tugman  of  Calvary  was 
Intermediate  Sword  Drill  winner;  Miss  Shelby  Jean  Coates  of  Madison 
Seminary,  Young  People's  Speaker;  and  Mrs.  Donald  Colvin  of  Miarshall, 
Adult  Scripture  Reading  winner.  These  three  participated  in  the  Regional 
Meeting  at  Calvary  Baptist  Church  in  Asheville. A  sextet  from  the  Marshall 
Church  went  on  to  win  a  fine  rating  in  the  Hymn  Festival  of  the  State 
Assembly  at  Fruitland.  We  appreciate  the  work  of  all  these  representatives 
and  those  who  worked  with  them,  as  well  as  of  some  who  could  not  be 
winners. 

The  associational  director  attended  the  all-day  meeting  at  the  Ashe- 
ville First  Baptist  Church  of  the  1955  Planning  Meeting  sponsored  by  the 
State  and  So'uth-wide  Training  Union  Departments.  The  Training  Union 
executive  committee  met  twice:  (1)  On  March  27  at  Bull  Creek  with  7  pre- 
sent and  (2)  June  10  for  a  supper  meeting  in  the  Mars  Hill  College  cafe- 
teria with  the  pastors  and  directors  of  the  churches  also  invited;  16  were 
present.  We  were  fortunate  to  have  as  guest,  Mr.  James  P.  Morgan,  State 
Training  Union  Secretary.  The  inspiration  of  his  presence  left  us  with  a 
great  desire  to  press  on  in  our  efforts  to  enrich  the  lives  of  our  people 
through  our  organization.  I  close  this  report  with  Mr.  Morgan's  closing 
challenge  to  us  that  evening:  "Let  us  put  MC'RE  Training  Unions  in  MORE 
churches;  MORE  unions  in  MORE  Training  Unions;  and  MORE  training 
in  MORE  unions."  Will  you  and  your  church  accept  this  challenge?

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY   UNION   REPORT 

Our  Woman's  Missionary  Union  hymn  for  this  year  is,  "When  I  Survey 
the  Wonderous  Cross."  Singing  this'  hymn,  meaning  every  word  of  its  mes- 
sage should  constrain  each  one  to  remember  that  sacrificial  "Love,  so  a- 
mazing,  so  divine,  demands  my  soul,  my  life,  m\y  all."  In  response  to  the 
command  of  our  Savior,  we  have  met,  studied,  and  prayed  to  the  end  that 
His  Gospel  may  be  carried  to  a  lost  and  sin-sick  world. 
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In  the  seventeen  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  and  twenty-seven  young- 
people's  or^aniziations  in  onr  Association,  we  have  538  members.  Two  hun- 
dred and  forty -two  of  these  are  tithers  and  427  contr^'touted  ve^nUrlv  to 
the  Cooperative  Program.  We  gave  $6,937.75  to  State,  Home,  and  Foreign

McLean  as'  Sunbeam  Leader. 

It  was  fitting  that  our  annual  meeting  this  year  was  with  the  Piney 
Mountain  Woman's  Missionary  Society  to  celebrate  our  fiftieth  anniver- 
sary, since  this  was  the  church  in  which  our  first  meeting  was  held  in  1905, 
Piney  Mountain,  Marshall,  and  Mars  Hill  vv^ere  the  three  first  Missionary 
Societies'  organized.  It  was  with  mingled  emotions  of  gratitude  and  humility 
that  we  looked  back  over  the  fifty  years  of  working  together  in  the  spirit 
ol   fellowship,   service,  and  cooperation.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

More  and  more  Southern  Baptists  are  realizing  the  importance  of 
Christian  Education  in  the  leading  of  each  individual  to  seek  and  to  know 
the  will  of  God  for  his  life.  The  benefits  of  Christian  education  and  training 
are  readily  observed  in  the  best  homes  and  the  best  churches,  because  it  is 
here  that  efficient  leadership  by  trained  men  and  women  exists.  Since  this 
is  true,  Southern  Baptists  are  especially  interested  in  the  expansion  of 
Christian  educational  institutions.  At  the  present  tim.e  there  are  seven  semi- 
naries which  receive  support  from  Southern  Baptists.  These  seminaries  have 
an  enrrollment  of  4,636  ministers  and  mission  vokinteers.  The  advisability 
of  adding  one  or  more  new  seminaries  and  maybe  Bible  institutions  is  now 
being  considered  by  a  special  committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
In   addition   to    this    Southwide   program,    there    are    thirty   senior    colleges. 
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twenty-'one  junior  colleges,  eight  academies  and  four  Bible  s'chools  which 
are  supported  and  controlled  by  Baptist  State  Conventions.  They  have  an 
enrollment  of  more  than  fifty^three  thousiand  students,  and  of  this  number 
around  ll''/c  are  ministers  and  mission  volunteers. 

Here  in  North  Carolina,  in  addition  to  the  Southeastern  Seminary, 
there  are  seven  Baptist  colleges,  two  senior  and  five  junior.  These  seven 
colleges  have  an  enrollment  of  approximately  six  thous'and  young  people,  of 
whom  750  are  training  for  the  ministry  or  full-time  mission  service.  All 
seven  of  these  Baptist  colleges  are  in  building  and  expansion  programs  in 
orde;r  to  provide  for  the  growing  number  of  students  wanting  to  attend 
Baptist  Colleges.  Certainly  North  Carolina  Biaptisits  are  facing  their  great- 
est opportiunities  in  the  work  of  Christian  education. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  make  available  through  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram approximately  10%  of  the  total  expenditure  for  providing  new  build- 
ings and  other  capital  imjprovements  for  these  colleges.  In  comparison  with 
the  contribution  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  its  seminaries,  North 
Carolina  Baptists  fall  far  behind,  because  they  contribute  only  one-fifth  as 
much  per  student  to  their  colleges. 

Missionary  Baptists  find  true  satisfaction  in  the  forgetting  of  self  for 
the  carrying  of  the  gospel  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.  A  willingness  to  do  for 
others  affords  the  fullest  expression  of  a  living  Christ  in  us.  Do  we  in  this 
Association  realize  the  true  value  of  Christian  education  in  enabling  us  to 
attain  to  the  fullest  this  goal  of  Christian  living?

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FRIDAY  MORNING  SESSION 

On  the  second  day,  the  one-hundred  and  forty-eighth  annual  session 
of  the  French  Broad  Baptist  Association  met  with  the  Beech  Glen  Baptist 
Church.  After  being  called  to  order  by  the  moderator,  Rev.  William  Abel 
led  the  congregation  in  the  singing  of  "We'll  Work  'Til  Jesus'  Comes".  The 
Scripture,  and  prayer  were  led  by  Rev.  Glenn  Wihitley. 

The  minutes  were  read  by  the  clerk  and  approved  by  the  body.  Because 
the  state  workers  and  representatives  had  to  leave  the  meeting,  they  were 
allowed  to  speak  following  the  Hospital  Report.  Dr.  PAcGee  from  the  Bap- 
tist Hospital  spoke  briefly,  followed  by  the  vice-<president  of  the  Wake  Forest 
College,  Dr.  Green.  The  next  speakers'  were  Mr.  Lawson  Allen  from  Gard- 
ner-Webb' College  and  Mr.  Claude  F.  Gaddy,  the  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Christian  Education  Department.  Surely  the  challenging  thoughts  these 
men  brought  will  be  a  help  to  our  association. 

REPORT  OF  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  OF   NORTH  CAROLINA 

The  response  of  our  churches  to  the  needs  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  has 
been  greater  this  year  than  ever  before.  According  to  a  letter  received  from. 
Dr.  W.  K.  McGee,  who  is  Director  of  Denominational  Relations  for  our  hos- 
pital, the  annual  Mother's  Day  Offerings  from  chiurches  over  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  are  averaging  a  14%  increase  over  the  offering  last  year. 
This  increase  in  financial  support  is  true  of  the  churches  of  the  French 
Broad  Association.  The  total  offering  this  year  was  $974.46  as  compared 
to  $748.65  last  year.  There  are  17  churches  in  our  Association,  however, 
which  have  not  yet  reported  any  offering  for  our  hospital.  Perhaps  this  is 
an  oversight  or  perhaps  a  collection  has  been  taken  but  has  not  yet  been 
forwarded  to  Winston- Salem.  It  is  urgent  that  the  report  of  your  ho&pital 
offering  be  made  as  soon  as  possible.  This  year  it  is  hoped  that  the  total 
sum  of  gifts  from  the  churches  of  the  State  will  exceed  $200,000. 

Recently,  in  1954,  our  hospital  expanded  its  facitities  in  the  completing 
of  a  long-dreamed-of  new  South  Wing.  During  last  year  our  hospital  min- 
istered to  the  needs  of  14,000  sick  persons  who  received  in  excess  of  100,000 
days  of  medical  care  and  nursing.  In  addition  to  this,  approximatsly  100,- 
000  visits  were  made  to  the  Out  Patient  Clinic,  and  50  percent  of  these  per- 
sons were  persons  who  were  unable  to  pay. 

The  need  of  our  Hospital  is  alv>^ays  great.  Currently,  funds  are  needed 
to  furnish  the  new  South  Wiing  and  also  for  more  up  to  date  X-ray  equip- 
ment. Our  institution  has  no  endcwment.  If  we  heed  the  call  to  heal  the  sick 
and  poor.  Baptists  everywhere  must  give  liberally  and  support  the  efforts 
of  our  doctors  by  rememibering  them  in  their  prayers. 

We  of  North  Carolina  should  be  proud  not  only  of  the  fine  medical 
facilities  offered  by  our  hospital  but  should  be  especially  proud  of  the 
splendid  chaplaincy  program  adnuinistered  there.  Dr.  Richard  K.  Young, 
who  has  pioneered  in  this  special  ministry  to  the  sick,  is  acknowledged  all 
over  the  Southland  for  the  skill  he  has  acquired  in  pastoral  care  of  the  ill. 
Under  his  direction  our  hospital  not  only  ministers  to  the  spiritual  needs 
of  patients  who  come  for  treatment  at  our  institution  but  also  offers  spe- 
cial training  courses  in  the  techniques  of  this  special  ministry  to  ministers 
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froim  all  over   North   Carolina   who  then   return   to  their   own    comimunities 
where  they  minister  miore  effectively  to  the  needs  of  the  local  sick. 

Jesus  came  healing.  Let  us  not  neglect  this  important  ministry  but 
give  liberally  and  uphold  this  work  in  our  prayers'.   ■

REPORT  ON  THE  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

In  these  days  of  propag'anda  from  all  the  institutions  and  organiza- 
tions which  seek  the  minds'  of  men,  Christians  need  publications  which  are 
devoted  to  truth  and  to  the  highest  ideals  of  Christian  faith.  We  Baptists 
of  North  Carolina  are  particularly  fortunate  in  our  state  Baptist  p'ublica- 
t:on,  the  Biblical  Recorder. 

In  the  weekly  issues  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  there  are  news  stories 
conjcerning  Christian  interests  throughout  the  world;  and  stories  concern- 
ing the  full  range  of  our  Baptist  work  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina,  and 
throughout  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  territory.  In  fact  a  Baptist 
in  North  Carolina  cannot  be  adequately  informed  concerning  the  work  of 
our  churches  in  the  state  withoiut  the  Recorder,  But  news  is  only  one  de- 
partment of  the  Biblical  Recorder.  Each  week  articles  and  editorials  con- 
cerning Christian  interests  are  presented.  The  Sunday  School  lesson  is  dis- 
cussed by  a  capable  and  consecrated  writer;  and  sections  are  devoted  to  the 
home,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  the  S'unday  School,  Training  Union, 
Brotherhood,  and  Baptist  Student  Union. 

One  of  the  things  which  I'  personally  appreciate  about  the  Biblical  Re- 
corder is  the  willingness  of  the  editor  to  publish  all  sides  and  opinions  of 
controversial  issues.  This  is  essential  to  protect  and  to  foster  that  freedom 
of  individual  conscience,  and  of  the  local  church,  which  Baptists  have  cher- 
ished through  the  generations. 

Here  in  our  Association  far  too  many  of  our  people  are  missing  the 
benefits  which  they  should  be  receiving  through  regular  reading  of  the 
Recorder.  Only  eight  of  our  churches  have  Recorder  clubs,  and  of  these 
eight  only  two  churches  get  the  Recorder  for  every  fa^mily  in  the  church. 
Also  of  these  eight  churches  which  have  Recorder  clubs,  three  of  them  re- 
ceive only  six  copies  for  all  their  memlbership.  Thirty-seven  churches  in  the 
the  French  Broad  Association  do  not  receive  the  Recorder  at  all,  except  for 
the  pastors  who  get  it  free  of  charge. 

Friends,  this  ought  not  to  be.  Every  Baptist  family  ought  to  receive 
the  Recorder;  and  I  urge  you  to  give  this  matter  your  earnest  consideration.

SUGGESTED  REPORT 

of 

NORTH   CAROLINA   BAPTIST  HOMES   FOR  AGING 

Associational  Year  1955 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  began  their  fifth 
year  of  operation  March  16,  1955.  This  has  been  a  year  of  encouraging 
progress.  Both  homes  —  Resthaven  and  Albemarle  —  have  had  a  continu- 
ing waiting  list  of  applicants.  As  soon  as  a  vacancy  occurs  there  are  far 
more  applicants  for  admission  than  can  be  accepted. 

This  year  will  be  remembered  as  one  of  notable  enlargement  of  facili- 
ties. Construction  of  the  Administration  and  Residential  Building,  costing 
$300,000,  will  get  underway,  and  it  should  be  completed  by  this  time  next 
year.  The  new  building  will  provide  office  facilities',  dining  room,  kitchen, 
chapel,  infirmary,  recreatiomal  and  handicraft  space,  and  rooms  for  forty 
additional  residents,  thus  raising  the  total  capacity  of  the  Homes  to  95 
residents. 

Two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  the  new  building  is  now  in  hand,  counting  the 
value  of  real  estate  turned  over  to  the  Homes.  Personal  and  corporation 
gifts  are  being  received  which  will  further  add  to  the  amount  on  hand. 

Memorial  gifts  may  be  made  in  the  following  ways:  A  gift  of  $300  will 
furnish  a  room;  $1,000  will  endow  —  furnish  and  maintain  —  a  room; 
$3,000  will  pay  cost  of  building  a  room.  In  either  case,  a  memorial  plaque 
• — ^bearing  the  name  of  the  donor  and  the  name  of  the  person  memorial- 
ized, or  honored  —  will  be  placed  on  the  door  of  a  room. 

Miss  Nettie  Pearl  Willis  gave  her  homeplace  at  Vale,  N.  C,  as  a  me- 
morial to  her  mother,  Mrs.  Laura  Elliott  Goode  Willis.  The  property  will 
be  sold  and  proceeds  be  used  to  erect  a  cottage  on  the  permanent  site  of  our 
Homes.     In  addition.  Miss  Willis  made  her  will  in  favor  of  the  Homes. 

Increasing  support  on  the  part  of  our  churches  and  denominational  pro- 
gram gives  great  encouragement.  So  far  this  year,  our  Special  Day  Offer- 
ing has  reached  almost  $75,000.  Since  many  of  the  churches  put  the  Homes 
in  the  budget  instead  of  taking  a  special  offering,  and  some  of  the  church- 
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es  wait  until  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  to  send  their  gifts,  a  complete 
report  for  the  year  cannot  be  miade  at  this  time.  But  it  is  likely  that  our 
g-oal  of  $100,000  for  the  special  offering-  will  nearly  be  reached  .In  addition, 
the  Homies  will  receive  $39,850  as  their  sh?.re  of  the  Nine  Year  Program, 
according  to  the  estimated  budget. 

With  increasing  aid  from  denomi" national  sources,  the  Homes  are  help- 
ing a  larger  number  who  do  not  have  sufficient  funds  with  which  to  pay 
the  cost  of  keep  as  residenijs.  In  fact,  about  ninety  per  cent  of  all  the  res- 
idents are  being  helped  by  the  Homes  —  some  with  about  two-thirds  of  the 
c^st  of  keep,  and  others  v/ith  about  one-third.  Less  than  ten  per  cent  of 
the  'residents  in  the  Homes  have  turned  over  enough  assets  to  pay  their 
-cost  of  keep  on  the  life  plan.  Reg^ardless  of  financial  condition,  an  appli- 
cant is  received  into  the  Howies  on  the  basis  of  need  and  room  available. 

All  connected  v/ith  the  Homes'  —  staff  and  residents  —  are  most  grate- 
ful for  the  prayers  and  support  of  our  friends.  "Hitherto  hath  the  Lord 
helped."  Siurely  all  North  Carolina  Baptists  should  be  grateful  for  the 
progress  miade  thus  far.  Let  us  all  rally  to  the  challenge  to  render  a  great- 
er ministry  to  the  increasing  nuinber  of  aging  friends  who  need  the  serv- 
ices of  our  Homes.

The  Orphanage  Report  was  presented  by  Mrs.  John  Cody  and  the 
reader  gave  v/ay  to  Mr.  Reed  frcm  the  Orphanage. 

THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 

The  Eaptiist  Stiate  Convention  voted  for  the  Oirphanage  to  come 
into  the  Coopenative  Program  beginning  January  1,  1955,  From  the 
Co'Opera^ive  Prognaim  it  is  to  receive  "Tfeat  p^art  of  its  supiport  not 
otherwise  provided  for."  In  a  report  fromj  the  Orplhian^age,  it  stated 
that  under  this  plen  the  vssA.  n-iaiiority  of  the  churches  continue  to 
send  to  the  Orphanage  the  Once-A-Month  Offering  just  as  in  the  past. 
Some,  however,  have  put  the  Orphanage  in  their  Cooperative  Program  bud- 
get. About  sixty  thousand  dollai's  of  the  income  this  year  Avill  be  through 
the   Cooperative  Program. 

Under  the  new  plan  of  smpport  the  Thanksgiving  offering  becomes  more 
important  than  ever  before.  Any  future  expansions  of  the  Child  Care  Pro- 
gram will  depend  largely  upon  this  offering  .  Every  church  in  our  Asso- 
ciation should  try  to  promote  a  v/'orthy  "Thanks-Offering"  this  year.  Vvhy 
could  not  each  person  give  at  least  "One  Day's  Pay"  to  help  the  host  of 
homeless  children  w^ho  cannot  possibly  help  themselves. 

Special  gifts  have  made  possible  the  continuation  of  the  building  pro- 
gram. The  new  church  building  at  Kennedy  Home  is  almost  completed.  It 
is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  in  the  state.  This  v/ill  greatly  help  to  meet 
the  greatest  single  need  of  the  one  hundred  and  sixty  children  who  live  there. 

During  the  year  Broyhill  Swimming  Pool  was  constructed  at  Mills 
Home.  This  was  .a  gift  from  the  Broyhills  of  Lenoir,  North  Carolina.  It 
meets  a  very  definite  need  in  the  lives  of  the  children. 
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A  total  of  seven  hundred,  thirteen  children  were  cared  for  by  the  Bap- 
tist Orphanage  in  1954.  Of  this  numiber  five  hundred  eighty-six  were  cared 
for  at  Mills  Home  and  Kennedy  Home.  There  were  ninety-five  discharged 
during  the  year,  including  forty-.five  to  parents  and  relatives;  twelve  to 
foster  homes;  and  nineteen  who  graduated.  Eighty -four  were  cared  for 
in  foster  homes.  Mother's  Aid  enabled  fiity-one  children  to  remain  in  their 
own  homes  with  financial  aid  furnished  by  the  Baptist  Orphanage.  The 
casework  s+iaff  of  the  three    hundred,  thirty-eight  youngsters. 

''And  He  took  a  child  and  set  him  in  the  midst  of  them:  and  when  he 
had  taken  him  in  his  armis,  he  said  unto  them,  whosoever  shall  receive  one 
of  sucih  children  in  my  name,  receiveth  me:  and  whosoever  shall  receive  me, 
receiveth  not  me,  but  him  that  sent  me." 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Report  was  read  by  Mr.  Will  Phoenix. 

RELIEF,  ANNUITY  AND  SOCIAL  SECURITY 

Our  French  Broad  pastors  as  a  group,  surely  are  the  most  insecure 
of   all  our  people. 

Aooording  to  the  minutes  of  last  year,  forty  churches  averaged  a  little 
less  than  $700.00  per  church  for  pastor's  salary.  We  seem  to  be  using  the 
method  illustrated  in  a  story  of  a  church  group  that  called  a  preacher  into 
consultation  to  talk  salary,  that  is,  before  being  hired.  Coming  abruptly  to 
the  point,  one  brother  asked  him  how  much  he  would  expect.  "My  only 
amlbition,"  he  replied,  "is  to  be  a  poor,  hum.tole  servant  of  the  Lord."  "You 
keep  him  humble.  Lord,"  said  the  inquisitor,  "and  we  will  keep  hini  poor." 

The  present  Minister's  Retirement  Plan  has  been  available  since  1940. 
Yet  few^  of  our  pastors  are  participating  in  it. 

Some  may  not  understand  the  plan  sufficiently,  although  the  informa- 
tion has  been  available  through  our  field  worker  and  the  office  of  the 
General  Board  at  Raleigh.  Possibly  the  principal  reason  is  that  the 
churches  have  not  played  fair  with  their  pastors.  They  depend  on  the  pas- 
tors to  puit  on  every  program  of  the  church,  financial  or  otherwise.  Most 
pastors  do  a  good  job  of  it,  but  to  take  the  lead  in  this  would  not  appear 
"Humble"  to  some. 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  church  to  consult  v/'th  their  pastor  and  adopt 
the  Retirement  Plan  into  their  budget  and  prove  to  their  pastor  that  they 
do  not  want  him  to  die  dependent  even  if  he  must  live  poor  ail  of  his  life, 

Hete  are  a  fe^v  brief  stetements  showing  the  costs  and  benefits  of  the 
present  Minister's  Retirement  Plan: 

The  member  pays  4%  of  his  salary. 

The  church  4%  and  the  Convention  4%  (or  whatever  is  necesary). 
For   Widow's   Benefits,   add    to    above:    member,    Wi'/c',    convention,    1^/^%. 

BENEFITS 

To  members:  (1)  a  retirement  annuity  of  50 Vr  of  salary  upon  which 
payments  are  made,  proivded  one  enters  when  one  begins  his  ministry  and 
continues  until  retirement  age  65.  (2)  A  disability  benefit  of  25%  of  sal- 
ary upon  which  payments  are  made,  the  total  amount  not  to  exceed  $900. 
(The  increase  to  mlaximum  effective  Jan.  1,  1956.)  (3)  For  those  who 
have  widow's  supplemental  annuity,  20%  to  40%  of  salary  of  member. 
After  six  years  of  participation,  the  full  40%  of  potential  age  annuity. 
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U.  S.  Social  Security  for  Clergymen,  available  to  our  pastors  this  year 
for  the  first  time,  can  be  a  great  blessing  if  they  will  take  advantage  of  it. 

There  are  three  main  provisions:  1.  lit  is  optional.  2.  Each  minister 
now  eligible  must  apply  for  it  within  two  years.  3.  The  present  cost  is  37o 
of  his  net  earnings. 

Social  Security  is  especially  attractive  to  elderly  persons  as  total  cov- 
erage can  be  built  up  in  a  much  shorter  time  than  younger  persons.  In 
the  meantime  the  young  ministers  would  do  well  to  consider  the  protection 
Social  Security  offers  to  their  families  in  case  of  their  death  before  reach- 
ing retirement   age.

HISTORIAN'S  REPORT,  1955 

Advance  reports  from  the  churches  indicate  that  this  has  been  another 
year  of  visiible,  and  we  trust  invisible,  progress.  Gabriel's  Creek,  Laurel 
Branch,  Long  Branch,  Mrc.  Sheb'a,  Piney  Grove,  and  Walnut  have  completed 
or  dedicated  new  houses  of  worship.  Marshall  is  creating  a  fund  for  a 
new  building.  California  Creek,  Davis  Chapel,  Grandview,  Grapevine,  and 
O'ak  Grove  have  added  Sunday  School  rooms.  Upper  Laurel  and  Walnut 
Creek  have  plans  for  additional  rooms'.  Arriington  Branch,  Forks  of  Ivy, 
Locust  Grove,  Laurel  Valley,  and  Piney  Mountain  have  renovated  the  in- 
terior or  otherwise  improved  their  buildings.  Others  have  made  improve- 
ments on  their  grounds.  Calvary,  Little  Ivy,  and  Paint  Gap  have  built  or 
othe^^^^^-f^   orovidpc'   rasters'    homes. 

Madison  Seminary  is  to  be  commended  for  building  a  recreation  hall. 
With  the  consolidation  of  the  public  schools  many  communities  are  left 
vdthout  recreational  centers.  Consequently  the  churches  should  seriously 
consider  their  responsibilities  in  providing  facilities  for  wholesome  activities 
for  the  people  of  ther  communities,  especially  the  young  people. 

An  increasing  numxiber  of  churches  now  have  resident  pastors  or  full- 
time  preaching,  and  mj.ore  pastors  are  availing  themselves  of  pastors' 
schools.  A  few  churches  are  still  having  annual  elections  of  pastors  instead 
01  extending  indefinite  calk'.  Tbo  few  pastors  can  plan  a  long-range  pro- 
.L'ram   under  these  conditions. 

New  pastors  in  the  association  include  the  following:  S.  G.  Whitley, 
Esech  Glen;  Howard  Barnes,  Calvary;  Horace  Youngblock,  Forks  of  Ivy; 
Lan  Windsor,  Piney  Grove  and  Grandview;  D.  D.  Gross,  Marshall;  Robert 
Seymour,  Mars  Hill;  Abe  Buchanan,  Middle  Fork;  Eddie  McPeters,  Paint 
Fork.  The  pastors'  conference,  which  offers  splendid  opportunities  for 
fellowship   and   mutual  helpfulness,   is   steadily  growing. 

One  new  training  union  and  one  new  W.  M.  U,  organization  have  been 
reported  during  the  associational  year,  at  Davis  Chapel  and  at  Laurel 
Branch,  respectively.  The  possibilities  of  the  vacation  Bible  schools  in  the 
ministry  to  children  are  being  recognized,  and  the  churches  should  zealously 
promote  these  schools. 
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On  June  1,  1955,  Brother  David  Roberts  became  the  first  fulMirme 
field  worker  for  the  association.  Brother  Roberts  is'  extending  the  challenge 
to  the  churches  to  become  ''doers  of  the  word  and  not  hearers  only,"  Since 
he  entered  upon  his  duties'  on  a  part-time  basis,  offerings  for  the  coopera- 
tive program  and  other  causes  beyond  the  looal  churches  have  increased 
400  per  cent,  church  buildings  and  organizations  have  been  improved,  and 
the  m'inistry  of  many  churches  has  been  extended. 

Our  favored  land  is  enjoying  the  miost  abundant  material  prosperity 
in  its  history;  yet  our  spiritual  progreS'S  is  still  lagging.  Lest  we  be  caught 
in  the  grip  of  miaterial'ism  and  our  children  be  swept  away  on  a  tide  of 
secularism  and  put  other  gods  before  Him,  we  need  to  consecrate  ourselves 
and  dedicate  oiur  possessions  to  Christ  and  to  his  Kingdom  as  never  before.

quarterlies  and  somewhat  through  the  pulpit.  We  need  also  to  consider  the 
evils  of  advertising  strong  drink  over  the  radio,  on  television,  and  in  the 
pages  of  the  magazines.  Another  problem  is  the  flood  of  bad  literature  that 
is  found  on  our  sales  racks  in  the  form  of  comiic  and  horror  books  and 
other  cheap  books.  Some  of  our  business  people  have  banished  these,  and 
we  nraise  these  dealers  for  this'  Christian  service  to  youth.  We  recomfmend 
that  our  Christian  leaders  contact  the  managers  of  the  places  where  these 
are  still  sold  and  respectfully  petition  them  to  discontinue  their  sale.  Let 
all  of  us  pray.  The  liquor  forces  printed  in  one  of  their  magazines  that 
they  must  beware  of  us  because  we  pray.  Do  we?

With  this  same  spirit  we  hope  to  enter  the  Association  next 
year,  meeting  the  first  day  with  Piney  Mountain  Baptist  Church  and  the 
second  day  with  Mars  Hill  Baptist  Church  on  Thursday  and  Friday  after 
the  first  Sunday  in  August,  1956.

'Jt  had  b2en  the  plani'  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  print  a  large  edi- 
tion of  the  Minutes  this  year  which  would  show  the  growth  of  each  church 
over  a  period  of  the  past  ten  years,  but  the  price  of  the  large  edition  was 
so  great  that  we  felt  it  was  not  advisable  to  print  it.

It  will  be  interesting  to  comipare  these  totals  with  the  totals  of  this 
year.  You  will  note  that  in  some  phases  of  the  work,  we  have  increased 
three,  four  or  five  times'  our  report  of  1946. 

This  increase,  and  growth  in  the  Kingdom's  work  of  our  Association 
has  been  greatly  influenced  by  the  labors  of  the  two  men  above.  Rev.  David 
B.  Roberts  has  been  our  Associational  Field  Worker  for  the  past  ten  years, 
and  Mr.  Wade  Huey  has  been  the  Associational  Moderator  for  six  out  of 
the  past  ten  yeari;  Our  Association  owes  much  to  each  of  these  men  for 
their  continued  and  untiring  efforts  for  God's  cause  in  the  past  decade.

Section  I.  The  NAME  of  this  body  shall  be  the  French  Broad  Mission- 
ary Baptist  Association. 

,   K       ,     /      ..  ARTICLE  II  —  PURPOSE  : 

Section  I.  The  PURPO'SE  of  this  body  shall  be: 

1.  TO  COORDINATE  and  PROMOTE  (a)  Missions,  (b)  Christian  Ed- 
ucation, (c)  and  such  forms  of  social  service  as  the  body  may  engage  in. 

2.  TO  COOPERATE  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  in  Kingdom  advancement. 

3.  The  association  shall  advise  and  assist,  but  shall  have  no  power 
w^hatsoever  to  infringe  upon  the  rights  of  the  churches.  All  churches  con- 
st.tut. ng  the  association  remain  sovereign  and  independent  bodies'  and  co- 
operate through  the  association  only  that  they  may  more  effectively  pro- 
mote the  caiise  of  Christ. 

ARTICLE  III  —  MEMBERSHIP 


Section  I.  MEMiBERSHIP:        '      ^ 

1.  This  association  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly  constituted  Mission- 
ary Baptist  churches  in  this  general  area  who  have  been  accepted  as  mem- 
bers and  who  shall  be  represented  by: 

a.  The  duly  elected  messengers  of  the  member  churches. 

c.  The  active  officials  of  the  association; 

d.  Those  reporting  on  any  phase  of  the  work  of  the  association,  pro- 
viding they  are  members  of  a  member  church. 

2.  A  church  may  be  added  to  the  membership  of  the  association  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  association  on  the  first  day,  and  a  majority  vote  on 
the  second  day.

3.  Any  member  church  may  withdraw  from  the  association  at  its  pleas- 
Section  11.  MEiSSENGERS:    Each  church  is  entitled  to   three  mess-en- 

gers   and  one    additional    messenger  for    every    twenty-five  members   above 

fifty. 

Section  III.  LIMIIT  IN  NUMBER  OF  MESSENGERS:  No  church  shall 
have  more  than  ten  messengers  with  the  exception  of  the  pastors  and  the 
associational  officers,  who  automatically  are  messengers  ex  -officio. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  OFFICERS 

Section  I.  The  officers  of  this  association  shall  be  (1)  a  Moderator,  (2) 
a  Vice  Moderator,  (3)  a  Clerk,  (4)  a  Treasurer,  (5)  the  Field  Worker, 
(6)  the  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  (7)  the  Training  Union  Director, 
(8)  the  President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  (9)  the  President  of 
the  Brotherhood,  (10)   and  the  Secretary  of  Church  Music. 
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(Section  II.  ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS:  Those  officers,  with  the  ex^ 
ception  of  the  Field  Worker,  shall  be  elected  as  follows: 

1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  nominating  committee  which  shall 
present  a  slate  of  officers  which,  together  with  any  nominations  that  are 
made  from  the  floor,  shall  be  voted  upon  during  the  first  session  of  the  as- 
sociation in  its  annual  meeting.     Election  is  by  two-thirds  majority  vote. 

2.  The  Field  Worker  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Executive  Committee 
and  shall  be  eleated  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  association  for  an  indefinite 
period. 

3.  The  Associational  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Union,  and  Brotherhood  shall  select  presidents  or  directors  for  their 
respective  organizations  and  recommend  these  persons  to  the  nominating 
committee  to  be  presented  with  the  proposed  slate  of  officers  for  election. 

Section  III.  THE  TENURE  OF  OFFIICE :  The  terms  of  office  shall 
be  as  follows: 


1.  The  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Treasurer  are  to  take 
office  at  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

2.  The  work  of  the  acting  Clerk  is  not  completed,  however,  until  the 
work  of  the  current  session  of  the  association  is  completed  and  the  min- 
utes printed  and  distributed. 

3.  The  Moderator  may  not  serve  more  than  four  years  consecutively. 

ARTICLE  V  —  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 


Section  I.  The  EXECUTIVE  COMIMiITTEE  shall  consist  of  the  Mod- 
erator, who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  committee,  the  Vice  Moderator,  the 
Clerk,  the  Treasurer,  the  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  the  Training- 
Union  Director,  the  President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  the  Broth- 
erhood Presddent,  the  Secretary  of  Church  Music,  the  Field  Worker,  and 
in  addition,  one  pastor  and  two  lay  memibers  to  be  appointed  by  the  new 
Moderator. 

1.  The  moderator,  vice  moderator,  clerk,  and  treasurer  shall  be  from 
different  churches. 

2.  The  pastor  and  two  lay  memibers  shall  be  from  three  churches  not 
already  represented  on  the  comimittee. 

Section   II.      The  DUTY    OF    THE   EXECUTIVE    COMMITTEE:      It 

shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  carry  out  the  plans  laid  at 
the  annual  session  of  the  association,  as  far  as  possible,  and  in  line  with 
the  general  policies  and  practices  of  the  association. 

Section  III.  The  Executive  Committee  may  appoint  other  committees 
such  as  may  be  needed  for  the  advancement  of  associational  work. 
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I  ARTICLE  VI  —  PROMOTION  COMMITTEE 

Section  I.  The  PROMOTION  COMMITTEE  is  composed  of  the  Associa- 
te onal  of-Licers  and  additional  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Committee  on 
Reports. 

1.  These  additional  members  include  the  historian  and  the  reporters  for 
Hospital,  Orphanage,  Relief  and  Armuity,  Temiperance  and  Civic  Righteous- 
ness, Cooperative  Program,  Christian  Education  and  Baptist  Schools,  Amer- 
ican Bible  Society,  Homes  for  Aging,  Evangelism,  Stew^ardship,  Baptist  Pe- 
riodicals. 

2.  The  Vacation  Biible  School  Superintendent  is  also  a  reporting  member 
but  is  appointed  by  the  As&ociationed  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  II.  RESPONSIEI'LITIES  of  the  Promotion  Committee: 

1.  Each  reporter  shoiuld  serve  thrO'Ughout  the  year  to  acquaint  the 
churches  with  and  to  promote  the  organization  or  phase  of  work  he  repre- 
sents. 

2.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association  each  reporter  shall  read  a 
prepared  report  of  not  over  three  hundred  words'  concerning  the  phase  of 
work  which  he  represents. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  STEERING  COMMITTEE 

.Section  I.  The  STEERING  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  the  pas- 
tor and  t-^vo  lay  members  from  each  church,  the  lay  members  to  be  elected 
by  the  church  which  he  represents. 

Section  II.  RESPONSIBILITIES  of  the  Steering  Committee:  The  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  Steering  Committee  shall  be  two-fold: 

1.  To  meet  from  time  to  time  with  members  of  the  Executive  and  Pro- 
motion Commrttees  to  con'^ider  the  Kingdom  work  in  the  association. 

2.  To  assist  in  acquainting  the  churches  with  different  phases  of  the 
work. 

ARTICLE  VIII  —  OTHER  COMMITTEES 

Section  I.  The  follov/ing  STANDING  COMMITTEES  of  the  association 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator: 

1.  Nominating  Committee 

2.  Committee  on  Reports 

3.  Program  Committee 

4.  Committee  on  Places  and  Preachers

6.  Commiittee  on  Resolutions 

Section  II.  No  person  shall  serve  on  the  same  committee  of  the  above 
group  for  more  than  two  consecutive  years.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORK  OF  THE 
EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  executive  committee  has  met  once  each  month  to  transact  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Association  as  we  felt  the  leadership  of  our  Master.  The  church- 
es have  cooperated  wonderfully  in  all  of  our  undertakings.  We  are  most 
cfr^.teful  for  their  cooperation  and  feeling  of  fellowship  which  has  extend-

There  has  been  a  marked  increas-e  in  interest  of  Training  Unions  and 
Brotherhoods.

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REPORT  OF  BAPTIST  STATE  MISSIONS  OF 
NORTH  CAROLINA 


State  Missions  is  our  missionary  ministry  to  North  Carolina.  "The 
ftTeat  objective  of  State  Missions,"  as  stated  by  Dr.  M,  A.  Huggins,  is 
"North  Carolina  for  Cnrist."  In  working  toward  this  oompelLing  objective 
our  State  Convention  makes  use  of  some  twenty-two  different  ministries, 
working  always  to  win  and  train  the  people  of  North  Carolina. 

Our  Secretary  of  State  Missions  is  Dr.  E.  L.  Spiivey.  Doctor  Spivey 
states  that  ''Only  half  of  the  people  of  our  State  are  Christian  in  name;" 
and  adds  that  "less  than  half  of  our  church  members  are  taught,  enlisted 
and  trained  in  Christian  dedication."  With  these  things  in  mind,  State 
Missions  in  North  Carolina  works  through  the  following  programs',  agen- 
cies, and  institutions: 

1.  Aiding  and  estaiblishing  churches.  This  was  the  first  phase  of  State 
Missions  work;  and  this  type  of  work  has  continued  for  more  than  100 
years.  Penhaps  at  least  hakf  of  the  Baptist  churches  of  North  Carolina 
have  been  aided  through  this  work.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  AND 
BAPTIST  SCHOOLS 

Teaching  is  one  o,f  the  most  obvious  duties  of  a  Christian.  Along  with 
the  evangelization  of  others,  Christians  must  provide  for  the  religious  train- 
ing of  their  own  group.  To  serve  this  purpose,  our  churches'  have  educa- 
tional programs  and  agencies  and  our  denomination  has  schools  and  col- 
leges. 

A  commonly  neglected  phase  of  Christian  Education  has  come  in  for 
more  attention  in  the  past  few  years.  Since  Christian  training  in  the  home 
is  the  foundation  upon  which  the  development  of  Christian  personality 
rests,  the  educational  programs  of  cur  churches  are  devoting  increasing  [at- 
tention to  this  vital  field. 

Because  many  of  the  Colleges  and  Universities  in  the  United  States 
were  started  in  order  to  provide  an  educated  ministry  for  the  Christian 
churches,  many  tend  to  regard  the  training  of  ministers  as  the  sole  func- 
tion of  denominational  schools,  bat  such  is  not  the  case;  the  increasing 
secularization  of  edu.cat'on  makes  it  incumbent  upon  the  churches  to  provide 
schools  in  which  their  yoimg  people  can  receive  an  education  that  strength- 
ens and  develops  rather  than  weakens  and  retards  the  progress  of  the  soul 
toward  a  Christ-centered  life.  In  increasing  measure,  those  of  our  young- 
people  going  into  business,  agriculture,  teaching,  and  other  fields  should 
attend  Baptist  colleges  in  order  to  obtain  the  best  of  technical  and  orofes- 
sional  training  and  to  progress  in  the  Christian  life.  Here  in  North  Car- 
olina we  have  two  colleges.  Wake  Forest  and  Meredith,  and  five  junior 
colleges,  Campbell,  Chowan,  Gardner-Webb,  Mars  Hill,  and  Wingate. 
These  sch-^ols  are  performing  great  service  in  the  education  of  Baptist 
young  people,  but  it  is  necessarv  that  Baotist  people  lend  more  moral  and 
spiritual  S'U'Pnort,  send  more  of  their  children  to  attend,  and  contribute  more 
generously  if  the  denominational  colleges  are  not  to  be  left  behind  by  tax 
su/nported  in'=t^'tutions  that  und^r  the  American  principle  of  separation  of 
Church  and  State  cannot  orovide  the  denominational  emphasis  and  spirit- 
ual  guidance  that  is  needed.

The  third  major  stage  of  Christian  Education  is  professional  tradning 
for  the  ministry.  The  fact  that  such  important  eontrnbutions  to  God's  King- 
dom have  been  made  by  men  who  were  careful  students,  should  lead  our  min- 
isters to  seek  as  much  education  as  is  possible.  Here  in  North  Carolina, 
Southeastern  Seminary  is  available  to  further  the  training  of  college  men, 
and  Fruitland  is  doing  an  outstanding  job  in  providing  for  the  training  and 
special  needs  of  its  students. 

Teaching  was  an  integral  part  of  the  last  command  our  Lord  gave  His 
disciples;  as  disciples  of  Christ  in  the  20th  century,  our  attention,  prayers', 
and  finances  should  be  utilized  to  further  Christian  Education  that  we  might 
do  the  will  of  our  Master  and  "teach  them  to  observe  all  things  I  have  com- 
manded you."

After  these  two  mot^'ons  were  passed,  the  original  motion  of  Mr.  Huey's 
was  voted  upon  by  a  standing  vote.  This  motion  passed  without  a  dissenting 
vote. 
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VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOL  REPORT 

I  am  very  happy  to  give  the  Vacation  Bible  School  report.  Although  I 
have  not  seen  the  report  for  last  year,  I  am  confident  that  there  have  been 
gains  in  every  way.  With  the  work  of  Brother  Roberts  and  his  v/ife,  and 
the  assistance  of  Enon,  Madison  Seminary,  Calvary,  Forks  of  Ivy,  and  Bull 
Creek  churches,  39  churches  had  schools.  This  leaves  8  churches  who  did 
not  have  a  school,  or  if  they  had  r,  school,  did  not  report  it.  Out  of  these 
39  churches,  there  were  18  ten-day  schools,  1  eig-ht-day  school,  1  seven-day 
school,  1  six-day  school,  and  18  five-day  schools.  Many  adults  were  enrolled 
in  some  of  the  schools. 

These  39  churches  had  an  enrollment  of  2279  with  an  average  attendance 
of  1816.  The  total  offerings  for  missions  was  $433.43.  There  were  41  con- 
versions. 

I  would  like  to  urge  every  church  to  plan  to  have  a  ten-day  school  next 
year,  and  if  possible  to  hold  their  own  school.  Any  church  develops  her  lead- 
ers by  placing  them  in  places  of  responsibility.  Also  every  church  should 
m.ake  special  effort  to  have  the  school  as  early  as  she  can  —  in  June,  if 
possible. 

Every  church  should  adopt  a  permanent  policy  of  having  a  Vacation  Bi- 
ble School  each  year,  making  it  a  natural  part  of  the  Sunday  School  work. 

We  feel  the  Vacation  Bible  School  work  is  helping  our  churches  to  grow 
spiritually  as  well  as  in  number;  so  let  us  not  grow  weary  in  well  doing,  but 
let  us  Pray  and  Work  that  all  of  our  churches  will  have  Vacation  Bible 
Schools  each  y€j?r.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIS  i 
HOMES  FOR  AGING 

In  North  Carolina  we  have  two  homes  for  the  aging.  One  home  is  locat- 
ed on  Kentucky  Avenue  in  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  and  is  called  Resthaven. 
The  other  home,  called  the  Albemarle  Home,  is  on  Palmer  Avenue,  Albe- 
marle, N.  C. 
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The  Homes'  are  in  their  sixth,  and  greatest,  year  of  operation.  Con- 
struction Oif  the  Administration  and  Dormitory  Building  began  in  Febru- 
ary, it  SAOuld  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  ready  for  occupancy 
t)y  February  1,  1957. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  good  reason  to  be  proud  of  this  new  build- 
ing, whicn,  vv^hen  completed  and  equipped,  will  add  one-half  million  dollars 
to  the  total  value  of  the  Homes.  What  is  more  encouraging,  there  is  reason 
to  believe  that  the  total  cost  of  the  new  building  will  be  paid  for  by  the  time 
it  is  occupied,  if  our  3,200  Baptist  Churches  wiill  respond  with  a  generoras 
■Special  Day  Offering  on  the  third  Sunday  of  February,  1957. 

The  added  facilities'  of  the  new  building  will  m,ake  it  possible  to  care 
for  100  residents  —  20  at  Resthaven,  36  at  Albemarle  Home,  and  44  in  the 
new  building.  Of  this  number,  less  than  10  will  be  part-time  helpers.  More- 
over, a  greater  ministry  to  our  aging  residents  will  be  possible  because  of 
the  extra  facilities  in  ttie  new  building.  Among  these  will  be  ample  sp.ace 
for  craft  shops,  sun  parlors,  library,  infirmary,  and  other  additional  features. 
In  fact,  the  new  building  was  planned  and  is  being  constructed  to  provide 
a  well  rounded  program  with  the  most  up-to-date  facilities. 

Last  year  the  Special  Day  Offering  was  about  $75,000.  This  year  we 
are  happy  to  report  an  increase  through  the  Special  Day  Offering;  includ- 
ing- personal  ana  corporation  gifts,  the  offering  this  year  was  $88,400. U5. 
This  amount  may  be  increased  by  late  reports'  coming  in  from  some  chureHes. 

Effort  was  made  in  Winston-Salem  during  June  and  July  to  raise  $100,- 
000  for  the  new  building'.  I'n  .addition  to  the  money  raised,  the  resnonse  on 
the  piart  of  a  large  numiber  of  splendid  husines's  men  to  help  with  the  cam- 
paign v/as  most  in^'oiring.  The  aroused  interest  in  the  program  of  the  Homes 
will  bring  increasing  results  for  years  to  come. 

A  trustee,  Mr.  Don  G.  Matthevvs,  of  Hamilton,  gave,  in  addition  to  $3,000 
to  construct  a  room  in  the  new  building,  $1,378  to  pay  cost  of  excavating  a 
lake  on  tne  grounds  of  the  new  building. 

Your  Homes  are  piutting  fortli  their  best  efforts  to  render  a  ministry 
or  security,  comfort,  congeniality,  and  Christian  love  to  our  residents. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  shouhl  remember  that  they  have  a  part  in  the 
rendering-  of  service  and  ministry  to  our  aging.  This  part  has  been  p!ay?d 
through  their  special  offering  and  the  share  of  the  Nine  Year  Program  re- 
ceived by  the  Homes. 

There  are  some  rooms  left  to  be  memorialized.  Also,  a  limited  number 
of  cottages  may  be  built  on  the  Park  Road  site.  If  anyone  should 'be  (interest-

'  ing  held  in  the  Laurel  Branch  Church  on  April  18,     Miss  Miriam  Robinson, 
our  State  Executive  Secretary,  and  Mrs.  John  Lake,  retired  missionary  to 
China,  were  guest  speakers.     The  meeting  was  well  attended  and  character- 
ized iby  a  fine  spirit  of  devotion  to  O'ur  Master's  work. 

We  welcome  Mrs.  Roy  Wall  as  our  Director  of  Missionary  Fundamen- 
tals, and  Mrs.  Annie  May  White  as  our  Prayer  Chairman. 

In  the  forty-five  W.M.U.  orgs^nizations  in  our  association  we  have  55'8 
members.  This  does  not  include  the  R.A.'s  since  the  Brotherhood  shares  their 
responsibility.  Four  hmndred  twenty-seven  of  these  contribute  regularly  to  the 
Cooperative  Program.

We  have  one  so- 
ciety which  has  reached  this  goal  —  Laurel  Branch.  In  all,  we  have  340 
subscriptions  to  our  mission  magazines  and  11/  to  Biblical  Recorder.

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REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  BROTHERHOOD 

The  main  purpose  of  the  Brotherhood  is  to  bring;  all  the  men  of  a  church 
tog:ether  to  discuss,  adopt  and  ip reject  a  program  of  activity  that  will 
strengtihen  every  phase  of  the  work  of  their  church  and  denomination. 

The  slogan  of  the  Brotherhood  movement  is,  "A  Mdllion  Men  For 
Christ." 

The  French  Broad  Missionary  Baptist  Association  has  at  present  five 
active  Brotherhoods.  They  are:  Marsnall,  Mars  Hill,  Calvary,  California 
Creek,  and  Forks  of  Ivy.  We  have  an  enrollment  of  87  mem'bers.  Each 
organization  holds  at  least  one  hourly  meeting  a  month. 

We  have  had  two  Associational  Brotherhood  meetings  this  year.  The 
first  one  was  held  at  the  Forks  of  Ivy  Church  on  Feb.  3,  1956,  with  16 
churches  represented  with  66  men  present.  We  had  11  of  our  pastors  in 
the  association  at  this  meeting.  Speakers  for  this  meeting  were :  Donald 
Adcock,  B.  B.  Blanlkenship,  Tom  MaoOurry,  Wayne  Cole  and  Rev.  Mr.

As  we  look  over  the  Sunday  School  work  of  the  past  year  we  see 
fprofcvess  has  been  made  and  greater  interest  has  been  developed.  The 
Sunday  School  is  the  oldest,  largest  and  perhaps  the  BEST  organized  of 
all  the  church  organizations.  Ilf  we  coiuld  only  visualize  what  our  Sunday 
School  could  do  and  if  our  people  could  get  a  vision  the  Kingdom  of  God 
would  be  greatly  advanced  in  The  French  Broad  Association.  The  Sunday 
School  is  recognized  throughout  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  as  the 
Chief  agency  of  the  churches  in  evangelism,  teaching,  and  enlistment. 
Several  churches  have  built  and  are  building  Sunday  School  class  rooms 
ito  promote  their  Sunday  School.  These  churches  are  to  be  commended 
and  may  we  pray  that  many  more  will  follow.

REPORT  OF  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

The  ministiy  of  healing  is  always  one  of  our  greatest  needs,  and  we 
of  North  Carolina  are  proud  of  the  33  years  of  service  that  our  Baptist 
Hospital  at  Win::tcn-Salem  has  rendered  oiur  people. 

From  the  original  lOO^bed  institution,  the  Hospital  has  grown  till  now 
it  has  a  capacity  of  400  beds  and  50  hassinets;  with  greatly  enlarged  de- 
partments of  surgery.  X-ray,  and  other  expanded  facilities.  One  of  the 
latest  additions  is  a  fluoroscope  machine  that  is  a  thousand  times  more 
povNTerful  than  anything  in  the  U.  S.  In  case  of  cancer  it  will  magnify  a 
spot  the  size  of  a  pin  head  1000  times. 

The  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  of  Wake  Forest  College  adjoins 
the  Hospital,  which  serves  as  the  teaching  hospital  for  the  school. 
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Teaching",  preaching  and  healing,  the  precepts  of  Christ's  ministry,  are 
■the  objectives  oi  the  inospital.  In  order  to  render  a  distinctive  service  as 
a  Christian  Institution,  the  Hospital  has  a  Department  of  Pastoral  Care 
with  a  staff  ox  religious  workers  wno  are  on  call  tv\^enty-.four  hoars  a  day. 
Every  patient  is  visited  at  least  once  by  the  chaplains  and  more  if  there  is 
need  or  requested.  In  the  last  few  months  an  adjoining  Chapel  has  been 
completed.  It  has  a  seating  capacity  of  125  to  150,  and  is  said  to  have 
more  art.stic  ibeauty  than  anytning  of  its  kind  in  the  state.  Here  patients 
and  visitors  may  go  for  quiet  meditation  and  worship. 

Another  need  being  met  by  the  Hospital  is  through  a  six-weeks'  course 
offered  to  pastors  to  enable  them  to  minister  more  effectively  to  the  sick 
of  their  communities. 

The  Hospital  maintains  an  Oait-Patient  Department  which  is  operated 
for  the  benelit  of  persons  who  are  not  able  to  pay  the  total  cost  of  the 
medical  service  they  need.  In  1955,  visits  to  the  Out-Patient  Department 
numbered  more  than  56,000.  67%  of  these  were  Baptists.  In  1955,  free 
service  v;as  rendered  to  patients  in  the  Hospital  and  through  the  Out-Pa- 
tient Clinic  to  the  amount  of  more  than  $455, 000.  This  was  taken  care  of 
mainly  through  the  Mother's  Day  Offering  which  is  used  exclusively  ^  to 
help  pay  the  hospital  expenses  of  patients  who  can  pay  only  a  part  or  nothing 
at  all. 

Our  churches  are  becoming  more  aware  of  the  great  need  our  Hospital 
is  meeting  and  the  response  is  gratifying.  We  are  proud  to  report  that  all 
46  of  our  churches  in  the  French  Broad  Association  contributed  to  the  an- 
nual Mother's  Day  Offering,  and  there  was  an  increase  of  25%  in  the 
amount  of  gifts  —  a  total  of  $1,245.79. 

Since  the  Mother's  Day  Offering  determines  largely  the  amoiunt  of  help 
the  Hospital  can  give,  we  recommend  that  our  churches  increase  their  of- 
fering by  at  least  10%;  for  the  coming  year  and  that  every  member  be  urg- 
ed tojiave  a  part. 

Obr  help  is  needed  —  let  not  one  fail  his  duty,  for  "...  Inasmuch  as 
ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  ibrethren,  ye  have  done  it 
unto  me."

From  our  Sunday  School  department  we  have  the  "Sunday  School 
Builder,"  "The  Teacher,"  and  quarterlies  for  different  age  groups.  In  our 
association  a  n^umlber  of  churches  are  not  using  this  literature,  and  this 
should  not  be. 

From  our  Training  Union  department  we  have  the  Training  Union 
magazine.  Leader's  quarterlies,  and  quarterlies  for  each  department. 

>"Royal  Service"  is  the  official  magazine  for  the  Woman's  Missionary 
jUtiion.  In  it  are  found  interesting  stories,  current  missionary  news,  and 
helpful  information. 

For  the  Young  Women's  Auxiliary  we  have  a  magazine  entitled  "The 
Window."  For  the  Girl's  Auxiliary,  ages  9-16,  we  have  the  magazine 
"Tell."  For  the  Royal  Ambassadors,  ages  9-16,  we  have  the  magazine  "Am- 
bassador Life."  For  pre-school  and  s'chool  age  Sunbeams  we  have  the  mag- 
azine "Sunbeam  Activities." 

Since  Missions  are  the  heart  of  the  Baible  and  the  purpose  of  the  Chris- 
tian, the  missionary  literature  and  magazines  bring  the  world  to  our  heart 
and  take  our  hearts  into  the  world ;  therefore  they  should  be  read  by  all  peo- 
ple everywhere. 

Telling  the  message  of  salvation  to  the  world  is  the  greatest  enterprise 
in  which  Christian  workers  are  engaged.  We  learn  about  people  of  the  world 
by  reading  our  Baptist  periodicals.

This  program  is 
a  Missionary  Baptist  plan,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  render  a  fuller  obedi- 
ence to  the  command  of  Christ  to  "Go  ye  into  all  the  v^orld"  as  given  in  the 
Great  Commission. 

Anyone  who  has  taken  the  trouble  to  study  the  Cooperative  Program 
carefully  will  admit  that  it  is  man's  best  financial  ^nswer  (so  far)  to  that 
Great  Commission.  It  is  scriptural,  spiritual,  efficient,  economical,  and 
equitable. 

Each  of  the  State  Conventions  and  local  associations  has  cooperated 
with  the  plan.  The  results  have  been  great.  Steady  progress  has  been  made 
during  these  past  thirty-one  years  in  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom. 

Any  and  all  gifts  and  offerings,  designated  or  otherwise,  are  greatly 
needed  and  should  be  encouraged.  But  Christ  did  not  designate  or  differ- 
entiate preaching  over  teaching,  teaching  above  healing  or  orphans  beiore 
v/idows.  -» 

A  suggestion  to  this  French  Broad  Missionary  Baptist  Association :  that 
they  appoint  someone  to,  not  just  merely  write  these  reports  each  year,  but 
some  one  who  is  able  and  willing  to  go  into  all  the  churches,  contact  the 
grass  root  membership  and  enlighten  them  on  what  the  program  is  all  about.

RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY 

The  convention  is  promoting  two  retirement  plans  for  pastors  and  full 
time  church  employees.  (1)  The  Ministers  and  Church  Employees'  Retire- 
ment Plan  and   (2)   The  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan. 

Those  who  have  been  particippting  in  the  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan 
will  continue  to  do  so  unless  they  are  under  30  years  of  age,  in  which  case 
it  would  be  wise  for  them  to  change  to  the  Protection  Plan.  No  person  is 
accepted  under  the  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan  now  and  all  new  applicants 
will  join  the  Protection  Plan. 

The  cost  of  this  plan  is  5%  for  the  member,  5%  for  the  church  and  5% 
for  the  convention.  This  plan  provides  for  the  protection  of  the  widow. 
The  cost  of  the  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan  is  4%  for  the  memiber,  4%_  f<^r 
the  Church,  and  4%  for  the  convention.  To  make  provision  for  the  widow 
it  costs  an  additional  1 V2  %  for  the  individual  and  IVs^o  for  the  conven- 
tion. Both  plans  provide  for  a  disability  annuity  not  to  exceed  $900  per 
year,  and  both  have  provisions  whereby  a  member  may  retire  at  the  age  of 
60  at  a  reduced  annuity. 

Both  plans  carry  ab^Jt  the  same  pro^'dsion.  The  main  difference  is  the 
co^'t  to  the  church  and  the  convent: on.  The  Prote-rtion  Plan  carries  an  ad- 
ditional benefit,  namely,  upon  the  death  of  a  member  a  luiTip  sum  cash  pay- 
ment may  be  paid  to  the  widow. 

Pastors  and  eni'ployees  m.ay  now  enter  Social  Security  on  the  "self  em- 
ployed" basis.  This  means  they  must  pay  all  the  co-st,  which  is  3''/r  of  a 
salary  not  to  exceed  $4,200.  Once  a  person  participates  in  Social  Security 
he  may  not  withdraw  but  must  continue  as  long  as  he  is  employed. 

A  person  may  join  the  Protection  Plan  and  also  take  Social  Security 
on  a  s'alary  less  than  he  a'^tually  makes  and  may  change  his  salary  base 
from  year  to  year.  There  would  be  no  loss  excent  in  the  end  —  the  average 
salary  would  be  less  and  the  annuitv  smaller  because  the  annuity  received 
is  in  proportion  to  the  payments  made. 

I  feel  it  wf>"ld  be  to  the  advantage  of  every  pastor  to  participate  in 
the  Protection  Plan.

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HISTORIAN'S  REPORT 

Some  indication  of  the  progres's  being  made  in  our  association  may  be 
observed  by  comparing  the  statistics  of  1945  with  those  of  1955  as  they  ap- 
pear in  the  files  of  the  minutes. 

During  this  ten-year  period  the  number  of  one-room  churches  in  the  as- 
sociation decreased  from  39  to  12.  From  1945  to  1955  contributions  for  all 
causes  increased  from  $49,141.03  to  $157,826.27;  for  all  local  church  work 
from  $34,985  to  $136,022.34;  for  pastor's  salaries  from  $14,329.98  to  $36,- 
174.23;  for  all  missions  from  $10,881.91  to  $21,803.93;  for  the  cooperative 
program  from  $1,762.08  to  $6,818.77.  Contributions  directly  to  the  orphan- 
age decreased  from  $2,532.30  to  $951.77,  and  those  designated  for  the  hos- 
pital increased  from  $757.99  to  $1,468.82. 

In  1945  eight  churches  had  W.M.U.  organizations,  and  in  1955  fourteen. 
In  1945  nine  churches  had  Training  Unions,  and  in  1955  fifteen.  Enrollment 
in  the  W.M.U.  decreased  from  803  to  561,  and  the  enrollment  in  the  Training 
Union  increased  from  618  to  1526.  Sunday  School  enrollment  increased  from 
4077  to  5934.  Total  figures  for  church  membership  in  1945  were  not  given; 
but  from  1946  to  1955  membership  increased  from  6036  to  8321,  despite  the 
lack  of  population  increase  in  the  area  of  the  association. 

No  new  church  buildings  have  been  reported  during  the  year;  however, 
Davis  Chapel  has  dedicated  its  nev/  building.  Arrington  Branch,  Bethel, 
Grandview,  Laurel  Valley,  Locust  Grove,  Oak  Ridge,  Peek's  Chapel,  and 
Piney  Mountain  have  added  Sunday  School  rooms  or  otherwise  improved 
their  buildings.  Enon  is  completing  a  seven-room  parsonage.  All  the  church- 
es now  have  pianos  for  use  in  their  worship.        (Completed    on    Page    37) 
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Brother-hoods  have  been  formed  at  California  Creek,  Calvary,  Forks  of 
Ivy,  Mars'  Hill  and  Marshall.  Training-  Unions  have  been  org-anized  at  Locust 
Grove,  Long"  Branch,  Oak  Grove,  Middle  Fork,  and  Walnut. 

Tw^o  new  pastors  have  been  welcomed  to  the  association:  Brother  Parks 
Whitson  at  Paint  Gap,  and  Brother  Ralph  Hogan  at  Madison  Seminary. 
That  more  churches  are  now  extending  indefinite  calls  to  their  pastors  and 
that  more  pastors  are  availing-  themselves  of  educational  opportunities  are 
hopeful  signs  among  us. 

The  fact  that  more  churches  are  improving  their  Sunday  Schools,  or- 
ganizing Training  Unions,  and  holding  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  bespeaks  an 
awakening  concern  for  the  spiritual  development  of  our  young  people.  These 
agencies  properly  directed  can  do  much  to  make  straight  the  paths  for  the 
coming  of  the  Lord  in  the  lives  of  young  land  old.

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TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

The  Apostle  Paul  wrote  to  Timothy  that  "  ....  he  shall  he  a  vessel  im- 
to  honor,  sanctified  and  meet  for  the  master's  use,  and  prepared  unto  every 
good  work."  (2  Tim.  2:21.) 

The  theme  of  our  Training  Union  for  this  year  is  ''Prepared  Unto  Ev- 
ery Good  Work."  Our  purpose  has  been  to  help  both  the  young-  and  old  bet- 
ter prepare  themselves  to  work  in  any  phase  of  our  Lord's  work. 

Although  v/e  m-ust  report  the  loss  of  one  union,  we  are  glad  to  report 
the  organization  of  four  new  ones  during  the  past  year.  This  brings  our 
total  to  18  unions  with  an  enrolment  of  approximately  1750  members.  We 
are  also  glad  to  report  that  two  other  unions  have  been  organized  since 
July  1st;  hov/ever,  these  will  not  be  shown  in  this  year's  minutes. 

On  Deceonber  5th  we  observed  iMobilization  Night  at  Mars  Hill  with  a 
total  of  353  present.  The  special  features  of  this  meeting  were  an  address 
Iby  the  Rev.  J.  Clyde  Yates  of  Charlotte,  and  a  Training  Union  choir  com- 
posed of  four  singers  from  each  union. 

Another  meeting  of  great  importance  to  our  Training  Unions  was  a 
Central  Leadership  School  held  by  Mr.  William  Spradlin  and  other  state 
workers  at  California  Creek. 

We  make  the  following  recommendations  for  the  coming  year: 

1.  That  we  choose  a  complete  Council  of  Associational   Officers. 

2.  That  we  have  regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the 
Officers  and  Leaders  Council. 

3.  That  we  have  four  mass  meetings  this  year. 

4.  That  we  make  a  consolidated  effort  to  organize  10  new  unions. 

5.  That  v/e  make  a  consolidated  effort  to  improve  the  work  of  oar 
unions'  unt'l  our  members  can  feel  that  they  are  being  ''Prepared  Unto  Ev- 
ery Good  Work." 

We  wish  to  recogniz?  the  wonderful  leadershir-*  of  Miss  Irene  Olive  in 
the  accomplishments  of  the  past  year  as  Training  Union  Director  until  her 
resignation  in  May.

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TEMPERANCE  AND  CIVIC  RIGHTEOUSNESS 

"To  abstain  from  the  sale  and  use  of  intoxicating;  drinks  as  a  ibever- 
affe"  is  a  part  of  our  churoh  covenant.  We  should  endeavor  to  uphold  this 
and  to  convince  others  of  the  evils  of  intoxicating;  liquors.  The  social  drink 
often  leads  to  unhapipiness  and  alcoholics. 

Our  temperance  lessons  in  Sunday  School  offer  us  an  opportunity  to 
(present  the  facts  to  our  members  once  each  quarter.  Our  regular  officers 
and  teachers  meeting;  can  help  to  prepare  us  for  these  lessons.  A  pastor 
can  and  should  do  a  great  deal  from  the  pulpits. 

The  Womans  Christian  Temperance  Union  at  Miars  Hill  is  sponsoring 
film  strips  in  our  public  schools.  Essay  and  poster  contests  have  proved 
l3eneficiai  in  many  classrooms.  Several  original  posters  have  been  placed 
in  p<ubliic  places  by  Miss  Beulah  Bowden. 

;Many  in  our  association  have  had  an  opportunity  to  attend  study 
courses  on  temperance.  The  college  students  took  advantage  of  this 
opportunity.  They  also  wrote  papers  in  freshman  English  emphasizing  the 
effects  of  alcohol  and  tobacco. 

I  might  suogest  a  temperance  essay  and  p-oster  contest  in  each  of  our 
churches  with  a  final  winner  to  be  presented  at  the  next  meeting  of  our  as- 
sociation. 

The  Allied  Church  League  is  sponsoring  a  campaign  for  a  statewide 
referendum  on  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages.  Executive 
Director  R.  M.  Hauss  of  Shelby  said  that  95  of  the  state's  100  counties 
have  been  organized.  Several  counties  have  already  obtained  10,000  signa- 
tures. If  we  can  average  this  in  each  county  we  will  have  at  least  a  mdllion 
names  on  the  petition  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Assembly  next  Janu- 
ary.    Let  us  do  our  part  in  this  worthy  campaign. 

As  to  civic  righteousness  we  need  to  be  more  loyal  to  Bible  study,  pray- 
er, and  '^ur  church  activities.  Our  outlook  will  be  lengthened,  and  our  nar- 
row ideas  will  be  broadened.  Let  us  seek  spiritual  gruidance  in  making  any 
decision  or  before  condemning  any  individual.

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REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 

During;  the  past  year  at  least  forty  of  our  churches  have  made  a  direct 
offering:  to  our  Baptist  Orphanage,  either  in  cash  or  produce  or  both.  They 
have  contributed  more  than  $1,600.00  in  cash  and  approximately  $800.00  in 
produce,  making*  around  $2,400.00  in  contributions  to  our  orphanag-es. 

The  two  orphanages,  Mills  Home  and  Kennedy  Home,  cared  for  a  total 
of  736  children  last  year.  This  was  23  more  than  the  year  before.  How- 
ever, we  had  824  new  applications  during  the  last  year.  Of  this  number, 
we  were  able  to  accept  only  137.  We  were  forced  to  say  "No"  to  the  687 
other  children  who  asked  for  admittance.  The  only  way  for  us  to  increase 
the  number  of  children  we  care  for  is  to  increase  the  amount  of  our  Thanks- 
giving Offering. 

Since  there  are  more  Baptists  in  North  Carolina  than  ever  before  and 
since  the  income  of  our  people  ds  at  an  all  time  high,  our  Thanksgiving  Of- 
fering should  be  the  greatest  in  our  history  to  care  for  these  homeless  chil- 
dren. 

For  the  work  of  the  coming  year,  we  recommend  the  following: 

1.  That  our  churches  subscribe  to  our  orphanage  paper,  Charity  and 
Children,  in  club  lots.  This  will  greatly  acquaint  our  people  with  the  work 
of  the  orphanage  as  well  as  other  phases  of  our  Baptist  work. 

2.  That  the  person  who  is  responsible  for  the  promotion  of  the  or- 
phanage work  in  our  association,  select  others  in  different  sections  to  help 
in  acquainting  our  churches  with  the  work  and  needs  of  our  orphanage. 
This  should  be  done  before  the  Thanksgiving  Offering. 

3.  That  our  people  be  given  an  opportunity  to  contribute  such  pro- 
duce as  our  orphanages  can  utilize.

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REPORT  OF  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

On  November  29-30,  1955,  the  Advisory  Council  of  the  American  Bible 
Society  met  in  annual  session  at  the  Bible  House  m  New  York  City. 

In  the  February,  1956,  publication  of  the  Bible  Society  Record  the  fol- 
lowino-  information  was  taken  from  the  reports  of  the  annual  meeting: 
''From  19^7  to  lJo5  there  had  been  no  publication  of  the  Scriptures  in  Rus- 
sia, but  the  Society  has  in  hand  for  distribution  seventy  thousand  Bibles,  one 
hundred  thousand  Testaments,  and  one  quarter  of  a  million  Portions  of 
^Sicriptures^  in  the  Russian  language." 

Twenty  thousand  Bibles  were  soon  to  be  shipped  from  the  Society  to 
Korea;  and  in  Japan  circulation  of  the  Scriptures  has  increased  by  more 
than  one-half-million  copies. 

Two  thousand  more  churches  ordered  Bible  helps  than  in  1954. 

The  Society  is'  doing-  an  especially  wonderful  work  for  the  blind.  The 
Braille  volumes  and  phonograph  records  of  Scriptures  are  made  available 
to  the  blind  for  only  twenty-five  cents  eai'h.  This  brings  much  inspiration 
and  untold  comfort  to  those  living  in  a  darkened  world.  Through  our  gifts 
and  prayers  we  too  may  share  with  them  the  glorious  Gospel  of  our  Sa- 
viour wno  said  "I  am  the  light  of  the  world,"  Many  foreign  countries*  are 
also  asking  for  help  in  work  for  their  blind. 

Secretary  Ivan  L.  Bennett,  formerly  Chief  of  Chaplains  of  the  Army, 
says  that  the  men  in  leadership  in  our  Services  today  are  less  militaristic 
than  they  were  twenty  years  ago,  and  this,  he  believes,  is  a  rsult  of  the 
Scriptures  being  placed  in  their  hands,  and  the  furnishing  of  Chaplains  to 
the  Armed  Forces.  A  survey  has  shown  that  seventy-one  per  cent  of  the 
young  men  now  studying  in  the  colleges  and  seminaries  for  full-time  Chris- 
tian work  were  in  the  Armed  Forces. 

The  Society  needs  greatly  increased  financial  support  from  our  church- 
es as  it  strives  to  make  the  Scriptures  available  to  every  man  in  his  own 
tongue,  by  aiding  missionaries  who  are  engaged  in  translating  the  Scrip- 
tures into  new  langua^-es,  and  revising  translations  already  made.  It  has 
thus  shared  in  the  publication  of  some  portions  of  the  Scriptures  in  almost 
1100  languages,  spoken  by  nine-tenths  of  the  human  race,  a  process  that  is 
advancing  with  vigor  among  primitive  peoples  today  at  the  rate  of  nearly 
one  nev/   language  a  month. 

The  major  task  of  the  Society  is  to  put  the  Bible  into  the  hands  of  those 
W-'thout  it.  This  is  done  through  twelve  offices  in  the  United  States  and 
thirteen  agencies  serving  abroad.  Direct  shipments  are  also  made_  to  iails, 
ornhanjiges,  hospitals  and  the  Armed  Forces.  Its  t'me-tested  policy  is  to 
sell  the  Bible  wherever  possible,  never  at  a  profit,  and  frequently  below  cost. 

The  Society  ser^^'es  forty-eio-hr-  denominat'ons  with  a  mmbershio  of 
more  than  forty  million  in  the  distribution  of  the  Scriptures,  both  at  home 
and  abroad. 

We  heartily  recommend  that  the  French  Broad  Association  ericoin-H'^'e 
it--^.  churchps  to  be  one  hundrad  per  cent  in  giving'  to  the  American  Bible 
Society  during  the  coming  year.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE 
FREN.CH  BROAD   MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

Section  I.  The  NAME  of  this  body  shall  be  the  French  Broad  Mission- 
ary Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  —  PURPOSE 

Section  I.  The  PURPOSE  of  this  body  shall  be: 

1.  TO  COORDINATE  and  PROMOTE  (a)  Missions,  (b)  Christian  Ed- 
iTcation,  (c)  and  such  forms  of  social  service  as  the  body  may  engage  in. 

2.  TO  COOPERATE  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  South- 
ei-n  Baptist  Convention  in  Kingdom  advancement. 

3.  The  association  s^hall  advise  and  assist,  but  shall  have  no  power 
whatsoever  to  infringe  upon  the  rights  of  the  churches.  All  churches  con- 
stituting the  association  remain  sovereign  and  independent  bodies  and  co- 
operate throug'h  the  association  only  that  they  may  more  effectively  pro- 
mote the  cause  of  Christ. 

ARTICLE  III  —  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  I.  MEMBER^SiHIP: 

1.  This  association  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly  constituted  Mission- 
ary Baptist  churches  in  this  general  area  who  have  been  accepted  as  menn- 
bers  and  who  shall  be  represented  by: 

a.  The  duly  elected  messengers  of  the  member  churches. 

c.  The  active  officials  of  the  association. 

d.  Those  reporting  on  any  phase  of  the  work  of  the  association,  pro- 
viding they  are  members  of  a  member  church. 

2.  A  church  may  be  added  to  the  membership  of  the  association  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  association  on  the  first  day,  and  a  majority  vote  on 
the  second  day. 

3.  Any  member  church  may  withdraw  from  the  association  at  its  pleas- 
ure. 

Section  II.  MESSENGERS:  Each  church  is  entitled  to  three  messen- 
gers   and   one  additional   messenger  for   every   twenty-five  members   above 

fifty. 

Section  121.  LIMIT  IN  NUMBER  OF  MESSENGERS:  No  church  shall 
have  more  than  ten  messengers  with  the  exception  of  the  past/ors  and  the 
associational  officers,  who  automatically  are  messengers  ex  officio. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  OFFICERS 

Section  I.  The  officers  of  this  association  shall  be  (1)  a  Moderator,  (2) 
a  Vic"  Moderator.  (3^  a  Clerk.  (4)  a  Treasi-jrer.  (5)  the  Field  Worker, 
(6)  the  Sunday  School  Sunerintendent,  (7)  the  Training  Union  Director, 
(8)  the  President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  (9)  the  President  of 
the  Brotherhood,  (10)  and  the  Secretary  of  Church  Music. 
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Section  IK.  ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS:  Those  officers,  with  th«  ex- 
ception of  the  Field  Worker,  shall  be  elected  as  follows: 

1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  nominating;  committee  which  shall 
present  a  slate  of  officers  whicn,  together  with  any  nominations  that  are 
made  from  the  floor,  shall  be  voted  upon  during  the  first  session  of  the  as- 
sociation in  its  annual  meeting.     Election  is  by  two-thirds  majority  vote. 

2.  The  Field  Worker  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Executive  Committee 
and  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  association  for  an  indefinite 
period. 

3.  The  Associational  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Union,  and  Brotherhood  shall  select  presidents  or  directors  for  their 
respective  organizations  and  recommend  these  persons  to  the  nominating 
committee  to  be  presented  with  the  proposed  slate  of  officers  for  elecion. 

Section  III.  THE  TENURE  OF  OFFICE :  The  terms  of  office  shall 
be  as  follows: 


1.  The  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Treasurer  are  to  take 
office  at  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

2.  The  work  of  the  acting  Clerk  is  not  completed,  however,  until  the 
work  of  the  current  session  of  the  association  is  completed  and  the  min- 
utes printed  and  distributed.. 

3.  The  Moderator  may  not  serve  more  than  four  years  consecutively. 

ARTICLE  V  —  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Section  I.  The  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  shall  consist  of  the  Mod- 
erator, who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Committee,  the  Vice  Moderator,  the 
Clerk,  the  Treasurer,  the  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  the  Training 
Union  Director,  the  President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  the  Broth- 
erhood President,  the  Secretary  of  Church  Music,  the  Field  Worker,  and 
in  addition,  one  pastor  and  two  lay  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  new 
Moderator. 

1.  The  moderator,  vice  moderator,  clerk,  and   treasurer  shall  be  from 

different  churches. 

2.  The  pastor  and  two  lay  men.bers   shall  be  from  three  churches  not 

already  repres-ented  on  the  committee. 

Section   II.     The    DUTY   OF   THE    EXEOUTIVE    COMMITTEE:      It 

.^hall  be  the  dutv  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  carrv  out  the  plan^;  laid  at 
the  annual  session  of  the  assor'iation,  as  far  as  nossible,  and  in  line  with 
the  general  policies  and  practices  of  the   association. 

Section  III.  The  Executive  Committee  may  aT>r)oint  oth^-^  committees 
fuch  as  may  be  needed  for  the  advancement  of  associational  work. 
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ARTICLE  VI  —  PROMOTION  COMMITTEE 

Section  I.  The  PROiMOTI'OiN  COMMITTE.E  is  composed  of  the  Associa- 
tional  officers  and  additional  members  to  ,be  appointed  by  the  Committee  on 
Reports 

1,  These  additional  members  include  the  historian  and  the  reporters  for 
Hospital,  Orphanage,  Relief  and  Annuity,  Temperance  and  Civic  Righteous- 
ivess',  Cooperative  Program,  Christian  Education  and  Baptist  Schools,  Amer- 
ican Bible  Society,  Homes  for  Aging,  Evangelism,  Stewardship,  Baptist  Pe- 
riodicals. 

2.  The  Vacation  Bible  School  Superintendent  is  also  a  reporting  member 
but  is  appointed  by  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  II.  REiSPONSIfBILITIES  of  the  Promotion  Committee: 

1.  Each  reporter  should  serve  throughout  the  year  to  acquaint  the 
churches  with  and  to  promote  the  organization  of  phase  of  work  he  repre- 
sents'. 

2.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association  each  reporter  shall  read  a 
prepared  report  of  not  over  three  hundred  words  ooncerning  the  phase  of 
work  which  he  represents. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  STEERING  COMMITTEE 

Section  I.  The  STEERING  COMMTlTTEiE  shall  be  composed  of  the  pas- 
tor and  two  lay  members  from  each  church,  the  lay  members  to  be  elected 
by  the  church  which  he  represents. 

Sect'on  II.  RESPONSIBILITIES  of  the  Steering:  Committee:  The  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  Steering  Committee  shall  be  two-fold: 

1,  To  meet  from  time  to  time  with  members  of  the  Executive  and  Pro- 
motion Committees  to  consider  the  Kingdom  work  in  the  association. 

2.  To  assist  in  acquainting  the  churches  with  different  phases  of  the 
work.

PROCEEDINGS 

THURSDAY  MORNING  SESSION 

The  One  Hundred  Fiftieth  Session  of  the  French  Broad  Missionary 
Paptist  Association,  which  met  with  Bethel  Baptist  Church  on  the  first 
pay,  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Paul  Tubman,  at  9:30  a.  m.  The 
cong-regation  sang  "Bring  Them  In,"  after  which  Rev.  T.  S.  Henderson  led 
in  the  devotional  period,  using  the  11th  Psalm  as  his  scripture  reference. 

The  Proposed  Order  of  Business  as  stated  on  the  program  was  duly 
adopted. 

STEWARDSHIP 

Someone  has  said,  "A  Christian  steward  tries  to  live  and  love  as  Jesus 
did."  Certainly  Jesus  was  the  perfect  steward  and  we  need  to  study  His  life 
as  it  related  itself  to  the  human  needs.  Christian  stewardship  is  not  prima- 
rily a  means  of  raising  money,  but  of  making  more  loyal  and  devout  Chris- 
tians. "  ....  I  seek  not  yours,  but  you." — II  Corinthians  12:14.  The  solu- 
tion and  answer  to  stewardship  is  the  surrendered  life  to  the  will  of  God. 
Our  stewardship  should  not  be  based  simply  upon  the  fact  that  God  made  us 
but  that  He  redeemed  us.  When  people  fully  realize  this  it  will  be  a  matter 
of  expressing  gratitude  and  it  will  be  love  expressing  itself  in  practical 
service. 


The  fact  that  stewardship  goes  beyond  money  and  relates  to  personal 
ty  and  power  and  all  life,  will  help  us  to  combine  all  our  forces  for  Him. 


Many  of  our  people  are  now  making  far  more  money  than  they  have 
made  in  years.  The  scriptures  teach  us  that  we  should  "Honor  the  Lord 
with  thy  substance  and  with  the  first  fruits  of  all  thine  increase."  If  our 
people  would  only  honor  God  with  the  first  fruits  of  all  this  increase  that 
has  come  to  them,  our  churches  would  be  financially  able  to  open  up  fields  of 
service  like  unto  which  we  have  never  dreamed.  Our  government  tens'  us 
that  we  should  economize,  but  let  us  not  start  practicing  economy  by  cheat- 
ing the  Lord. 

We  need  to  lift  our  sights.  All  of  us  can  arive  something.  Most  of  us 
are  abundantly  able  to  do  better  than  we  have  been  doing.  God  help  us  to 
oe  more  willing.

The  Executive  Committee  carried  out  the  work  of  the  Association 
through  the  past  year  by  regular  monthly  meeting's  under  th^  lead- 
erp'hirj  of  Brother  Paul  'T^^-'Tian,  ou^-  A  ^poniational  Moderator, 
and    with    the    assistance    of    Brother    David    Roberts,    our    As'sociational 
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J'ield  Worker.  These  meetings  have  been  characterized  by  a  spirit  of  coop- 
eration and  goodwill,  and  the  various  churches  and  organizations  in  the  As- 
iSociation  have  worked  faithfully  and  willingly  with  the  Ex-ecutive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  worked  continuously  to  aid  and  to 
strengthen  oar  churches  through  the  Sunday  School,  the  Training  Union, 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  the  Brotherhood,  and  through  Evangelism, 
Stewardship  and  Music.

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HISTORIAN'S  REPORT 


French  Broad  Association  —  1957 


This  year  marks  the  150th  anniversary  of  the  organization  of  the  French 
Broad  Association.  Some  perhaps  do  not  know  that  this  association  is  the 
oldest  in  the  territory  now  included  in  the  fourteen  most  western  counties  of 
North  Carolina  and  once  embraced  all  the  Baptist  churches  of  this  area,  now 
divided  into  fifteen  associations,  and  a  small  part  of  Tennessee. 


On  August  28,  1907,  the  association  observed  its  100th  anniversary  at 
Mars  Hill.  An  appropriate  program  was  arranged,  with  leaders  of  the  asso- 
ciation and  the  denomination  participating.  Among  those  on  the  program 
was  the  Rev.  John  Amnions,  a  zealous  preacher  and  stalward  leader  of  his 
day,  who  reviewed  the  history  of  the  association  for  100  years.  Later  this 
i;ddress  was  enlarged  and  published  in  a  small  volume  entitler  ** Outlines  of 
History  of  the  French  Broad  Association  and  Mars  Hill  College."  In  this 
l30ok  Mr.  Amnions  states  that  the  French  Broad  Association  was  organized 
in  1807  and  included  six  churches:  Little  Ivy,  French  Broad  (Henderson 
County),  New  Found,  Locust  Old  Fields  (Canton),  Cane  River,  and  Cane 
Creek.  Unfortunately  he  does  not  state  where  the  association  was  organiz- 
ed. The  association  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  Amnions,  however,  for 
the  glimpses  of  other  days,  which  his  book  affords. 


A  study  of  the  minutes,  our  most  valuable  source  of  history,  reveals 
that  althouf?h  progress  in  our  association  has  been  slow  it  has  been  contin- 
uous. Statistics  for  the  current  year  are  not  yet  available,  but  the  tables 
for  the  two  preceding  associational  years  are  characteristic  of  this  trend 
and  show  the  following  increment  from  1955  to  1953:  total  membership,  412; 
bv  baptism  226;  Sunday  School  enrollment  198;  Training  Union  enrollment 
265:  gifts  to  the  eoor>prat=ve  program,  $342.19:  gifts  to  all  missions,  $312.25; 
total  contributions  $2036.36.  The  last  calendar  year  all  the  churches  con- 
tributed to  the  cooperati^^e  pro^-rapi  exce-n^  three.  This  year  the  churches 
v/ere  100  per  cent  in  making  gifts  to  the  Baptist  Hospital.  This  summer  41 
of  the  churches  have  held  Vacation  Bible  Schools  with  an  increasing  num- 
ber of  churches  conducting  their  own  schools.  Last  year  this  as'sociation 
had  the  highest  number  of  churches  holding  Vacation  Bible  Schools  of  all 
the  associations  of  the  Ninth  District. 


The  churches  continue  to  improve  their  places  of  worship.  During  the 
vpar  Mt.  "Pheasant  has  completely  rr  novated  its  buildmg  and  landscaped  the 
grounds:  Unper  Laurel  has  added  Sunay  School  rooms  on  the  ground  floor; 
Middle  Fork  has  improved  its  new  building;  Mt.  Sheba  has  added  Sunday 
School  rooms;  iVy  Hill  has  improved  its  grounds;  Piney  Mountain  has  a 
landscape  project  underway;  Bull  Creek  has  improved  its  cemetery  and 
."•rounds;  Locust  Grove  has  added  a  baptistrv  and  made  other  improvements. 
In  recent  years  39  churches  of  the  as'sociation  have  improved  their  build- 
ings or  built  new   ones.     Hot  Springs,  which  is   applying   for   membership 
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in  this  association,  has  a  splendid  nefw  building  under  construction.  Enon 
has  completed  its  pastor's  home,  and  Forks  of  Ivy  has  built  a  commodious 
new  home  for  its  pastor. 


In  January  the  first  associational  music  school  was  held  and  an  or- 
ganisation was  formed  to  continue  this  good  work.  Mrs.  Charles  Carter 
was  chosen  the  first  associational  secretary  of  music.  Mrs.  David  M. 
Roberts  was  named  director  of  the  children's  choirs  and  Mrs.  Robert  Sey- 
mour appointed  to  assist  church  pianists. 


iEight  churches  now  have  full-time  services  and  resident  pastors:  Mar- 
shall, Mars  Hill,  Calvary,  Madison  Seminary,  California  Creek,  Forks  of 
Dvy,  Little  Ivy,  and  Bull  Creek.  Enon  is  in  a  field  with  a  full-time  resident 
pastor,  and  other  churches  have  full-time  services. 


More  of  our  pastors  are  availing  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  ed- 
ucation and  training  for  their  high  calling.  An  average  of  five  a  year  for 
the  past  four  or  five  years  have  attended  Fruitland,  and  others  have  at- 
tended the  pastors'  schools  at  Mars  Hill  and  elsewhere.  Four  new  pastors 
have  entered  upon  their  duties  in  the  association  since  the  last  report:  C. 
H.  Green,  Forks  of  Ivy;  T.  S.  Henderson,  Bethel;  Orland  Hawkins,  Middle 
Fork;  and  L.  R.  Williams,  Beech  Glen.

SUGGESTED  REPORT 
NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  AGING 


This,  the  seventh  year  of  operation  of  the  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging, 
has  been  the  greatest  year  of  expansion,  thanks  to  our  Lord  for  His  con- 
tinued favor,  and  the  North  Carolina  Baptists  for  their  increased  support. 


The  new  Administration  and  Residential  Building  was  opened  June  13. 
All  rooms  are  now  occupied,  except  in  the  infirmary. 


The  new  building  increased  facilities  to  accommodate  112  residents, 
counting  Resthaven  at  Winston-^Salem,  and  the  Albemarle  Home,  It  also 
added  half  a  million  dollars  to  the  value  of  the  assets  of  the  Homes  for  the 
Aging. 

Another  forward  step  was  taken  in  July  when  the  General  Board  voted 
unanimously  to  accept  the  offer  of  Don  G.  Matthews  Sr.,  Hamilton,  to  give 
fifty  thousand  ($50,000)  dollars  and  land  on  which  to  build  a  Home  for 
the  Aging  in  eastern  North  Carolina.  The  fourth  Home  will  add  space  for 
approximately  forty  additional  residents,  thus  bringing  the  total  capacity 
to   150  residents. 

Two  wills  have  been  probated  in  Forsyth  County  in  which  the  Homes 
were  remembered  with  sizeable  gifts  when  received.  Word  has  come  of 
other  wills  in  which  the  Homes  will  share. 


About  eighty-five  thousand  ($85,000)  dollars  has  been  received  from 
the  February  Special  Day  Offering.  This  represents  an  average  gift  of 
ten   (10c)  cents-  per  Baptist  —  850,000  in  number. 

There  has  been  one  death  in  our  Homes.  The  state  of  health  of  our 
residents  has  been  remarkably  good  considering  their  ages,  65  to  97  years. 
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TEMPERANCE  AND  CIVIC  RIGHTEOUSNESS 


Every  student  of  God's  word  knows  that  the  use  of  intoxicating:  bev- 
erages is  condemned.  We  read  in  the  newspapers  and  see  with  our  own  eyes 
enough  of  the  ruin  being  wrought  right  now  to  convince  anyone  of  the  sin- 
fulness of  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquor.  Every  member  of  a  Baptist 
Church  has  solemnly  promised  through  the  church  covenant  "to  abstain 
from  the  sale  and  use  of  intoxixcating  drinks  as  a  beverage." 


What  are  we  doing  about  it?  It  is  very  discouraging  to  try  to  do  any- 
thing, being  under  what  seems  to  bo  a  dictatorial  form  of  state  government. 
The  people  of  North  Carolina  hav.o  been  refused  and  injected  to  their  rights. 
The  majority  of  the  people  of  North  Carolina  /wants  to  have  a  state-wide 
referendum  on  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicating  beverages.  The 
wets  seem  to  have  control  of  our  state  government,  denying  the  rights  of  its 
citizens.  The  Allied  Church  League  with  R.  M.  Hauss  of  Shelby  as  director, 
secured  300.000  of  the  legal  voters  of  North  Carolina  on  a  petition  request- 
ing this  referendum  and  was  refused  by  our  legislature. 


It  isn't  an  easy  thing  to  take  a  stand  against  a  sin  that  is  popular.  In 
much  of  the  state  and  even  in  the  bounds  of  our  association,  cockails  or 
spiked  drinks  are  sometimes  served  in  social  functions  in  the  homes.  Now 
those  who  drink  or  serve  sr^.ch  drinks  are  certainly  throwing  away  their 
Christian  influence.  But  if  the  people  are  warned  "in  love,"  as  Paul  tells 
us  of  the  "Teat  evil  and  danger  of  such  a  practice,  they  can  hardly  be  of- 
fended. We  should  renew  our  efforts  and  continue  the  fight  with  greater 
zeal. 


Our   temnerance   lessons  in   Sunday    School   and   Training   Union   offer 
us  an  oppor  unity  to  present  the  facts*  to  our  members  once  each  quarter. 
pastor  can  and  should  do  a  great  deal  from  the  pulpit. 


There  is  evidence  that  people  are  turning  to  our  churches  for  _  a  re- 
demptive message  and  for  moral  guidance.  We  have  an  opportunity  in 
Christian  evangelism  which  overlooks  no  one  regardless  of  race,  creed, 
color  or  economic  standing.     God  is  no  respec  or  of  person.

We  all  should  develop  these  Christian  attitudes:

The  One  Hundred  Fiftieth  Session  of  the  French  Broad  Association  met 
with  the  Walnut  Baptist  Church  for  the  Thursday  night  session.  The  body 
was  called  to  order  promptly  at  7:30  by  moderator  Paul  Tugman.  The  con- 
gregation sang  a  hymn,  after  which  Rev.  Frank  Morgan  brought  the  de- 
votional thought,  using  Matthew  9  as  his  scripture  reference. 
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TRAINING  UNION,  REPORT 


Since  our  last  associational  year  began  our  number  of  Training  Unions 
has  increased  five.  Three  of  these  were  new  unions  in  Bethel  Church,  Ga- 
briel's Creek  Church  and  Grandview  Church.  The  other  two  were  unions 
which  were  already  established  in  the  Hot  Springs  and  Trinity  Churches 
which  are  now  requesting  membership  in  our  association.  This'  will  bring 
our  total  number  of  unions  to  twenty-three  with  an  enrollment  of  1,950 
members.         ■   ■  .    ■ 

During  this  year  we  observed  Youth  Night  for  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  our  association.  This  meeting  was"  held  at  Madison  Seminary 
Church  with  an  attendance  of  seventy-five.  Eight  of  our  churches  observed 
Youth  Week,  although  they  did  noz  all  precede  Youth  Night. 

Our  Mobilization  Night  was  held  December  3  at  the  Mars  Hill  Baptist 
Church.  This  meeting  showed  a  great  interest  of  our  people  in  Training 
Union  work.  Approximately  800  people  attended  from  twenty-three  church- 
es'. 

Our  Training  Union  Tournaments  were  well  attended  at  Long  Branch 
Church  with  133  present.  Our  Training  Unions  are  to  be  commended  for 
the  fine  spirit  and  enthusiasm  displayed  in  these  tournaments.  Our  Asso- 
ciation was  well  represented  at  the  Regional  Meeting  in  Asheville.  Five 
of  our  Juniors  were  State  Winners  in  the  Junior  Memory  Work  Drill  at 
Fruitland.  Miss  Penelope  Crayton  from  Enon  Church  was  our  first  four 
year  state  winner.  All  those  participating  in  this  phase  of  our  work  will 
h-)  able  to  "Serve  the  Lord  Christ"  as  result  of  this  training. 

For  the  coming  year  we  recommend: 

1.  That  efforts  be  made  to  reach  other  churches  to  organize  Training 
Unions. 

2.  That  whero  it  is  r^-qconab^e.  Youth  Week  in  our  churches  be  held 
during  the  v/eek  Youth  Night  is  observed  in  our  association. 

3.  That  our  various  unions  be  encouraged  to  take  a  greater  interest  in 
the  training  and  work  of  our  Training  Union  Tournaments. 

4.  That  each  Training  Union  be  encouraged  to  have  at  LEAST  one 
Training  Union  Study  Course  during  the  year. 

5.  That  all  the  churches  participate  in  an  Associational  Training 
Union   Leadership    Study.

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REPORT  OF  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  have  a  hospital  in  Winston-Salem,  of 
which  they  are  proud,  and  justly  so,  for  it  is  recognized  far  and  wide  for 
its  outstanding-,  modern  equipment  and  efficient  personnel. 

But  why  have  a  Baptist  Hospital  in  the  first  place?  Why  not  leave 
the  care  of  the  sick  to  the  private  and  state  owned  hospitals  and  chari- 
table institutions,  and  thus  save  ourselves  this  expense?  Let's  check  some  of 
the  reasons  why  we  have  a  Baptist  Hospital: 

1.  It  is'  a  benevolent  idea  —  helping  those  who  are  not  able  to  help 
thems'elves.  And  this  is  where  ou;.-  Mother's  Day  Otfering  comes  in  —  in 
fact,  the  care  of  these  patients  is  met  almost  entirely  by  this  offering. 

2.  To  carry  out  the  healing  ministry  of  Jesus. 

3.  To  provide  a  Christian  atmosphere  for  the  sick. 

4.  For  the  training  of  godly  young  women  for  Christian  service  as 
nurses.  These  nurses  not  only  serve  in  the  Baptist  Hospital  but  in  hos- 
pitals all  over  the  country  and  even  as'  Missionary  nurses  in  foreign  fields. 

5.  A  hospital  where  a  Christian  atmosphere  prevails  and  ona  that  is 
interested  in  the  spiritual,  as  well  as  the  physical  need  of  the  patient,  is  a 
wonderful  place  to  win  them  for   Christ. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  for  the  second  year  every  church  in  our 
association  has  contributed  to  the  Mother's  Day  Offering.  Not  only  have 
all  the  churches  contributed  but  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  has  be^n 
a  25%  increase  in  the  total  offerings  each  year.  In  the  way  of  further 
comparison,  it  misrht  be  interesting  to  note  that  from  the  report  in  the  1954 
minutes,  our  association  gave  an  average  of  8c  per  resident  church  mem- 
h?Y,  while  for  this  year  our  average  was  33c  per  resident  member..  The 
total  offering  for  the  48  churches  of  the  French  Broad  Association  this 
year  is  $1,685.03. 

Our  goal  of  lOOc/r  for  the  number  of  churches  contributing  to  the 
Mother's  Day  Offering  has  been  attained,  but  the  need  is'  great  and  there 
is  no  limit  to  the  amount  we  may  contribute.  The  need  of  service  patients 
Vv'ho  are  aWe  to  pay  only  a  part  or  nothing  at  all  still  exceeds  the  am.ount 
contributed  by  our  churches.  I  would  like  to  aa'ain  stress  the  fact  that  it 
i:=  through  the  Mother's  Day  Offering  almost  entirely  that  this  need  is  met. 
Every  member  needs  to  awaken  to  this  great  need  and  support  our  Hospital 
with  prayers  and  offerino-s  and  thus  carry  out  the  command  of  Jesus  — 
''Heal  the  sick,  cleanse  the  lepers  ,  .  .  freely  ye  have  received,   freely  give.'"

The  French  Broad  Woman's  Missionary  Union  has  so  much  of  the  good- 
mess  of  God  for  which  to  be  grateful,  and  to  which  to  bear  v/itness.  lit  is 
our  object  to  emulate  the  spirit  of  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ;  to 
promote  Christian  missions,  and  stimulate  the  grace  of  giving  more  among 
v/>onlen  and  young  people. 

Our  year  began  with  a  good  attendance  at  our  Leadership  Conference 
held  at  Mars-  Hill  on  October  18. 

"The  Field  Is  the  World"  was  the  theme  for  our  annual  meeting  held 
with  the  Paint  Fork  Church  on  May  1.  Miss  Beverly  Neilson,  State  Sun- 
beam Secretary,  and  Miss  G)-ace  Tyler,  Rome,  Italy,  were  guest  speakers. 
This  meeting  was  well  attended. 

In  the  17  churches  which  have  some  missionary  organizations,  627 
women  and  young  people  enjoy  wonderful  fellowship  through  the  service  of 
Woman's  Missionary  U'nion.  Of  this  number,  451  contribute  regularly 
through  the  Cooperative  Program.  We  gave  $471.93  to  State  Missions;  to 
Home  Missions  we  gave  $1,190.65;  to  the  Heck  Jones'  offering,  $243.25; 
for  Mrs.  Goldie's  salary,  $1,000.00;  special  to  other  Foreign  Missions, 
$885.00;  to  the  Lottie  Moon  offering,  $2,222.56. 

An  Associational  Miss'lon  Study  Institute  Vi^as  held  at  the  Mars  Hill 
Church  in  October.  During  the  year  67  mission  study  classes  were  conduct- 
ed. We  are  grateful  for  the  h^lp  of  our  Field  Worker  and  his  wife  in  teach- 
ing, showing  films,  and  the  many  ways  they  have  assisted  in  the  work 
throughout  the  association. 

We  have  one  new  Woman's  Missionary  Society  —  Trinity.  Mrs.  Don 
Edvv-ards  is  President.  They  have  fifteen  members.  We  have  a  new  YWA 
at  Forks'  of  Ivy  which  has  twelve  members.  Eight  of  these  attended  the 
YWA  Camp  at  Fruitland  this  year  with  their  leader,  Mrs.  C.  H.  Greene. 
An  intermediate  Girl's  Auxiliary  has  been  organized  at  Locust  Grove. 

Several  of  the  churches  have  had  coronation  services  for  their  GA's 
this  year.  The  first  Sunday  in  June  the  Mars  Hill  Church  has  a  combina- 
tion Coronation  and  Recognition  service  to  which  all  G.A.'s  and  R.A.'s  in 
the  association  were  invited.  Eighty-eight  G.A.'s  have  worked  on  Forward 
Steps  this  year.     Thirty-three  of  these  have  advanced  a  step  this  year.

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RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  REPORT 

A  minister  of  the  gospel,  like  everyone  else,  wants  to  have  a  reasonahle 
^financial  security  in  his  old  age.  There  is  a  plan  by  which  he  can  purchase 
this  security  in  small  monthly  payments,  which  will  give  peace  of  mind  in 
Jcnowing  that  his  family  will  be  provided  for  after  his  death,  and  that  he 
will  receive  regular  benefits  in  case  of  disability  or  at  retirement  age. 

The  plan  for  Pastors  is  financed  by  the  Pastor,  his  Church,  and  the 
C!onvention,  each  paying  5%  of  the  member's  salary.  Even  though  the 
primary  benefit  is  for  old  age,  the  plan  provides  a  substantial  annuity  in 
case  of  disability  and  an  annuity  for  the  widow  in  case  of  the  member's 
death. 

The  Relief  Department  of  the  Board  ministers  to  those  who  served  be- 
fore the  time  of  organized  retirement  plans  and  the  demands  for  relief  are 
as  heavy  today  as  when  the  Board  began.  Funds  for  this  purpose  are  met 
through  a  small  percentage  of  the  Cooperative  Program  dollar,  and  through 
freewill  offerings'.  The  financial  support  given  these  people  is  small  be- 
fjause  the  funds  given  for  this  phase  of  the  work  will  not  allow  more. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Protective  Plan,  which  is  uniform  throughout  the 
Convention  territory,  is  based  on  dues  by  the  Pastors,  their  Churches,  and 
the  Convention,  at  the  rate  of  5%  each,  the  maximum  salary  base  being 
$4,000  per  year.  The  benefits  build  up  at  the  rate  of  1Mj%  of  the  salary 
base  for  each  year. 

To  enlarge  the  scope  of  its  ministry,  the  Board  is  promoting  a  new 
death  benefit  program  to  supplement  the  member's  insurance.  Anyone  who 
is  already  paying  in  the  Retirement  Plan  may  take  out  this  additional  pro- 
tection. 

Too  few  of  the  Pastors  and  their  Churches  of  the  French  Broad  Associ- 
ation are  taking  advantage  of  this  Retirement  Plan  —  we  believe,  either  be- 
cause they  do  not  know  or  do  not  uriderstand  its  advantages.

It  is  sunport^d  G^'%  bv  our  cooperative  program  and 
40'"^r'  by  donations  to  state  missions,  which  is  raised  principally  bv  special 
offerings  taken  on  the  third  Sunday  in  September.     This  is  a  case  like  all 
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others,  too  much  to  do  and  too  little  to  do  with.  The  sum  of  one  dollar 
from  each  of  our  800,000  Baptists  in  N.  C.  would  almost  double  our  budget 
for  the  year.     Would  that  be  asking  too  much  for  so  great  a  cause? 


We,  as  Christians,  want  the  crown  but  refuse  to  accept  the  cross.  If 
during  the  war,  we  had  gone  to  our  draft  boards  or  recruiting  centers  and 
.said,  "I  just  won't  have  time  to  fight;  I  can't  leave  the  good  job  I  have,  the 
easy  money  I  am  making;  I  can't  risk  the  dangers  of  battle,  but  I  want  to 
be  measured  for  a  uniform  so  I  can  take  part  in  the  Victory  Parade,"  that 
is  so  much  like  a  lot  of  Christians:  they  want  the  harp  and  wings  of  eter- 
nal life  without  giving  the  sacrifice  and  service  that  is  necessary  in  carry- 
ing on  God's'  work  here  in  this  world.

REPORT  OR  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 


For  a  long  time,  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  realized  that  Christian 
schools  are  vital  to  a  dynamic  Christian  program.  This  is  evident  in  the 
fact  that  there  are  seven  colleges  under  the  ownership  and  control  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  These  include  two  senior  col- 
leges — •  Meredith  College  in  Raleigh  and  Wake  Forest  College,  which  has' 
just  completed  its  first  year  of  operation  on  its  new  300-acre  campus  in 
Winston-Salem;  and  5  Junior  Collesres:  Campbell  in  Buie's  Creek,  Chowan 
in  Murfreesboro,  Gardner-Webb  in  Boiling  Springs,  Mars  Hill  in  Mars'  Hill, 
and  Wingate  in  Wingate. 

During  the  past  year  these  colleges  had  a  total  enrollment  o^^  over  6,000 
students.  This  enrollment  represents  more  than  13  per  cent  of  the  students 
in  all  white  colleges'  in  the  state  and  more  than  26  per  cent  of  the  students 
enrolled  in  non-public  white  colleges.  Thus  our  Convention  has  undertaken 
8  great  educational  responsibility. 


Baptists  are  undertaking  to  supnort  these  institutions  in  two  ways. 
First,  the  churches  give  throuirh  the  Cooperative  Program  from  which  each 
college  receives  a  share  of  every  dollar  contributed.  Also.  Father's  Day  is 
set  aside  each  year  as  Christian  Education  Day  in  Baptist  Churches  and  a 
special  offering  is  received. 

A  relationship  of  interdependenco  exists  between  the  local  churches  and 
the  colleq-ps.     The  churches  receive  from  the  colleges  ministers   in   the  pul- 
p't.  min^'sters    o^    education    and    of   music,    as-sociational    missionaries,    and 
Convention  workers.       Also.    Christian    education    is    revealed    in    our    lo- 
cal   communities    through    the    leadership    and  services    rendered    by    law- 
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yers,  physicians,  business  leaders,  school  teachers  and  administrators  who 
are  graduates  of  these  colleges.  On  the  other  hand,  the  colleges  receive 
from  the  churches  young  people  to  be  educated,  financial  aid  in  carrying 
on  their  programs,  spiritual  support,  and  moral  encouragement. 


Let  us  remind  ourselves  that  with  the  ever  increasing  number  of  young 
people  wishing  to  attend  Baptist  Colleges  and  the  rapidly  multiplying  needs 
of  these  colleges,  North  Carolina  Baptists  must  keep  pace  through  their  fi- 
nancial support.     They  are  our  challenge  and  our  inspiration.

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REPORT  OF  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 


The  American  Bible  Society,  organized  in  1816,  has  a  threefold  purpose: 
il)  translation  and  publication  of  the  Word  of  God;  (2)  distribution  of  the 
V/ord  of  God;  (3)  encouraging  the  use  of  the  Word  of  God.  It  has  trans- 
lated some  parts  of  the  Bible  into  more  than  1,092  languages  and  dialects. 
The  Society  receives  its  support  from  American  Christians  of  49  different 
denominations,  through  churches,  individual  gifts,  and  legacies.  Last  year, 
$22,000  of  our  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering  went  for  this  cause. 

Mr.  Roy  Madsen,  associate  secretary  of  the  American  Bible  Society, 
jefers:  to  the  Bible  as  "the  world's  least  read  best  seller"  and  defines  the 
job  of  the  Society  as  being  "to  help  the  man  wath  the  Book  meet  the  man 
without  the  Book."  This  organization  publishes  and  distributes  Scriptures 
in  more  than  40  countries. 

A  Baptist  layman  in  Toccoa,  Georgia,  met  a  Moslem  students  from 
Bagdad  whom  he  and  his  wife  entertained  in  their  home.  The  thoughtful 
and  concerned  Baptist  w^anted  to  place  a  Biible  in  the  hands  of  the  young 
man's  parents  in  Bagdad.  Of  course,  it  would  have  been  useless  to  send  a 
^^.ible  written  in  English.  He  asked  the  American  Bible  Society  to  have 
their  agent  in  Bagdad  deliver  the  Arabic  Bible  to  the  Moslem  parents.  The 
request  was  carried  through  and  an  acknowledgement  was  received  from 
them,  expressmg  gratitude.  A  man  can  have  a  Bible  and  not  read  it,  but 
he  cannot  read  it  unless  he  first  has  a  copy  in  his  own  language. 

Our  Lord  Jesus  expects  every  believer  to  be  a  witness  —  active  in 
spreading  the  Good  News.  A  very  real  way  to  v/itness  would  be  by  a  gift 
from  every  Christian  through  his  church  to  the  American  Bible  Society.

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ASSOCIATIONAL  MUSIC  REPORT 

In  the  past  year  a  new  phase  of  work  has  been  trying  to  push  itself 
upward  in  our  association.  The  work  is  listed  as  an  "As'sociational  Music 
Org-anization." 

For  years,  we  have  tried  to  promote  all  phases  of  work  in  our  churches 
without  g-iving  serious  thought  to  one  of  the  most  necessary  parts  —  music. 

Music  and  religion  have  always  been  closely  associated.  Wherever  there 
are  churches,  we  find  music. 

It  is  increasingly  evident  that  music  plays  an  important  part  in  Ameri- 
can life.  Our  churches  must,  therefore,  keep  pace  by  adopting  a  program 
of  church  music  education  which  will  compare  favorably  with  the  bette?' 
music  outside  the  church. 

Through  organized  church  music  in  our  Association  we  have  tried  to 
envision  and  set  into  motion  in  a  systematic  and  well-planned  manner  a 
music  program  whereby  the  leaders  in  our  churches  may  lead  their  people 
into  a  more  effective  use  of  music  as  an  aid  in  reaching  the  unsaved  and 
enriching  the  services  of  the  churches. 

Vn  January  of  this  year  we  had  our  first  Associational  Music  School  at 
Mars  Hill  Church.  This  week  of  music  training  was  started  by  a  Hymn 
Sing  on  Sunday  afternoon  which  introduced  a  week  of  music  study  and  fel- 
lowship. We  had  an  excellent  representation  from  a  large  number  of  our 
churches. 

We  have  had  two  Associational  Hymn-Sings  since  that  time.  The  first 
was  held  at  Forks  of  Ivy  Church  and  the  second  with  California  Creek 
Church.     Meetings,  v/e  feel,  were  very  successful. 

We  wish  to  make  the  following  recommendations  for  our  music  work 
for  the  coming  year: 

1.  That  we  have  a  central  music  school  for  all  our  churches  for  a  week 
of  training  in  church  music. 

2.  That  we  have  a  Music  Education  Conference  at  least  twice  this  year 
to  train  our  Church  Music  Officers. 

3.  That  we  have  Hymn-Sings  at  least  quarterly. 

God  deserves  only  the  best  in  worship,  music,  praise,  and  testimony. 
All  these  we  acknowledge  in  our  church  music.  Let  us  be  full  time  workers 
in  the  field  of  music  during  the  coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOME 

The  year  1956  was  another  busy  one  at  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes. 
Wie  were  able  to  admit  to  our  care  only  one  fifth  of  the  children  for  whom 
application  was  made.  There  was  a  total  of  813  'applications.  Of  this 
numiber  only  169  children  could  be  admitted  to  some  phase  of  our  program. 
Certainly  all  the  other  644  were  in  need  or  their  applications  would  not  have 
iD-een  signed  by  Baptist  Pastors. 

Careful  research  by  our  Social  Service  Department,  in  cooperation  with 
Pastors  who  had  signed  the  applications,  made  it  possible  to  place  many  of 
these  644  children  with  relatives  or  other  Agencies  where  their  needs  are 
being  met 

The  question  often  arises,  "How  many  dependent  children  should  North 
Carolina  Baptists  provide  for?"  Probably  an  exact  answer  is  impossible. 
Last  year  we  served  a  total  of  751,  an  increase  of  15  over  the  year  before.  Of 
these,  126  wiere  supported  in  Eoster  Boarding  Homes.  Perhaps  a  conser- 
vative estimate  is  that  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  should  serve  about  1,000 
children  annually. 


Another  need  is  the  Indian  Orphanage  at  Pembroke.  This  home,  which 
cares  for  fifteen  to  twenty  children,  is  located  in  Roberson  County  in  tha 
Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Association,  Since  this  home  has  not  been  and  prob- 
p,bly  cannot  be  adequately  supported  by  the  local  Ass^ociation,  considerable 
sentiment  has  developed  among  North  Carolina  Baptists  for  admittinp-  it 
as  part  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.  If  the  Con- 
vention approves  this  action,  it  will  necessitate  the  erection  of  one  cottag'? 
at  Pembroke  at  a  cost  of  about  $50,000.00,  and  an  additional  operating  bud- 
get of  about  $  20,000.00  per  year. 

Our  Baptist  Churches  have  two  plans  for  supporting  the  Children's 
Homes : 

Plan  Number  1  — -A  combination  of  the  Once-A-Month  Offering  and  tho 
Cooperative  Program.  Through  this  plan  the  Homes  received  a  fixed  amount. 
This  cannot  be  increased  or  decreased  except  by  vote  of  the  Convention. 

Plan  Number  2  —  The  Thanksgiving  Offering.  Every  dollar  of  th:^> 
comes  to  the  Children's  Homes  and  may  be  increased  by  the  Churches  to  meet 
lilt?  increasing  needs  as  far  as  our  people  wis'h  to  go. 

The  only  possible  way  now  for  our  Children's  Homes  to  get  more  mone-- 
to  meet  these  challenging  needs  is  through  an  increased  Thanks-giving  Of- 
fering in  November.  If  every  Church  will  increase  its  Thanksgiving  O '- 
fering  ten  per  cent  this  will  g'ive  us  the  $20,000.00  to  support  the. Children 
at  Pembroke.  Surely  the  Master  is  not  pleased  with  His  servants  until  they 
have  done  their  best. 

Charity  and  Children  continues  to  serve  North  Carolina  Baptists  y'^ 
promoting  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Th^  circulation  continues  to  grow.  ^  T'  ^ 
circulation  is  about  52  thousand.  We  believe  every  Church  will  profit  by 
a  Charity  and  Children  Club. 

Club  rates  in  bundles  of  ten  or  more  are  60  cents  per  year,     Individur.! 
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s.ubscriptions  are  $1.00  per  year.     Free  copies  are  sent  to  Pastors  and  Sun- 
day School  Superintendents. 

The  French  Broad  Association  gave  generously  toward  the  support  of 
the  Children's  Homes  with  only  two  churches  reporting  no  contribution. 
Produce  was  also  contributed  during  the  Thanksgiving  Season.

REPORT  OF  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  WORK 

Jesus  established  the  Church.  He  commissioned  it  in  Matthew  28:19-20 
which,  in  part  says,  '"Teach  them  tc  observe  all  things,  whatsoever  I  have 
commanded."  A  properly  functioning  Sunday  School  guarantees  that  the 
Bible  will  be  taught.  Effective  Bible  study  leads  naturally  to  intensive  ef- 
fort toward  reaching  people,  v/inning  them  to  Christ  and  into  Christian 
service. 

This  year  our  French  Broad  Association  reports  48  Sunday  Schools,  39 
Vacation  Bible  Schools,  and  an  active  Sunday  School  organization  with  12 
officers. 

On  Monday,  September  10,  19-56,  several  of  the  Associational  officers 
and  others  from  our  association  attended  a  Sunday  School  Planning  Meet- 
ing in  Morganton,  This  was  the  beginning  of  our  Sunday  School  work  as 
Associational  Sunday  School   Superintendent  this  year. 


On  September  13,  1956,  we  had  an  association-wide  Sunday  School  Meet- 
ing at  Calvary  Baptist  Church  in  Mars  Hill,  which  was*  well  attended,  and  I 
believe  one  of  the  best  meetings  this  year. 

On  October  29  ,19o6,  we  had  a  one-nio*ht  clinic  for  training  our  Associ- 
ational Sunday  School  officers  and  planning  our  program  for  the  year. 

The  week  of  Septembpr  17-24  was  Stndv  Course  Week  in  most  of  our 
churches  with  the  book  "The  Pull  of  the  People"  being  taught. 

The  month  of  Maivh  and  first  week  of  April  this  year  we  had  four 
i'TOups  Sunday  School  Weeks  of  Study.  The  first  one  was  at  Madi^-on  Sem- 
inary Church  —  March  11-15.  The  second  on9  was  at  Beech  G^<^n  Church- — 
March  18-22.  The  third  one  was  at  Upper  Laurel  Church — March  25-29. 
The  fourth  one  was  at  Big  Laurel  Churr^h — Anril  1-5.  We  believe  this  was 
one  of  the  most  successful  nieces  of  work  your  Associational  Sundav  School 
Department  has  undertaken.  Above  forty  churches  were  represented 
in  these  weeks  of  studv.  The  books  taught  Avtere  "The  Plaf'e  of  the  Sunday 
sv-hool  in  Evangelism,"  "Teaching  Adults  in  the  Sundav  School."  "Gnidin^- 
Young  People  in  Bible  Studv,"  "Better  Vacation  Bible  Schools,"  "The  Gospel 
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According  to  Paul,"  "Growing  In  Bible  Knowledge,"  "Bible  Heroes."  These 
subjects  covered  every  age  group  and  ev-ery  person  enlisted  in  our  Sunday 
Schools.  I  am  grateful  to  ail  tnose  who  actended,  especially  all  the  teach- 
ers who  woriied  and  laoored  these  four  weeks. 


On  June  25,  1957,  we  had  an  association-wide  Sunday  School  Meeting 
with  the  Mars  Hill  Church.

FRENCH  BROAD  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 


ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

Section  I.  The  NAME  of  this  body  sihall  be  t*ne  French  Broad  Mission- 
ary B-aipitist  Assioiciiiaition. 

ARTICLE  II  —  PURPOSE 

Seciticn  I.  The  POJRPOSE  of  this  body  shialil  be: 

1.  TO  COORDINATE  and  PROMOTE  (a)  Missions,  (b)  Christian  Ed- 
iicati'Oin,  (c)  and  such  foirnis  of  social  service  as  the  body  miay  en^^age  in. 

2.  TO  COOPERATE  with  the  Baiptist  Staite  Convention  and  the  South- 
ern Biapitist  Oonivenition  in  Kingidom  advianiceiment. 

3.  Tuie  aiSisiOiciaition  sihall  ad.viise  anid  aissist,  but  s/hall  have  no  pofwer 
fwihiatsoever  to  infringe  upon  the  rights  of  the  ohurohes.  Alil  cihuirches  con- 
istitutimig  tihe  aisisociation  remain  sovereign  anid  lindependenit  bodies  and  co- 
operate througih  the  association  only  that  they  may  more  effectively  pro- 
ono'te  the  ciamse  of  Clhrist. 

ARTICLE  III  -^  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  I.  MEMBERSHIP. 

1.  This  association  shall  be  compoised  of  the  duly  oonst'tuted  Misision- 
lary  Baptist  icihuffches  in  thiis  general  area  who  have  been  accepted  as  mem- 
bers and  who  shall  be  represented  by: 

'a.     The  duly  elected  messengers  of  the  member  cihnircheis. 

b.  The  active  officials  of  the  asistociation. 

c.  Those  reportinig  on  any  phase  of  the  work  of  the  asisociation,  piro- 
viding  they  are  members  of  a  mismber  ohuroh. 

2.  A  ch'Uirah  may  be  added  to  the  memberiship  of  the  association  by  a 
two:-it!hii)rds  vote  of  the  asso'ciation  on  the  fii'st  diay,  and  a  ,majoirity  vote  on 
th,e  second  day. 

3.  Any  membe;r  church  miay  wiithd-raw  from  t*ne  association  at  its  P'leas- 
'Ure. 

Section  II.  MESSElNIGER.S:  Each  church  is  entitled  to  three  mesisen- 
igers  land  one  (additional  messenger  for  every  twenty-five  members  above 
fifty. 

Section  III.  LIMIT  IN  NUMBER  OF  MEiSSENGERS:  No  church  shall 
ihavemore  than  ten  messengers  wdth  the  exceptiom  of  the  pastors  and  the 
a.-::^jociational  officers,  w*iio  automaticaWy  are  messengers  ^^  officio, 

ARTICLE  IV  —  OFFICERS 

Seat-on  I.  The  officeirs  cf  this  association  shall  be  (1)   a  ModemtoT    (2) 
'^y^f;?   Moderator,    (3)    a   Clerk     (4)    a   Treasurer,    (5)    the  Field    Worker 
(6)   the  Sunday   School    Superintendent,    (7)    the   Training   Union    Director 
(8)  ^^^e  President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,    (9)  the  President  of 
the  Brotherhood,  (10)  and  the  Seciretary  of  Church  M'usic. 
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Seotion  II.  ELECTION  OF  OFFXCEiRS:  Tho&e  offices,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  Field  Worker,  ,sihalil  be  -elected  as  fellows: 

1.  The  Moderator  'shall  appoint  a  momiinating-  coimanittee  which  shall 
present  a  slate  of  officers  wfndch,  together  with  any  nomiinations  that  are 
madie  from  ithe  flooir,  sihall  be  vioted  upon  during  the  first  session  of  the  as- 
isoiciation  in  its  anmuial  meeting.     Eleotion  is  by  itwo-thirds  majority  vote. 

2.  The  F-"eld  Worker  sihall  be  recommended  by  the  Executive  Committee- 
and  ishall  be  elected  by  a  m'ajority  vote  of  the  asisociation  for  an  indefinite 
period. 

'  3.  Tho  Ass'ociational  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Woman's  Misision- 
lary  Union,  and  Brotherhood  shall  select  presidents  or  directors  for  their 
respective  organizations  and  recommend  tfnese  p^ersons/  to  the  nominating 
committee  to  be  presented  with  the  proposed  officers  for  eleotion.

1.  The  Moderator,  vice  moderator,  clerk,  and  treasurer  shall  be  from 
different  churches. 

2.  The  pastor  and  two  lay  memibers  shall  be  :f rom  three  churc'iies  noi 
already  represented  on  the  oomimittee. 

Section  IL     The  DUTY  OF  THE     EXECUTIVE     COMMITTEE:     It 

s'hall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  C'Oimmittee  to  ciarry  out  the  plans  laid  at 
tile  annual  isession  of  the  laisisociation,  as  fair  as  posisible,  and  in  line  with 
the  general  policies  and  practices  of  the  association. 

Section  III.  The  Executive  Committee  may  appoint  other  committeevS 
such  as  may  be  needed  for  the  advancement  of  associational  work. 
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ARTICLE  VI  —  PROMOTION  COMMITTEE 

Section  I.  The  PROMOTION  COMMITTEE  is  composed  of  the  Associa- 
tional  officers  and  additioinal  momibers  to  be  appointed  by  the  Committee  on 
Reports. 

1.  These  additionaJ  meimibers  in-olrude  the  histoirian  and  the  reporters  for

,11'ess,  Cooperation  Progiram,  Christian  Education  and  Baptist  Schools,  Amer- 
ican Bible  Society,  Homes  for  Ageing,  Evangelism,  Stewardsihdp,  Baptist  Pe- 
riodicals. 

2.  The  Vacation  Bible  Sohool  Superintendent  i,s  also  a  reporting  mem^ber 
but  is  appointed  by  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.

Vpe  proposed  Order  of  Busness  as  sitated  oin  the  proigrams  was  duly 
adopted. 

THE  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 


The  Cooperative  Program  is  Southern  Baptistt  People's  plan  to  finance 
ail  phases  of  their  work  in  the  State,  the  Southern  Biaptist  Convention,  and' 
the  World.  Every  rphase  of  work  wihioh  we  Baptists  love,  cherLsih  and  siup- 
poirt,  is  placed  into  ithiis  plan  of  financing,  and  each  cause  receives  in  pro- 
portion as  it  has  need. 

Last  Fiaill  we  *nad  a  Stewardship  Revival  in  a  number  of  our  cbuircfhes. 
This  was  heloful  in  leading  our  people  to  better  understa.nd  the  Cooperative 
Program.  The  total  dollars  given  through  ithe  Cooperative  Program  bas  iTi- 
creased  well  toward  a  thousand  dollars.  At  the  same  time  there  a,re  about 
19  ehurdhes  that  did  not  give  lanythimg  t^nrougth  the  Cooperaitive  Program. 
Jin  otther  words,  we  have  this  many  chufrches  that  have  failed  to  s^uppoirt  all 
the  things  that  we  Baptists  biave  developed  and  believe  in. 

We  recommend  that  every  churcih  sihould  set  aside  a  certam  percent  of 
t*ne  total  dollars  given  amd  send  thiis  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  Then' 
ais  our  gifts  go  up,  our  support  to  ouir  denofminationial  work  also  goes  ^ip. 
We  need  to  see  God's  work  ouside  of  our  own  community.  The  percent  of 
the  total  gifts  of  North  Oarolinia  Baptists  is  gradu-ally  dropping,  Tihis 
sho'Uild  not  be. 


We  would  also  recommend  that  if  a  churclh  gave  a  specified  percent  last 
year,  that  ^ney  lincrease  it  at  least  2%  this  year.  In  this  way  we  can  gain 
\aick  some  of  our  losses.

Staite  Misisioinis  is'  the  misisioniary  effont  on  the  part  of  Norbli  Carolina 
-B:aipit;!,sits  to  reacih  tihe  unsiaved  for  Clhrist  and  teach,  enlist,  amid  train  the 
isave'd  in  giviing,  living  and  serviimg  through  the  churdhes  t*iiiroughout  the 
world. 

Thecre  are  4,500,000  people  in  the  state;  2,100,000  aJbove  the  age  of  eight 
lyeans  are  memibers  of  some  church.  Abc^ut  2,000,000  above  the  age  of  eight 
yeairs  are  unchurched.  When  we  check  our  church  members  by  the  Scrip- 
ture in  regard  to  bearing  fruit,  we  will  find  at  leasit  one  in  four  that  is  uii- 
isiaved.  Them  more  than  60  par  cenit  o-f  the  people  of  North  Cairolimia  above 
ithe  'age  eighit  years  are  loist. 

■  ■  We  have  846,000  Baptist  church  memibers  in  North  Carolina.  Perhaps, 
40  per  cemit  of  these  are  being  taug^nit  and  trained  im  Christian  giving,  living 
and  serving.  Tihis  mean.s  over  half  our  church  memibsrsi  lare  siitting  with 
fold-eid  band's  waiting  fdr  somebody  else  to  carry  cmt  Christ's  great  Ciommis- 
tsion. 

Since  60  per  cent  of  our  people  are  lost  we  need  trained  and  inspired 
woirkeirs  to  carry  the  good  tidings  to  them. 

.  ,',     A  growing  population  demands  new  and  stronger  churches. 

A  miore  intelligent  congregation  demands  better  trained  pastors. 

In  all  ttie  twenty-^two  ministries  of  State  Missicns  each  one  is  essential 
'to  the  on-going  of  Christ's  KiJngdom. 

For  the  y^iar  1957,  our  gifts  for  State  Missions  were  $540,000.  Our 
budget  for  1958,  to  cover  t'ne  bare  necessities,  is  $603,000.  This  is  being  hoped 
for  and  prayed  for.  This  must  be  met  principally  through  the  Cooperative 
Progiram  and  our  special  ofifering  on  State  Mission  Day,  September  21. 

Will  you  as  an  individual  through  your  church  or  Sunday  School  do  your 
part  so  that  the  Great  Commiisision  can  be  carried  out  in  North  Carolina?

The  seven  Baptist  ooMeges  of  North  Oarolina  are  owned  by  844,689 
Biaptisits  of  North  Oarolina.  These  coMeges  strive  to  build  up  the  academic 
and  iSipirituial  standarids  of  our  State.  These  colleges  beLong  to  you.  Take 
part  m  their  ownersihip  by  helping  to  support  them  throug'-h  the  Oooperaitive 
Proigi-am,  oir  making  a  special  gift  on  Fiabher's  Diay,  \v*iiicli  is  also  Ohrisitian 
Education  Day  in  Baiptist  Churches. 

In  our  colleges  there  Is  an  enrollment  of  7634  which  represents  o,ne- 
eigihth  of  all  students  enrolled  in  all  of  ithe  61  colleges  of  North  Ciarolina.

Jesius  saiid  "Fioir  the  Son  of  Mian  is  come  to  seek  and  to  save  that  which 
is  lost."  In  this  piaisisage  of  Soripture,  Jesuis  describes  the  greatest  business 
in  all  the  wtorld.  A  little  later  Wie  hear  Him  saying  to  the  eleven  aipostles, 
**Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creaiture."  This 
■was  a  commiand  wihicih  is  more  urgent  today  thian  ever  before. 

Sin  is  the  greatest  tragedy  of  all  time.  It  cuts  all  connections'  betw^een 
rnan  and  God.  It  can  never  be  comjpiromised  wdth.  Tihe  only  effective  wiay 
to  curb  ,sin  is  to  EVANGELIZE  the  people.  Since  God  giave  the  very  best 
that  he  had  to  make  this  possible  it  behooves  every  Ohristtian  to  do  his  very 
best  to  carry  out  the  comimisoion  of  Jesus  when  He  said  to  go  imto  the  higth- 
ways  and  hedg^es  and  compel  them  to  come  in.  This  motto  will  still  be  suc- 
cessful if  we  follow  it:  "Eaidh  ome  teiacih  one." 

During  the  piast  year  our  association  ihas  dome  only  a  smiall  portion  of 
v.ihat  we  feel  could  and  should  be  done  in  reaching  the  people  in  our  own 
area  Who  are  walking  in  darkness.  But  we  feel  that  what  has  been  done  is 
helping  u,s  to  realize  our  possibilities  that  lie  ahead. 

We  wisih  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  those  wfho  served  on  our 
steering  eommdittee  during  this  past  year.  Without  their  help  it  would  have 
been  utterly  impossible  to  have  achieved  the  results  that  were  achieved.  We 
v^is'h  to  also  urge  those  wtho  may  sei've  on  this  committee  during  the  coming 
year  to  g-ive  of  theiir  very  best  in  helping  the  Evangelistic  Cihairmian  to  pro- 
mote a  most  successful  evangelistic  movement  throug-hout  this  association. 

In  April  of  this  year  only  twelve  of  our  Ciliurches  cooperated  in  the  Simul- 
tiineous  Revival  Crusade.

Although  OUT  acfhievemcnts  have  not  been  commen.sairate  with  our  oppor- 
tunities, some  growth  can  be  observed  in  the  churches  of  the  aasociaition, 
with  some  heartening  evidence  of  faithfulness. 

The  most  visible  progress  during  the  yeair  is  in  the  comtmued  impa-ove- 
ments  in  houses  of  worship  and  O'ther  facilities  foT  services.  Little 
Cieek  *iiias  a  new  btnick  building:  Hot  Springs  has  comipleited  a  com- 
niodilous  Sunday  School  Annex;  Trinity  has  procured  a  site  for  a  new 
baild'ing;  Piney  Mountain  has  broken  groi^nd  for  a,  Sunday  School  Annex 
and  has  made  further  improvements  on  t*:ie  grounds;  Laurel  Branch  has 
added  Sunday  School  rooms  in  the  new  building;  Upper  Laurel  has  laid  a  new 
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caripot  in  tbe  sancituiary ;  Bethel  has  installieid  neiw  pewis  and  carpet;  Foister's 
Greek,  Laureil  Bend,  and  Mt.  Sheba  bave  al'sio  put  in  new  paws;  Califoirnia 
Creek  (has  added  reft  roomys,  insuadLsid  new  piulipilit  furniture,  'aind  pucibased 
new  'nyimn  bcoks;  Obapel  HiLl  ba®  redecorated  tbe  interior  of  tbe  building; 
Einon  bas  paiinted  its  buildinig  and  landscaped  tbe  grciumidis^  of  tbe  parsoniage; 
F'orks  of  Ivy  bas'  purcibased  new  bymn  books  and  padd  off  tbe  indebtedoiesis ; 
Gia,briel'is  Greek  bas  improved  its  cemetery;  LittHe  Ivy  biais  iniEitailed  an 
electric  orgian;  Licng  Brancb  bas'  buiilt  rest  roams  and  added  a  belfrey; 
Miadiision  Se'minary  bas  redecorated  tbe  building,  laid  new  carpet,  and  im- 
pi^oved  the  g'ro'undi&;  Piney  Grove  ba>s  stuccoed  tbe  exterior  of  its  buildinig. 
Twi.nity-iseven  of  tbe  forty-eight  churches  now  have  buildings  of  brick  or 
otbeir  kinds  of  mia&onry.  Let  not  our  chiLdren  rise  up  and  say  of  o^ur  spiri- 
linail  life  and  of  our  sense  of  values  that  we  have  imiproved  our  homies  and 
our  places  of  businei&s  and  neglected  our  places  of  worsihip.

Our  giiiving  ba.s  increased  steadily  during  the  past  five  years,  1953  to 
19-57:  from  $70,403  (exclusive  of  the  Mars  Hill  building)  to  $154,364  for 
locial  expeinses  and  -from  $17,167  to  $36,368  fo^r  m-isisions  aind  benevolences. 
Tbe  percemtiage  of  our  contributions  sent  beyond  our  borders,  bowever,  has 
remiained  aibout  the  siame, 

During  the  year  dak  Grove  has  orgainized  a  W.  M.  U.  with  a  suinibeam 
band,  briinging  the  total  number  of  Wiomen's  Misisioniary  Socieiuies  lo  eigb- 
teein.  Miars  Hill  *nas  orgamized  two  additional  Y.  W.  A.'s.  Vacation  Bible 
Schiools  have  been  held  in  forty-two  ohurohos,  with  good  attendiance  reported, 
and  a  larger  number  of  churches  supplying  their  own  workers. 

A  most  obvious  need  in  our  church es  is  tbe  devolopiment  of  local  leader- 
ship. Tihere  is  no  dearth  of  potential  leaders,  but  a  lack  of  concern,  vision, 
and  dedication.  M'ore  should  avail  tfnemiselves  of  the  opportunities  for  traini- 
ing  and  iniSipiiriation  offered  in  study  gro'Ups,  clinics,  a;nid  leiadersibip  coinferen- 
ces  and  tbiat  af  fordeid  at  Ridgecrest  and  at  state  and  district  meetings  .

Of  the  plianis  available  the  Siouthern  Biaptist  Protection  Plam  its  the  most 
popular.  It  offers  five  principal  benefits.  They  are  norm'al  retirement  an- 
aiuity,  widow's  annuity,  disablMty  a.nnuity,  early  retirenT'ent  annuity,  and: 
death  benefit.  ,  . . , ' 

To  receive  these  bemefits  a  pastor  or  eduoatiomail  directo'r  must  join  and 
}>ay  5%  of  his  salary  (up  to  $4000  per  year).  The  church  pays  5%  and 
the  Stiate  Convention  pays  another  5%.  Tihese  payments  be^coime  p^art  of  t^nie 
(truist  funids  belonging  to  meimbers  of  the  plans.  Tihe  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board  is  the  administering  agency  of  these  funds. 

The  pastors  and  the  membersthips  of  th?ii'  churches  aire  equally  respons- 
ible for  miaking  this  plan,  or  one  of  the  others  offered,  t*:ie  pl'an  that  will 
pay  mental  benefits  to  the  pastor  now,  as  well  as  financial  benefits  later.

The  Bible 
is  the  miisisdionairy's  chief  tool;  he  uses  it  in  aill  hiis  work.  The  Bible  iself  is  a 
missionary.  It  can  go  where  the  human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay 
when  he  must  leave  —  and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  person's  heart. 

Every  mian  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language,  but  in  most  coun- 
ti'icis  the  peopile  cannot  afford  even  the  cost  of  printing  the  Scriptures. 

The  American  Bible  Society  helps  to  translate  the  Bible,  publishes  with- 
o^^t  note  or  comment  and  distributes  without  profit,  usiually  below 
cost,  for  world-wide  mission  work.  For  the  Blind,  it  suip  plies 
'Scriptures,   at   a   small    fraction   of   cost,    in   raised-letter   systems    and  on 
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Talking'  Book  records.  T*ii'9  Bible  Society  is  an  active  partner  of  Soutiherni 
iBiaptists  and  sei-ves  every  foi'im  of  Southern  Baptist  mission  work  at  home 
and  aibroad. 

During  1957  the  American  Bible  Socieftj^ — 

— ^distributed  tnroiiglhout  the  world  nearly  15  million  volumes  of  Scrip- 
tures. 

— 'domated  more  tban  one  million  Scripture  volumes  for  distribuition  by 
ChapliainiS  to  our  Armed  Forces,  as  a  vita.l  Imk  between  the  home  churches 
land  the  mem.  in  service. 

— intrc'd'uced  the  Finger  Phoino,  a  new  feather-M^eigaiit  plastic  pbono- 
graipih,  openated  by  one  finiger.  Tnese  are  being  -supplied,  with  ScriiptLiTe 
Tetiording'j,  in  ^tlhe  ianguages  needed,  in  areas  wihere  very  few  people  can 
leaid.  Tihey  are  now  in  use  among  the  Navajo  Indiians  in  the  U.  S.  A.,  and' 
in  various  panbs  of  Africa  and  Asia. 

— ^acccpited  a  new  joint  responsiibility  with  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible 
Society,  for  the  work  in  India,  in  France,  and  in  the  Congo  Basin  of  Africa. 
In.  Imaia,  the  Bib'le  Societies  are  undertaKing  to  provide  in  the  next  5  years, 
a  New  Testamenit  for  every  Christian  and  a  Gospel  for  every  non-Christian 
who  can  rea'd;  this  will  require  90  million  Scripture  volumes  in  5  years  for 
India  alone!

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REPORT  OF  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 


Our  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  comipleted  35  years  of 
daily  devotion  to  the  Ministry  of  Healing  in  May  of  this  year.  When  the 
Hospital  opened  its  doors  to  its  first  patient  in  May,  1923,  its  plant  co.nsist- 
td  of  one  80-bed  building.  Today,  this  beautiful  Hospital  has  grown  to  a 
gr^at  Mediical  Center,  which,  with  tne  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine, 
almost  covers  its  11-acre  site.  It  is  a  living  monument  to  the  generosity  of 
the  more  than  840,000  N.  C.  Baptists'  concern  for  the  less  fortunate. 

One  of  the  most  recent  achievements  in  the  field  of  new  equipment  is  a 
Rotary  Cobalt  60  Teleitherapy  Unit  which  gives  doictors  a  new  weapon 
aig'arJnst  deep-seated  cancer.  It  ig  the  third  of  its  kind  in  existence  —  fiie 
first  in  North  Carolina. 

Another  addition  is  a  Heart-Lung  Machine  which  enables  the  doctors  to 

perform  a  number  of  heart  operations  which  would  be  impossible  without  it. 

Those  who  depend  upon  gifts  of  N.   C.  Baptists  on  Mother's  Day  for  tiis 

ost  of  their  hospital  care,  benefit  from  thig  equipment  as  well  as  those 

who  are  able  to  pay. 

Once  each  year  —  on  Mother's  Day  —  North  Carolina  Baptists  are 
given  an  oipportunity  to  have  a  part  in  providing  care  for  the  needy  sick  by 
contributing  to  our  Hospital.  However,  the  need  is  not  a  one-day  affair 
but  a  year-round  matter  as  our  own  Medical  Center  ministers  wit*n  skill 
and  understanding  to  all  who  seek  its  service. 

'  '  The  nuimiber  who  seek  aid  grows  each  year,  and  each  year  the  seeming- 
ly impossible  is  accomplished  in  expanding  the  facilities  and  taking  care  of 
those  who  so  desperately  need  our  help.  In  1957  out-patient  visits  numbered) 
58,766.  Patients  came  from  92  of  N.  C.'s  100  counties.  Nearly  61%  of  the 
patients  were  Baptists. 

For  the  first  time  in  three  years  our  Association  is  not  100'^''^   in  num- 
ber of  cViurches  contributing  —  one  church  failed  to  contribute.     To  date  the 
total  offering  from  our  Association  is  $1701.40.  which  is  considerably  below 
■  our  last  year's  offering.      We  regret  that  this  is  true. 

Since  the  Mother's  Day  Offering  goes  directly  to  the  portion  of  the  cost 
of  their  care  which  needy  patients  cannot  obtain  in  any  other  way,  and  sinco 
this  offering  is  irractically  the  only  source  of  t'nis  vitally  needed  help,  it  is 
hoiped  that  next  year  every  church  will  help  meet  this  growing  responsibili- 
ty. In  order  to  do  this,  preparation  must  be  made  well  in  advance.  In  the 
way  of  preparation  the  fo'llowing  migtht  prove  helpful: 

1.  Pastors,  officers  and  teachers  meet  well  in  adv^ance  to  plan  a  Bap- 
tist Hospital  Program.      Set  a  goal  and  work  diligently  toward  it. 

2.  A  letter  from  t*he  pastor  to  each  family,  enclosing  an  offering  en- 
velope and  literature  would  be  excellent. 

3.  Have  brief  talks  the  Sunday  before  Mother's  Day  on  the  work  of  the 
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Hospital  and  its  snieeds.     Urge  each  individual  —  young  and  old  —  to  bring 
an  offering. 

4.  Olbserve  Ohristian  Home  Week  and  make  this  a  season  of  prayer  for 
the  Hospital. 

5.  On  Mother's  Day  remind  your  people  of  the  great  need  of  the  sick, 
poor  and  urge  each  person  to  share  in  reaching  the  goal. 

6.  Hold  open  at  least  one  or  two  Sundays  for  later  offerings;  then  send 
t*nem  directly  to  Baptist  Hospital,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  giving  the  name 
of  yo7i)-  Chnrch  and  Association.

The  object  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  to  promote  Christian  Mis- 
sions through  a  program  of  mission  study,  prayer,  community  missions, 
stewardship,  and  missioniary  education  of  youth.  We  count  it  a  privilege 
to  :be  ''Laborers  together  with  God"  (I  Cor.  3:9).  "Behold  I  'nave  set  before 
thee  an  open  door  .  .  .  ."  (Rev.  3:8). 

Our  Annual  Leadership  Conference  and  Mission  Study  Institute  were 
held  on  October  22  at  the  Mars  Hill  Church.  We  had  a  good  attendance  of 
officers  of  the  W.M.U.,  leaders  of  our  young  people's  organizations,  commit- 
tee chairmen  and  pastors.  We  felt  that  this  day  of  study  and  planning  was 
a  most  profitable  one. 

"Ye  Shall  Be  Witnesses"  was  the  t*heme  for  our  annual  meeting  held 
with  the  Long  Branch  Church  on  April  30.  Miss  Beverly  Neilson,  State 
SufTubeam  Director,  and  Mrs.  Robert  Stanley  Jr.,  miissionary  in  Brazil,  were 
our  guest  speakers.     This  meeting  was  also  well  attended. 

The  report  for  the  past  quarter  ending  June  30  showed  a  total  of  3G0 
enrolled  in  W.M.S.;  29  in  Y.W\A.;  97  in  G'.A. ;  and  109  in  Sunbeams,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  595.  Of  this  number,  495  contribute  re^i^ularlv  through  the 
Co-ooerative  Program,  and  270  are  tithers.  A  total  of  $329.57  was  given  to 
tTiie  Heck  Jones  offering.      This  was  an  increase  of  $86.32  over  last  year.. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  our  Lottie  Moon  offering-  was 
$3,406.96.  This  was  a  gain  of  $1,195.02  over  the  past  year.  In  the  second 
quarter  our  Annie  Armstrong  offering  was  $1,315.24.  This  was  a  gain  of 
$157.04  over  last  year.  In  addition  to  this,  we  gave  $1,000  for  the  salary 
of  Mrs.  Robert  Goldie,  our  missionarv  to  Nigeria ;  special  to  other  Foreign 
Missions,  $450;  Foreign  student  aid,  $676;  Ministerial  aid,  $200. 

Oak  Grove,  a  new  W.M.U,  this  year,  is  doing  a  good  work  undei-  the 
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ileadersihip  of  Mrs,  Olifford  Fiox.  Tihey  ibave  organiized  la  Suiiibeam  Band. 
A  high,  siohool  YWA  Ihas  been  org-aniized  in  the  Mars  Hill  Chundh,  and  a 
YWA  in  the  Calvary  Church. 

We  count  it  a  privilege  to  share  our  own  Asisociationail  Chairman  of 
Missiioin  Study,  Mrs.  S.  W.  Viance,  with  our  World  Mission  proigram.  On 
Sept.  1,  she  will  go  with  her  huslband  to  Ghana.  We  deeply  appreciiate  the 
exjcellent  work  ishe  has  done  in  our  dissociation,  and  our  prayers  go  with  her 
in  tthis  greater  nuissionary  service. 

More  churches  have  had  coronation  seriaces  for  their  G.A.'s  and 
Y.W.A.'s  this  year.  Eighty -five  giirlis  have  worked  for  advancement  in  For- 
ward Steps.    Forty  of  these  'have  advanced  a  step.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  AGING 


The  Homes  for  Aging  are  now  in  thieir  eig^nith  yeiar  of  operation — (Rest- 
haven  opened  Martcih  16,  1951;  the  Albemanle  Home,  December  7,  1953; 
^n,d  the  Administration  Baidlding,  Winstton-Salem,  June  13,  1957.  The  three 
Homes  have  facilities  for  119,  counting  residents  and  helpers.  The  average 
numibor  of  r-sidents  will  exceed  100.  A  large  nuimber  of  thc^;--^  residents 
have  been  aided  financiaiUy.  Less  than  ten  per  cent  of  the  resddents  have 
given  to  the  Homes  assets  sufficient  to  piay  their  cost  of  keep  for  life. 
Thirteen  residents  have  piaid  the  montftiily  rate,  wbilch  is  less  than  the  actual 
ccst  to  the  Homes.  Most  of  the  residents  are  paying  one-third  to  one-balf 
of    their    cost    of    keep.      This    means,    therefore,    that    the    difference 
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in  cost  is  taken  from  the  Nine  Year  Prognaim  of  the  Baptist  Convention,  the 
Speciial  Bay  Offering,  memorial  gifts,  personal  and  oonpo ration  gifts,  and 
that  given  from  wills.

Our  churches  this  y&ar  giave  $410.30  vv^ith  only  22  churches  particip^at- 
inig.  Our  prognam  of  ministering  to  the  aging  presents  a  great  cballeinge 
to  the  580,000  Baptists  of  our  state.  With  the  ever-incr easing  number  of 
aging  friends,  larger  dormitcry  facilities,  and  d^ouibling  c'apiacity  of  oiur  in- 
firmary in  t*n'e  Administratiom  Buiilding  is  needed.  It  now  aecommodateQ 
15  patiGnts  and  lan  estimatiom  of  elderly  people  wibo  wiill  become  invalids 
annually  is  ten  per  cent.  Our  agiing  friends  must  look  to  out  Biaptist  con- 
Istituency  to  meet  these  pressing  ne^sd'S. 

With  gratitude  to  all  wtho  have  made  our  present  Homes  possible  and 
rvvith  confideince  that  the  Baptists  of  Norbli  Carolina  will  continue  to  care 
for  theiS'8  "old  sioldiers"  sof  Christ  in  a  deserving  w^ay,  let  us  urge  each 
church  for  the  coming  year  to  be  100  per  cent  in  giving  to  the  Homes  for  t'lie 
Aging  on  the  third  Sunday  'C^I  February  whic-ih  has  been  set  aside  for  the 
SpecJail  Day  Offering  for  the  Home.

MILEiSTONE  AHEAD 

On  November  11  of  this  year,  your  Baptist  Children's  Homes  will  be  73 
yeans  old.  This  meamis  that  the  75th  anniversairy  oif  the  Homes  will  be 
■observed  just  ,twio  ye>ars  from  now.  With  eaoh  pa^s'sing-  year,  it  seem,s  that 
the  c'hild-ciaring'  pirogram  supiported  by  Noirth  Carolina  Biaptisits  widens  its^ 
scope  of  service.  Since  October  1,  1957,  753  ohiildren  'mave  been  cared  for  by 
the  Homes.  This  could  not  be  done  without  the  continued  support  of  those 
who  love  little  dhildiren. 


A  glanice  at  the  reooTd  of  the  past  yeay  provides  evidence  that  new 
fields  of  serviice  continue  to  opein  uip.  The  Odum  Home  for  Indiain  children 
at  Pemibro)ke  officially  oaane  u^nder  the  Baptist  <5hild-carinig'  progiram  Janii- 
lary  1,  1958.  Tihe  eigVitee^n  children  there  are  being-  eared  for  and  it  is 
(hoiped  that  as  soion  as  titles  for  the  property  .have  been  cleared  that  con- 
istructioai  can  begin  on  a  much  .needed  new  buiilding.  It  has  taken  time  to 
get  legal  documents  in  order.  As  this  new  work  progresses,  North  Carolina 
Biaiptiists  will  be  kept  informed. 

FOSTER  HOMES 

The  foster  'home  program  continued  to  grow  during  the  past  yeai'  until 
150  c^aildren  lare  row  being  cared  for  uinder  this  arrangement.  Yo'ur  inereased 
Thvinksf^'i'  ing  Offering  last  Niovemher  enaibled  us  to  take  .in  moi-e  children, 
under  this  pliain.  This  will  continue  to  afford  our  best  opportunity  of  ex- 
panision. 

GOING  UPSTREAM 

Another  service  requiring  an  increasing  amount  of  time  for  our  Soeiail 
Service  Depiartmemt  is  casework  with  the  families  of  the  children.  Dr.  1. 
G.  Gf'eer  refer-s  to  this  approach  as  ".2'oing  upstream"  in  an  effort  to  s<ave 
families  befoire  a  breakd-owin  occurs.  More  empibasis  is  being  placed  on  this 
iphiase  of  the  work.  No  imipre^-sive  statis<tics  come  ouit  of  this  work,  but  niii- 
merous  homes  are  being  saved  in  this  mianner,  as  many  pastors  will  testify. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  CHANGES 

It  hiais  often  been  siaid  tbat  "the  workers  chiange.  but  the  vwrk  goes  on." 
On  June  30  of  this  year,  General  Superintendent  W.  C.  Reed  retired  after 
15  years  of  service  to  the  B'aptisit  Children's  Homes.  Significant  progress 
in  many  areas  was  made  duning  his  administnation  .  Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoneir, 
of  North  Wilkesboro.  wais  elected  by  the  Tirustees  to  sueceeid  Mr.  Reed.  Dr. 
Wiag^ner  moved  to  Mills  Home,  July  1.  Under  bis  leadersihip  a  sound  and 
progressive  program  will  be  carried  on.

9.  istewaird  is  a  person  entrusted  with  the  hou'se/hoild  ot  estate  of  ainother  or 
one  wiho  keeps  the  accounits.  Ai-e  we  good  stewards  wlhen  we  do  not  give  ad- 
equateLy  of  our  time,  talent  and  mate-rial?  Do  we  realize  that  our  Cod  is  a 
Ood  that  deimiands  a  proportional  part  of  all  that  we  have,  wihetiher  it  h>& 
time,  talent  or  tithe?  We  all  have  some  oif  eadh  that  roaidy  belong's  to  dod, 
and  not  to,  ourselveisi;  and  we  haive  given  Him  noftihing  until  we  exceed  that 
WiriLclh  is  His  aliready,  mamely,  the  tithe  of  taisnt,  time  and  poisseasioinis. 
Have  the  pecpile  of  the  French  Broad  Association  kept  accu'rate  accounts? 
Do  our  scales  balance? 


T*.iis  year  in  our  asiSio-ciiatioTi  we  had  a  three-months  tiither's  'prove-me' 
program  wiith  State  workers  helping  in  our  churches.  We  are  happy  to  re- 
port that  twenty  (20)  of  ou^r  ahurcihes  participated  in  this  spdendid  pro- 
gram. Some  of  our  churches  reported  that  the  cihurch  income  doubled  dur- 
ing those  t'liree  m.onths  and  one  churcih  reported  that  its  entire  g'iift  to  the 
Cooperative  Prograim  was  do'jibled  as  a  result  of  the  Prove  Me  Program. 
,M'U:cih  free  literature  on  ths  subject  was  aviailaible  through  the  Field  Woinlv- 
er's  Office  and  miany  churcihes  made  Uise  of  it  in  the  promotion  of  the  pro- 
p-ram. Our  assiociation  also  held  a  course  on  ''Forward  Adh-ianice  In  Ghurcli 
Finance."  None  of  our  churches  liiave  yet  adopited  the  finance  prograan  ar, 
outlined  by  the  State  Workers  but  it  was  certainly  a  long  step  in  the  rig^ht 
direction  and  surely  miany  of  our  peo^ple  received  some  food  for  tho^ight  con- 
oorni-'nig  their  own  church's  financial  status.  We  are  proud  to  give  much  of 
the  c^-edrt  for  any  advance  that  we  *nave  m^ade  in  the  f  iold  oif  sits^vvardiship  to 
the  W.M.U.  OTgainization  of  our  asisociation.  The  W.M.U.'.ha>s  made  gT^at 
strides  in  recent  years  in  the  sitewardship  field  of  work. 

Wihat  lare  our  plans  for  the  future?  We  can  continue  to  have  study- 
courses  and  programs  on  an  asistoic'aitional  level  and  strive  to  teacih  our 
iieoiple  more  and  more  about  the  Bible  .system  of  sitewardsh'p  .as  taugiht  by 
Cihrist  Himiselif.  We  find  that  our  Lord  *nad  more  to  say  on  this  subject  than 
■any  other.  He  strestsed  it  above  aJl  others  because  He  knew  that  if  a  mam  is' 
wililing  to  give  his  time,  talent  and  even  his  money  m  proportional  p.^rt,  then: 
la  poul-wmner  is  also  born.  We  can  expect  much  help  from  our  leaders  but 
in  t'>o  final  ana^lysils  the  individual  church  members  must  sihoulder  the  load 
1*  jat  belong-s  to  ihim  if  we  are  to  carry  out  the  commamd  "Go  ye  into  all  the 
world  and  preach  the  Gospel." 

Onr  Southern  Bapitisit  Convemtion  has  made  greater  proigiress  in  all  re- 
sp'^etg  tihain  an.y  other  denomination  but  do  we  realize  that  one-^third  of  our 
memlbers  contribute  mere  th^an  two  ithirc^^s  of  the  income  of  our  chuirc'nes.  We 
have  do,ne  mu.oh  but  ''O"  what  we  could  do  if  only  three-thirds  of  our  people 
would  balance  the  scales.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE 
FRENCH  BROAD  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

Article  I  —  Name 

Section  1.  The  NAME  of  this  body  shall  be  the  French  Broad 
Missionary  Baptist  Association. 

Article  II  —  Purpose 

Section  1.     The  PURPOSE  of  this  body  shall  be: 

1.  TO  COORDINATE  and  PROMOTE  (a)  Missions,  (b)  Christian 
Education,  (c)  and  such  forms  of  social  service  as  the  body  may  en- 
gage in. 

2.  TO  COOPERATE  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Kingdom  advancement. 

3.  The  association  shall  advise  and  assist,  but  shall  have  no  power 
whatsoever  to  infringe  upon  the  rights  of  the  churches.  All  churches 
constituting  the  association  remain  sovereign  and  independent  bodies 
and  cooperate  through  the  association  only  that  they  may  more  effect- 
ively promote  the  cause  of  Christ. 
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Article  III  —  Membership 

Section  1.     MEMBERSHIP. 

1.  This  association  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly  constituted  Mis- 
sionary Baptist  churches  in  this  general  area  who  have  been  accepted 
as  members  and  who  shall  be  represented  by: 

a.  The  duly  elected  messengers  of  the  member  churches. 

b.  The  active  officials  of  the  association. 

c.  Those  reporting  on  any  phase  of  the  work  of  the  association, 
providing  they  are  members  of  a  member  church. 

2.  A  church  may  be  added  to  the  membership  of  the  association 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  association  on  the  first  day,  and  a  majority 
vote  on  the  second  day. 

3.  Any  member  church  may  withdraw  from  the  association  at  its 
pleasure. 

Section  II.  MESSENGERS:  Each  church  is  entitled  to  three  mes- 
sengers and  one  additional  messenger  for  every  twenty -five  members 
above  fifty. 

Section  III.  LIMIT  IN  NUMBER  OF  MESSENGERS:  No  church 
shall  have  more  than  ten  messengers  with  the  exception  of  the  pastors 
and  the  associational  officers,  who  automatically  are  messengers  ex 
officio. 

Article  IV  —  Officers 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  association  shall  be  (1)  a  Moderator, 
(2)  a  Vice  Moderator,  (3)  a  Clerk,  (4)  a  Treasurer,  (5)  the  Field  Worker, 
(6)  the  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  (7)  the  Training  Union  Director, 
(8)  the  President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  (9)  the  President 
of  the  Brotherhood,  (10)  and  the  Secretary  of  Church  Music. 

Section  2.  ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS:  Those  officers,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Field  Worker,  shall  be  elected  as  follows: 

1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  nominating  committee  which 
shall  present  a  slate  of  officers  which,  together  with  any  nominations 
that  are  made  from  the  floor,  shall  be  voted  upon  during  the  first  ses- 
sion of  the  association  in  its  annual  meeting.  Election  is  by  two-thirds 
majority  vote. 

2.  The  Field  Worker  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Executive 
Committee  and  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  association 
for  an  indefinite  period. 

3.  The  Associational  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union,  and  Brotherhood  shall  select  presidents  or  directors 
for  their  respective  organizations  and  recommend  these  persons  to  the 
nominating  committee  to  be  presented  with  the  proposed  officers  for 
election. 

Section  3.  THE  TENURE  OF  OFFICE:  The  terms  of  office  shall 
be  as  follows: 

1.  The  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk  and  Treasiu-er  are  to 
take  office  at  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  the  annual  associational 
meetings. 

2.  The  work  of  the  acting  clerk  is  not  completed,  however,  until 
the  work  of  the  current  session  of  the  association  is  completed  and  the 
minutes  printed  and  distributed. 

3.  The  Moderator  may  not  serve  more  than  four  years  consec- 
utively. 
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Article  V  —  Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  shaU  consist  of  the 
Moderator,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Committee,  the  Vice  Moder- 
ator, the  Clerk,  the  Treasurer,  the  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  the 
Training  Union  Director,  the  President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  the  Brotherhood  President,  the  Secretary  of  Church  Music,  the 
Field  Worker,  and  in  addition,  one  pastor  and  two  lay  members  to  be 
appointed  by  the  new  Moderator. 

1.  The  Moderator,  vice  moderator,  clerk,  and  treasurer  shall  be 
from  different  churches. 

2.  The  pastor  and  two  lay  members  shall  be  from  three  churches 
not  already  represented  on  the  committee. 

Section  2.  The  DUTY  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE:  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  carry  out  the  plans 
laid  at  the  annual  session  of  the  association,  as  far  as  possible,  and  in 
line  with  the  general  policies  and  practices  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  The  Executive  Committee  may  appoint  other  commit- 
tees such  as  may  be  needed  for  the  advancement  of  associational  work. 

Article  VI  —  Promotion  Committee 

Section  1.  The  PROMOTION  COMMITTEE  is  composed  of  the 
Associational  officers  and  additional  members  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Committee  on  Reports. 

1.  These  additional  members  include  the  historian  and  the  re- 
porters for  Hospital,  Orphanage,  Relief  and  Annuity,  Temperance  and 
Civic  Righteousness,  Cooperation  Program,  Christian  Education  and 
Baptist  Schools,  American  Bible  Society,  Homes  for  Aging,  Evangelism, 
Stewardship,  Baptist  Periodicals. 

2.  The  Vacation  Bible  School  Superintendent  is  also  a  reporting 
member  but  is  appointed  by  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendent, with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.     RESPONSIBILITIES  of  the  Promotion  Committee: 

1.  Each  reporter  should  serve  throughout  the  year  to  acquaint  the 
churches  with  and  to  promote  the  organization  of  phase  of  work  he 
represents. 

2.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association  each  reporter  shall 
read  a  prepared  report  of  not  over  three  hundred  words  concerning  the 
phase  of  work  which  he  represents. 

Article  VII  —  Steering  Committee 

Section  1.  The  STEERING  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of 
the  pastor  and  two  lay  members  from  each  church,  the  lay  members 
to  be  elected  by  the  church  which  he  represents. 

Section  2.  RESPONSIBILITIES  of  the  Steering  Committee:  The 
responsibilities  of  the  Steering  Committee  shall  be  two-fold: 

1.  To  meet  from  time  to  time  with  members  of  the  Executive  and 
Promotion  Committee  to  consider  the  Kingdom  work  in  the  association. 

2.  To  assist  in  acquainting  the  churches  with  different  phases  of 
the  work. 

Article  VIII  —  Other  Commiltees 

Section  1.  The  following  STANDING  COMMITTEES  of  the  asso- 
ciation shall  be  appointed  by  the  moderator. 

1.  Nominating  Committee 

2.  Committee  on  Reports 

3.  Program  Committee 

4.  Committee  on  Places  and  Preachers 

5.  Constitutional  Amendment  Committee 

6.  Committee  on  Resolutions 

Section  2.  No  person  shall  serve  on  the  same  committee  of  the 
above  group  for  more  than  two  consecutive  years.

Article  IX  —  Annual  Meetings 

Section  1.  The  ANNUAL  MEETING  of  the  association  shall  be 
on  Thursday  and  Friday  following  the  first  Sunday  in  August. 

Article  X  —  Amendment 

Section  1.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  ses- 
sion of  the  association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  association  on  the 
first  day,  and  a  majority  vote  on  the  second  day. 


PROCEEDINGS 

THURSDAY  MORNING  SESSION 

The  One-Hundred  Fifty-second  Session  of  the  French  Broad  Bap- 
tist Association  was  called  to  order  promptly  at  9:30  o'clock  by  Mod- 
erator Wade  Huey.  The  congregation  sang  a  Hymn,  "Come  Thou  Al- 
mighty King",  after  which  Rev.  Lester  Edwards,  the  host  pastor,  led 
the  devotional  period  reading  from  the  first  chapter  of  Ephesians. 

The  proposed  program  was  adopted  as  the  Order  of  Business. 
Through  the  roll  call  of  churches  it  was  found  that  31  churches  were 
represented  at  the  opening  session.  The  Moderator  then  recognized 
the  new  pastors  of  the  Association,  Rev.  W.  G.  Russell  of  Calvary  and 
Rev.  Bobby  Seagroves  of  California  Creek.  He  also  recognized  the 
visitors  in  the  congregation. 

The  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee  was  given  by  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee,  Theodore  Robinson.  The  officers  as  nom- 
inated were  duly  elected.    Their  names  occur  elsewhere  in  the  minutes.

REPORT  OF  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem  and  Bow- 
man Gray  School  of  Medicine,  combine  to  form  a  medical  center  for 
the  state.  Here  the  sick  receive  hospital  and  medical  care.  Young 
people  are  trained  to  serve  in  various  branches  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession. 

Baptist  Hospital  is  mainly  a  referral  hospital,  open  to  all  our  peo- 
ple when  they  are  sick  and  need  special  care  beyond  those  available 
in  their  own  communities. 

12,000  men  and  women  are  employed  in  the  multitude  of  duties 
which  are  necessary  to  the  skilled  and  continuous  operation  of  this 
ministry  of  healing.  Well  trained  and  efficient,  this  large  organization 
works  with  one  purpose,  to  serve  the  patient.  Through  its  programs 
of  teaching,  preaching  and  healing,  the  hospital  serves  all  of  us.  With 
these  things  in  mind  let  us,  of  the  French  Broad  Association,  be  de- 
termined that  our  Mother's  Day  Offering  for  the  hospital  in  1960  be 
the  largest  that  we  have  ever  had  and  let  us  pray  daily  for  the  men 
and  women  who  make  this  great  program  of  healing  possible.

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COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  REPORT 

The  Cooperative  Program  in  action  is  our  missionaries  in  foreign 
countries  telling  people  about  a  Savior.  It  is  our  hospitals  at  home 
and  abroad  rendering  service  to  the  physical  needs  of  human  beings. 
It  is  teachers  in  our  Baptist  Colleges  and  Seminaries  endeavoring  to 
help  our  young  people  to  find  the  true  values  of  life  and  to  fit  them 
for  Christian  service.  It  is  our  workers  who  are  helping  churches  and 
Associations  to  develop  better  Sunday  Schools,  better  Training  Unions 
and  better  churches  so  as  to  be  able  to  reach  more  people  for  God.  It 
is  workers  of  our  Home  Mission  Board  who  are  helping  under  priv- 
ileged people  and  neglected  areas  to  establish  churches.  It  is  our 
Orphanages  giving  orphan  children  an  opportunity  to  be  somebody 
instead  of  a  liability  in  their  community.  It  is  the  homes  for  the  aged 
people  giving  them  comfort  in  their  old  age.  The  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram in  action  is  the  things  which  we  believe  God  would  have  us  do. 

It  is  wonderful  to  know  that  our  State  Office  has  reported  better 
than  16%  increase  in  Cooperative  Program  gifts  during  the  first  half 
of  this  year.  It  also  reports  nearly  20%  increase  in  total  gifts.  While 
the  state  as  a  whole  shows  this  large  increase,  we  in  the  French  Broad 
Association  show  a  loss  in  total  gifts.  We  cannot  afford  to  let  God's 
work  down.

VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOL  REPORT  1959 

We  are  in  the  midst  of  what  seems  to  be  one  of  the  most  successful 
years  in  Vacation  Bible  School  in  the  history  of  our  Association. 

Believing  that  preparation  is  essential  we  began  early  to  plan.  In 
February  six  workers  from  our  association  attended  the  State  Vacation 
Bible  School  Clinic  at  Fruitland  where  they  had  the  privilege  of  being 
instructed  by  the  authors  of  the  Text  Books  and  other  State  and  South- 
wide  experts  in  Vacation  Bible  School  work.  After  a  long  period  of 
home  preparation  and  planning,  four  Associational  Clinics  were  held 
for  the  Vacation  Bible  School  leaders  and  workers  in  the  various 
churches  conducted  by  the  six  trained  workers.  225  workers  availed 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  attend  these  clinics.  This  period  of 
intensive  training  is  paying  great  dividends.  Accordingly,  more 
churches  are  holding  their  own  schools.  The  enrollments  are  greater 
—  the  Mission  Offerings  are  larger  —  more  ten  day  and  three  hour 
schools  and  more  conversions.  Already  more  than  seventy  have  been 
reported. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  those  who  have  made 
this  possible.  Especially  Mr.  Rex  Allen,  Mrs.  Lester  Crayton,  Mrs. 
Ralph  Hogan  and  Mrs.  E.  C.  Crowe  who  attended  the  State  Clinic  and 
assisted  in  conducting  the  Associational  Clinics.  Also  our  gratitude 
to  the  Pastors  and  workers  in  the  local  churches  who  have  done  such  a 
fine  job  of  conducting  their  own  Bible  Schools.  Gabriel's  Creek,  Forks 
of  Ivy  and  Bull  Creek  for  helping  to  hold  schools  in  other  churches.

HISTORIAN'S  REPORT 

French  Broad  Association,  August  6,  1959 

"Go  ye  therefore  and  make  disciples  of  all  nations  .  .  ." 

(Matthew  28:19) 

A  quite  obvious  weakness  of  most  churches  of  the  association  is 
shown  in  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  of  this  body. 

The  total  resident  membership  was  reported  as  5,608.  The  total 
gifts  for  all  missions  and  benevolences  beyond  the  local  churches  was 
$27,499,  of  which  only  $10,480  was  given  through  the  cooperative  pro- 
gram. A  little  arithmetic  applied  to  these  figures  show  that  the  gifts 
to  all  causes  beyond  local  expenses  averaged  less  than  ten  cents  a  week 
and  less  than  four  cents  a  week  through  the  cooperative  program. 
With  an  aspiring  Christian  college  in  our  midst  the  total  designated 
gifts  to  all  our  seven  Baptist  colleges  was  about  six  and  one  half  cents 
per  church  member. 

In  what  was  once  called  the  most  thoroughly  evangelized  region 
of  the  country  the  churches  of  our  association  reported  last  year  only 
306  baptisms. 

The  churches  are  continuing  to  improve  their  house  of  worship. 
Marshall,  Walnut  Creek,  Union  Valley,  and  Trinity  have  new  buildings 
under  construction.  Calvary  has  purchased  an  excellent  lot  for  a  new 
building.  Paint  Gap,  Alexander,  Forks  of  Ivy,  Piney  Mountain,  and 
Oak  Hill  have  completed  or  have  underway  additions  or  improvements 
of  their  Sunday  school  rooms. 

This  appears  to  be  a  good  year  in  Vacation  Bible  Schools  for  which 
credit  is  largely  due  to  the  tireless  leadership  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  David 
Roberts.  Already  37  of  the  churches  have  reported  schools.  For  the 
past  four  or  five  years  the  French  Broad  has  led  percentage  wise,  all 
the  associations  in  Region  Nine.  A  significant  aspect  of  Vacation  Bible 
School  work  is  the  number  of  conversions  reported,  this  year  a  larger 
number  than  ever  before.  Brother  Roberts  states  that  the  four  Sun- 
day School  Training  Schools  and  the  four  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinics 
had  the  best  attendance  records  yet. 

The  following  new  pastors  have  been  welcomed  into  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  association  since  the  last  meeting:  Cecil  Ponder,  Rice's 
Creek;  Harlan  Ramsey,  Little  Creek;  Guy  West,  Paint  Gap;  Lyman 
Rich,  Beech  Glen  and  Long  Branch;  W.  G.  Russell,  Calvary;  Bobby 
Seagroves,  California  Creek;  Eugene  Moore,  Grapevine;  Robert 
Vaughan,  Big  Laurel.  Bull  Creek  and  Mars  Hill  are  without  pastors 
at  present.  Two  faithful  pastors  are  leaving  the  association  —  Brother 
D.  E.  Richardson  of  Trinity  and  Brother  Ralph  Hogan  of  Madison 
Seminary,  Brother  Richardson  returning  to  Alabama  and  Brother  Ho- 
gan leaving  for  study  at  Southeastern  Theological  Seminary. 

As  we  heed  the  calls  that  come  from  beyond  our  local  churches 
and  hear  the  cries  of  those  in  our  midst,  let  us  pray  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  to  send  out  laborers  into  his  harvest.

REPORT  OF  TEMPERANCE  AND  CIVIC  RIGHTEOUSNESS 

I  Timothy  2:2-3.    "I  exhort  that  prayers  be  made 

for  all  that  are  in  authority.  .  .  ." 

Hebrews  13:17.  "Obey  them  that  have  the  rule  over  you.  .  .  ." 

Putting  this  in  simple  words,  it  means  that  we  should  pray  for  all 

our  officials  from  the  President  on  down  to  the  traffic  policeman;  and 

that  we  should  obey  the  laws.

We  can  write  our  in- 
dividual law  makers  asking  them  to  sponsor  laws  curbing  evils  that 
threaten  us  as  a  nation. 

I  Timothy  2:8-9.  "I  will  .  .  .  that  women  adorn  themselves  in 
modest  apparel.  .  .  ."  We  Christian  women  should  humbly  ask  the 
Lord's  dii-ection  in  matters  of  dress. 

Again  we  should  ask  Him  to  show  us  what  we  can  do  for  the 
good  of  society.

RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY 

Pastor  husbands  of  three  hundred  seventy-seven  Baptist  women 
died  or  were  killed  last  year.  Some  of  these  left  small  children.  Only 
eighty  of  these  families  held  certificates  in  the  Southern  Baptist  pro- 
tection program.  This  year,  similar  stories  will  be  repeated  many 
times.     Which  pastor's  home  will  such  tragedy  strike? 

None  of  the  members  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Pulaski,  Vir- 
ginia knew  their  pastor,  Rev.  John  Clark,  v/as  dying  as  he  preached 
and  served  his  flock.  They  would  have  told  you  of  his  love,  faith,  and 
courage;  how  cheerfully  he  worked  and  helped  everyone  in  his  long 
hours  of  ministry;  how  he  let  his  life  be  a  living  testimony  for  Jesus 
Christ. 

He  admitted  he  was  in  extreme  pain  during  the  last  two  months 
of  his  ministry.  Just  two  weeks  before  his  death,  he  preached,  hold- 
ing to  the  pulpit  for  support  to  keep  from  falling.  Dying  at  the  age  of 
42,  he  left  a  widow  and  two  (2)  children. 

Having  been  a  member  of  the  protection  plan,  administered  by 
the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  his  widow  is  receiving  benefits.  This 
is  a  great  help  in  providing  a  living  and  an  education  for  their  two 
children. 

His  church  was  one  of  the  many  Southern  Baptist  churches  whose 
pastors  are  enrolled  in  the  Protection  Plan.  A  church  can  enroll  its 
pastor  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan,  which  is  the  only  plan 
for  new  members.  The  church  has  to  pay  only  two-thirds  of  the  cost, 
or  10%  of  the  pastors  salary  and  the  State  Convention  pays  the  re- 
maining one-third.  Then,  the  church,  the  pastor,  and  his  family  are 
protected  in  the  event  he  becomes  disabled,  dies,  or  retires. 

We  love  our  pastors.  Do  we  love  them  enough  to  have  them  en- 
rolled in  our  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan?

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REPORT  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST 
PROGRAM  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

In  this  report  we  are  considering  Christian  Education  in  terms  of 
our  seven  Baptist  colleges  in  North  Carolina.  In  its  broader  meaning, 
the  term  includes  many  other  educational  and  training  activities  in  our 
local  churches. 

It  should  be  noted  that  progress  in  our  North  Carolina  Baptist 
program  of  higher  education  has  not  been  in  the  number  of  institutions, 
but  in  the  changes  made  within  the  seven  institutions  which  have  been 
in  operation  for  more  than  a  half  century. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  development  in  the  work  of  our  col- 
leges in  this  present  year  is  the  action  of  our  Baptist  people  in  adopt- 
ing the  report  of  the  Convention  Committee  of  25  as  it  relates  not  only 
to  the  colleges  but  to  all  other  Baptist  institutions  and  agencies.  The 
Committee  recommends  that  consideration  be  given  to  the  possibility 
of  changing  the  status  of  some  of  the  two-year  colleges  to  four-year 
colleges,  and  already  progress  is  being  made  in  this  respect. 

These  Baptist  colleges  will  continue  to  be  faced  with  the  competi- 
tion of  all  other  colleges  in  both  the  quality  of  their  work  and  the 
growing  costs  of  operation  and  expansion.  Our  college  young  people 
must  be  convinced  that  academically  they  are  as  good  as  the  best,  and 
that  these  Baptist  colleges  also  provide  for  them  what  present-day 
young  people  expect  and  demand  in  a  college  community.  As  Baptist 
church  leaders  and  parents  of  these  young  people,  we  want  our  col- 
leges to  be  Christian  and  to  present  a  positive  Christian  witness  at  all 
times  and  in  all  respects;  but  we  cannot  stop  here  and  expect  to  attract 
our  young  people.  Such  matters  as  costs,  scholarships,  athletics,  etc. 
will  be  determining  factors. 

For  the  third  year  our  Christian  Education  emphasis  was  observed 
on  Father's  Day,  Sunday,  June  21.  The  response  this  year  has  been 
most  encouraging,  both  in  the  wide  use  of  the  various  promotion  ma- 
terials prepared  and  in  the  offerings  made  on  Father's  Day. 

With  all  the  progress  we  have  made  in  enlarging  the  facilities  of 
these  seven  colleges,  we  are  providing  for  only  one  of  every  four  Bap- 
tist youth  going  to  college;  and  it  is  doubtful  that  we  shall  be  able  to 
maintain  this  ratio  with  the  coming  tidal  wave  of  college  students, 
nearly  one-half  of  whom  will  be  our  Baptist  young  people. 

As  pastors,  parents,  and  church  leaders,  we  should  face  these  facts 
courageously  and  lead  our  people  in  meeting  this  great  but  not  im- 
possible challenge.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES 
FOR  AGING  REPORT 

The  Bible  tells  us  in  Psalm  71:9,  "Cast  me  not  off  in  the  time  of 
old  age."  The  ninth  year  of  operation  of  the  Baptist  Homes  for  Aging 
began  March  16,  1959.  All  three  of  the  Homes  —  Resthaven,  Albe- 
marle, and  Headquarters  —  have  had  a  good  year,  and  have  been  filled 
practically  all  the  year  to  capacity  —  119,  counting  residents  and  help- 
ers. When  vacancies  occur,  there  are  far  more  applicants  on  the  wait- 
ing list  than  there  are  rooms  to  be  filled. 

Architectural  plans  and  specifications  for  the  enlargement  of  the 
infirmary  at  Headquarters,  Winston-Salem,  have  been  prepared,  and 
construction  of  28  additional  bedrooms  should  begin  by  September  or 
October.    Extra  room  in  the  infirmary  is  the  pressing  need  now. 
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It  brings  much  joy  to  report  that  all  indebtedness  incurred  with 
construction  of  the  Headquarters  Building  has  been  paid,  and  that  the 
three  Homes  —  Resthaven,  Albemarle,  and  Headquarters  Building  — 
are  free  from  debt,  thanks  to  our  Lord  and  friends  of  the  Homes  who 
have  helped  to  make  this  possible. 

The  pressing  needs  of  the  Homes  for  Aging  now  are  (1)  to  finish 
raising  the  funds  to  start  construction  of  the  Hamilton  Home,  and  (2) 
to  raise  about  $75,000  to  cover  the  balance  needed  to  pay  for  the  addi- 
tional facilities  in  the  infirmary  expansion.  When  they  are  completed, 
60  more  bedrooms  will  be  added  for  anxious  and  needy  residents,  thus 
increasing  the  total  capacity  of  all  the  Homes  to  170  residents. 

In  the  French  Broad  Baptist  Association  there  has  been  a  small 
increase  in  the  gifts,  but  we  still  would  like  for  more  churches  to  par- 
ticipate in  this  great  work.  As  you  know,  v/e  have  49  churches  in  our 
association,  but  only  28  churches  gave  $638.77  to  our  Homes  for  the 
Aging. 

Surely  the  words  of  our  Lord,  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto 
one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me,"  are 
applicable  to  those  who  help  make  such  services  possible.

STATE  MISSIONS 

"North  Carolina  State  Missions"  is  a  big  title  and  includes  many 
services.  As  the  name  implies,  it  is  mission  activity  concerned  with 
reaching,  teaching,  and  winning  of  people  in  our  state  to  Christ. 

There  are  approximately  25  different  phases  of  our  State  Mission 
program  in  North  Carolina.  The  field  of  its  service  is  wide,  rich,  and 
fascinating. 

We  should  indeed  be  thankful  that  we  have  an  organizational  plan 
with  trained  leadership  in  each  field  of  our  State  Missions  to  direct 
the  work  efficiently.  Each  one  is  thoroughly  efficient  in  its  field;  and 
yet  these  ministries  must  be  considered  as  a  whole,  working  together 
rather  than  independent  of  each  other.  Four  of  the  more  significant 
phases  of  our  State  Mission  work  are  promoted  through  the  Sunday 
School,  Training  Union,  Rural  Church,  and  Music  departments.  The 
work  of  State  Missions  is  a  program  of  training  and  development  for 
all  of  our  Sunday  schools  and  church  members  of  the  state.  This  phase 
alone  should  be  enough  to  challenge  the  best  that  we  have  in  giving 
and  in  work  for  State  Missions. 

Other  important  phases  of  State  Missions,  in  addition  to  religious 
education,  include  evangelism,  audio-visual  aids,  church  planning, 
interracial  cooperation.  Baptist  Student  Union,  Brotherhood  and  Royal 
Ambassadors,  Fruitland  Institute,  pastoral  and  preachers'  schools,  spe- 
cial work  for  such  groups  as  silent  people,  the  Allied  Church  League, 
and  Protestants  and  Other  Americans  United  for  Separation  of  Church 
and  State. 

On  September  20th,  we  shall  have  an  opportunity  to  contribute 
to  our  State  Mission  work.  Fellow  Baptists  of  the  French  Broad  As- 
sociation, do  we  wish  to  grow  more  churches  and  reach  more  people 
for  Christ  that  we  might  expand  our  missionary  ministry  around  the 
world?  If  we  do,  let  us  give  prayerfully,  cheerfully,  and  generously  to 
our  wonderful  State  Mission  program.

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  REPORT 
TO  FRENCH  BROAD  ASSOCIATION 

At  Enon  Baptist  Church,  Thursday,  August  6,  1959 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  the  French  Broad  Association 
achieves  her  purpose  of  enlisting  and  educating  for  missions  through 
a  program  of  work  centering  in  the  church  where  women  and  young 
people  study,  pray,  and  give  of  self  and  money  in  the  support  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Missionary  program.  The  Baptist  Jubilee  Advance 
is  a  movement  in  which  the  major  Baptist  fellowships  of  North  Amer- 
ica are  co-operating  to  reach  people  with  the  full  force  of  their  Chris- 
tian witness  and  to  lead  them  to  experience  new  Birth  and  Freedom 
through  faith.  It  is  an  attempt  to  quicken  within  all  Baptist  people 
a  sense  of  responsibility  for  zealously  carrying  out  the  Great  Com- 
mission. Our  watchword  for  this  year  is  "Sing  unto  the  Lord,  bless 
His  name;  shew  forth  his  salvation  from  day  to  day." 

"You  —  Witnessing  —  Now!"  was  the  theme  for  our  annual  meet- 
ing held  with  the  California  Creek  Church  on  April  29.  Mr.  Vance 
Vernon,  a  missionary  to  Brazil  and  Mrs.  LeRoy  Parker,  our  State 
W.  M.  U.  Vice-President,  were  our  speakers.  Mrs.  R.  P.  Stroup,  our 
Regional  President  spoke  also. 

In  the  forty-eight  W.  M.  U.  organizations  in  our  association  we 
have  705  members.  Of  this  number  497  contribute  regularly  to  the 
Co-Operative  Program,  and  295  are  tithers.  Our  gifts  for  the  Annie 
Armstrong  offering  were  $1,524.54.  This  was  considerably  more  than 
11%  increase  over  the  year  before.  Our  Lottie  Moon  offering  was 
$3,372.05.  In  addition  to  this  we  gave  $1,000.00  for  the  salary  of  Mrs. 
Robert  Goldie,  our  Missionary  to  Nigeria;  $300.00  special  to  Foreign 
missions,  $600.00  to  Ministerial  aid  and  $279.50  to  the  Heck-Jones 
offering. 

Our  subscriptions  to  Royal  Service  have  more  than  doubled  dur- 
ing the  past  year  and  a  haK.  It  is  our  goal  to  have  each  woman  hav- 
ing access  to  this  magazine.  Seventy-one  mission  study  classes  were 
taught.  Four  of  our  Y.  W.  A.  girls  attended  Southwide  Y.  W.  A.  Camp 
at  Ridgecrest. 

Our  hymn  for  the  year  is  "O  For  a  Thousand  Tongues  to  Sing". 
While  this  hymm  expresses  the  glory  and  peace  of  Christian  experience, 
it  reflects  an  intense  awareness  of  the  privilege  and  necessity  of  shar- 
ing the  glorious  message  with  those  yet  unreached.  As  members  of 
the  French  Broad  W.  M.  U.  sing  God's  praises  and  gratefully  serve 
Him,  may  these  challenging  words  from  the  hymn  be  our  prayer: 

My  gracious  master  and  my  God, 

Assist  me  to  proclaim 

To  spread  thro'  all  the  earth  abroad

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TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

The  Training  Unions  of  The  French  Broad  Association  have  shown 
this  year  their  desire  to  train  ourselves  to  serve  Christ  more  efficiently 
in  our  Churches. 

In  September  of  1958  we  were  fortunate  to  have  help  from  the 
State  Training  Union  Department  in  an  association-wide  Leadership 
Training  study.  This  study  course  was  well  attended  and  appreciated 
by  our  churches. 

The  meeting  in  October  was  a  Clinic  for  Church  Officers  and 
Committees.  This  valuable  experience  was  sponsored  by  the  Training 
Union  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Sunday  School  and  other  depart- 
ments of  our  association. 

Twenty  of  our  Training  Unions  were  represented  at  the  annual 
Mobilization  Night  at  Mars  Hill  Church,  with  430  members  present. 
The  1959  theme  of  "Thou  art  the  Christ"  was  brought  out  well  in  the 
message  by  the  Rev.  James  Pharr  of  Lenoir. 

Film  strips  were  shown  in  our  Officer  and  Leaders  Council  held  at 
Calvary  Church  in  February.  Much  helpful  information  was  passed 
on  to  us  by  the  Associational  Leader  in  each  age  group. 

March  was  the  date  of  the  mass  meeting  at  Middle  Fork  Church. 
Twelve  Juniors  displayed  effects  of  good  training  in  the  Memory  Work. 
These  twelve  were  winners  also  in  the  regional  and  state  tournaments. 
Fruits  of  the  labors  of  their  consecrated  leaders  wil  show  for  years  to 
come.  Richard  Dillingham  from  Forks  of  Ivy  Church  was  judged  best 
in  associational  and  regional  Better  Speakers  Contest. 

The  Young  People  of  our  association  showed  much  promise  in 
their  ability  as  leaders  of  tomorrow,  in  the  planning  and  carrying  out 
an  inspiring  Youth  Night.  This  was  held  at  Locust  Grove  Church. 
The  Rev.  W.  G.  Russell  from  Calvary  Church  spoke  to  a  fine  group  of 
young  people  at  this  service. 

There  is  a  great  challenge  and  a  great  responsibility  in  the  train- 
ing of  our  young  people.  The  future  of  our  churches  depend  on  the 
training  and  leadership  we  offer  them  in  our  Training  Union  work. 

With  the  command  from  Christ  to  "Go  ye  therefore  —  teaching 
them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you",  we 
must  give  no  less  than  our  best  to  the  job  of  training  in  our  Training 
Unions. 

In  our  next  years  work  let's  heed  the  advice  given  to  Timothy, 
"Study  to  shew  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a  workman  that  needeth 
not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of  truth." 

To  each  of  you  who  have  helped  to  make  this  year  a  step  forward 
in  Christ's  work,  I  offer  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation.

The  purpose  of  the  Brotherhood  is  to  enlist  the  manpower  of  our 
Churches  in  promoting  and  undergirding  all  phases  of  the  Church 
work,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  Royal  Ambassador  work. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  7  active  Brotherhoods.  There  are 
several  Churches  now  ready  to  enter  this  neglected  field  of  work. 
We  have  10  Churches  reported  to  have  at  least  on  R.  A.  Chapter  and 
3  Churches  with  2  chapters. 
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We  would  recommend: 

1.  That  more  emphasis  be  placed  on  training  our  local  Church

3.  That  all  Churches  seek  to  see  the  potential  Christian  man- 
power in  the  lives  of  boys,  and  make  an  effort  to  reach  and 
train  these  boys  to  carry  out  God's  work.

BAPTIST  PERIODICALS 

It  is  impossible  to  measure  the  importance  of  Christian  literature 
in  our  church  life  since  Christian  literature  performs  such  a  unique 
variety  of  services.  For  example,  the  Royal  Service  and  Home  Mis- 
sions publications  are  indispensable  for  the  enlargement  of  the  mis- 
sionary vision  of  our  people.  The  majority  of  our  folk  can't  go  to  the 
mission  fields  and  not  often  does  a  missionary  come  to  them;  therefore, 
these  publications  have  been  a  great  help  in  bringing  the  mission 
fields  to  our  people. 

The  Biblical  Recorder  and  Charily  and  Children  have  brought  us 
closer  to  our  brothers  and  sisters  in  Christ  by  giving  us  information 
about  their  activities  and  needs. 

The  Home  Life  and  Open  Windows  have  been  helpful  in  develop- 
ing and  directing  the  spiritual  life  of  our  own  people  in  their  homes. 
Home  Life  contains  reading  that  is  inspiring  to  children  as  well  as 
"grown-ups".  Open  Windows,  often  found  in  the  homes  of  "shut-ins" 
seems  to  indicate  its  spiritual  helpfulness. 

The  Sunday  School  and  Training  Union  quarterlies  and  magazines 
are  very  effective  in  training  up  our  people  in  the  Christian  way  of 
life.  The  Sunday  School  teacher's  quarterly  has  been  a  great  help  to 
the  teacher  in  preparing  the  lessons.  Experience  seems  to  suggest  that 
the  literature  coming  from  our  Baptist  presses  is  excellent.  It  is  said 
that  our  Southern  Baptists  have  a  finer  selection  of  Christian  literature 
than  any  other  denomination  in  America.  One  of  its  great  aims  is  to 
teach  and  inspire  us  for  greater  service  in  Christ's  work.

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REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

French  Broad  Association  —  1959 

Our  State  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  Rev.  Julian  Hopkins, 
says  that  evangelism  is  the  heart  of  God's  work  on  earth  and  he  la- 
ments the  fact  that  in  our  state  where  2^/2  million  people  are  without 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  it  is  taking,  on  an  average,  25  church  members 
to  win  one  to  baptism  and  church  membership.  The  best  record  we 
have  in  the  state  is  in  the  Burnt  Swamp  Association  where  in  1958 
there  was  a  baptism  for  each  12  members.  The  West  Liberty  ratio  was 
129  members  to  each  baptism.  In  the  French  Broad  Association  the 
ratio  was  30  to  1. 

There  is  much  confession  about  our  progress,  slow  progress,  in 
evangelizii:ig  our  kindred  and  acquaintances.  An  editorial  in  our  Bibli- 
cal Recorder,  July  18,  1959,  has  the  following  statement:  "Of  course, 
it  is  a  well-known  fact  that  all  church  members  soce  not  praying,  living 
and  working  to  win  the  lost  people  to  Christ." 

"The  question  for  me  is  not  are  the  heathen  lost  v/ithout  the  Gos- 
pel; but  am  I  saved  if  I  have  the  Gospel  and  fail  to  give  it  to  them?"

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

It  is  said  there  are  2,796  languages  and  dialects  in  the  world.  The 
American  Bible  Society  has  translated  and  published  many  parts  of 
■the  Bible  in  1,092  languages.  They  add  about  10  new  languages  to  that 
each  year,  as  the  missionaries  go  into  the  fields  and  learn  the  lang- 
uages. There  are  about  1,000  languages  and  dialects  in  which  some 
part  of  the  Scriptures  should  still  be  translated  and  published. 

An  example  of  their  work,  is  to  know  that  they  furnish  the  Braille 
Bibles  to  the  blind  at  25c  a  volume.  It  takes  25  volumes  for  the  whole 
Bible.  The  printing  cost  is  $90.00.  Gifts  such  as  yours  and  mine  make 
up  the  difference.  They  have  made  many  Talking  Book  Records  for 
the  blind.  They  also  introduced  The  Finger  Phono,  a  small  hand  op- 
erated phonograph,  which  can  be  supphed  with  Scripture  recordings 
for  tribes  and  many  people  where  the  rate  of  literacy  is  very  low. 

Some  of  our  churches  are  buying  some  Bibles  from  them.  I'm 
sure  many  of  our  pews  in  The  French  Broad  Association  need  more 
Bibles  on  them.  Each  church  needs  a  new  Bible  to  give  to  each  new 
convert.    Some  churches  are  ordering  the  Bible  reading  for  each  day. 
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World  wide  Bible  Reading  must  be  our  Christian  goal.  Each  year 
Christians  around  the  world  recognize  the  God-given  blessing  of  the 
Bible  in  their  own  tongue. 

Let  us  as  churches  of  The  French  Broad  Association  strive  to  give 
more  to  the  American  Bible  Society  in  the  future  than  we  have  given 
in  the  past,  both  as  churches  and  as  individuals.

STEWARDSHIP 

Christian  Stewardship  has  been  defined  as  the  recognition  of  God's 
ownership  of  one's  person,  one's  powers,  and  one's  possessions,  and 
the  faithful  use  of  these  for  the  advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom  in 
this  world.  We  find  in  Genesis  1:1,  "In  the  beginning,  God  created 
the  heavens  and  the  earth."  In  Psalm  24:1,  we  read  "The  earth  is  the 
Lord's,  and  the  fullness  thereof;  the  world,  and  they  that  dwell  there- 
in." Also,  in  Hag.  2:8,  we  find  "The  silver  is  mine,  and  the  gold  is 
mine,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts." 

So,  we  find  that  all  things  belong  to  God,  because  He  created  all 
things,  and  He  gives  all  things.  Also,  we  Christians  belong  to  God, 
not  only  because  He  created  us,  but  because  He  redeemed  us.  What 
we  have,  even  our  lives,  is  a  sacred  trust  from  God  because  we  own 
nothing.  God  permits  us  to  use  them  for  a  while,  and  when  they  are 
returned,  we  must  give  an  account  as  to  how  v\^e  used  all  our  time, 
powers,  and  possessions.  Stewardship  is  taught  and  stressed  through- 
out the  whole  of  the  Old  and  the  New  Testaments. 

First,  there  is  the  stewardship  of  self,  and  that  means  all.  We  are 
not  our  own,  for  we  are  bought  with  a  price.    I  Cor.  6:19-20. 

Second,  we  are  stewards  of  our  time.  A  good  steward  will  try  not 
to  waste  his  time. 

Third,  we  are  stewards  of  our  possessions.  We  are  stewards  of 
ALL  we  have,  but  in  acknowledgment  of  that  stewardship,  we  are  to 
give  at  least  a  tenth  of  our  increase  for  His  work. 

Fourth,  we  are  stewards  of  the  Gospel.  This  means  to  love  the 
Gospel,  live  it,  and  share  it  with  the  world. 

In  our  association,  the  1957-1958  Minute  showed  only  306  persons 
baptized  in  that  associational  year.  The  ratio  of  baptisms  for  all  48 
churches  was  one  to  30  members.  Yes,  stewardship  includes  winning 
souls  which  is  the  mission  of  a  Christian.  Also,  the  Minute  reported 
that  on  an  average,  we  gave  only  $2.00  per  member  for  all  causes. 
Also,  that  only  19  churches  of  48  reported  any  tithers.  Will  we  be  held 
accountable  for  these  records?  Yes,  for  we  find  in  Romans  14:12, 
"Everyone  of  us  shall  give  account  of  himself  to  God." 

The  whole  principle  may  be  illustrated  by  the  mountain  stream. 
The  little  bubbling  brook  receives  its  water  from  heaven  and  goes 
running  down  the  mountainside.  If  it  keeps  flowing,  the  flowers 
bloom  and  the  bushes  grow  on  its  banks,  and  from  its  waters  the  birds 
and  beasts  drink.  As  a  stream,  it  fertilizes  and  waters  the  soil,  and  as 
a  river  it  services  mankind.  Thus,  it  is  a  blessing.  But,  if  a  part  of  it 
stops  by  the  wayside  to  rest,  it  will  become  a  stagnant,  poisonous  pool. 
With  no  outlet,  the  water  will  stagnate,  breed  poisonous  insects,  and 
spread  disease  and  death  throughout  the  surrounding  area.  So,  it  is 
with  us.  We  must  receive  and  then  we  must  give  out  in  order  to  live 
and  be  useful  for  Christ  and  a  blessing  to  mankind. 
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"That  man  may  last,  but  never  lives, 
Who  much  receives,  but  nothing  gives; 
Whom  none  can  love,  whom  none  can  thank,  — 
Creation's  blot,  creation's  blank.  — "

The  Music  Report  was  given  by  Mrs.  Charles  Carter.  Two  special 
songs  were  sung  by  the  Mars  Hill  Junior  Choir  after  which  the  report 
was  adopted. 

ASSOCIATION AL  MUSIC  REPORT 

Music  from  the  beginning  has  played  an  extremely  vital  part  in 
the  New  Testament  Church  life.  It  enables  the  worshiper  to  express 
audibly  his  feelings  of  love,  adoration,  and  praise  to  God.  Each  time 
a  group  assembles  to  worship,  a  song  is  the  first  thing  to  be  proposed. 

Love  of  music  developed  in  childhood  adds  much  to  life.  This 
same  love  of  music  instilled  into  the  lives  of  church  members  adds  to 
the  life  of  the  church. 

If  the  Associational  Church  Music  Program  is  to  succeed,  some  one 
must  assume  the  responsibility  for  seeing  that  music  takes  it's  right- 
ful place  and  for  helping  fill  the  needs  of  our  rural  churches.  This  has 
been  the  purpose  of  our  music  committee  for  the  past  three  years. 
This  seven  member  music  committee  has  had  rich  experiences  through 
the  work.  We  trust  that  this  is  only  the  beginning  of  a  music  move- 
ment that  will  grow  and  grow  and  cannot  be  depleted. 

For  the  past  year  our  quarterly  hymn-sings  have  been  poorly  at- 
tended, but  we  feel  they  have  been  a  blessing  to  the  ones  who  have 
attended  so  regularly. 

The  Christmas  Carol  sing  held  at  Middle  Fork  Church  in  Decem- 
ber was  considered  the  highlight  of  the  year.  The  church  house  was 
filled  with  people  to  participate  in  the  Candlelight  service  using  "Joy 
To  The  World"  as  the  theme. 

In  January  of  this  year  we  again  had  an  Associational  Music  School 
introduced  by  a  hymn-sing  on  Sunday  afternoon.  Again,  due  to  incle- 
ment weather,  our  number  present  was  low.  However,  the  study  and 
fellowship  offered  as  much  as  in  previous  years. 

We  have  held  two  music  conferences  in  the  past  year  to  help  our 
people  with  the  music  work  in  their  churches. 

The  Music  Committee  met  quarterly  to  pray  and  plan  to  best  serve 
our  people. 

Rather  than  dwell  on  that  which  has  passed,  let  us  turn  our  eyes 
to  the  futiu-e.  In  doing  so,  we  wish  to  make  the  following  recom- 
mendations for  our  music  work  for  the  coming  year: 

1.  That  we  have  a  central  music  school  for  our  churches  for  a 
week  of  training  in  church  music. 

2.  That  we  have  a  number  of  music  training  schools  located  in 
several  local  churches. 

3.  That  we  have  two  Music  Educational  Conferences  to  train  our 
church  music  officers. 

4.  That  we  have  Hymn-sings  quarterly. 

5.  That  we  have  a  Christmas  Carol  Sing. 

The  sincere  prayer  of  your  out-going  music  secretary  is  that  the 
coming  year  m.ay  be  one  of  the  most  significant  in  the  history  of  our 
French  Broad  music  education  program.

The  second  vote  for  acceptance  of  the  North  Fork  Church  was 
taken.    The  body  voted  by  standing  and  there  were  no  dissenting  votes.

ASSOCIATIONAL  REPORT  —  1959 

CHILDREN  SERVED 

More  than  1,000  boys  and  girls  were  served  by  the  Children's 
Homes  during  the  past  year.  Mills  Home,  Kennedy  Home,  and  Odum 
Home  provided  care  for  547  children  while  197  lived  in  foster  homes. 
Through  financial  assistance  of  the  Mother's  Aid  program  40  children 
were  able  to  live  with  their  mothers.  Supervision  and  financial  help 
were  afforded  30  college  students.  Resourceful  case  workers  assisted 
214  additional  children  to  find  homes  with  relatives  and  other  social 
service  agencies. 

MORE  ADEQUATE  FINANCIAL  SUPPORT 

The  Convention  has  voted  to  bring  the  Children's  Homes  into  the 
Cooperative  Program  on  the  same  basis  a^  all  other  institutions  and 
objects.  Churches  may  continue  to  send  Once-A-Month  offerings  and 
special  gifts.  Designated  gifts  from  Churches  to  the  Children's  Homes 
will  be  administered  by  the  Convention  in  the  same  manner  as  desig- 
nated gifts  from  Churches  to  other  institutions.  The  Homes  are  en- 
couraged with  this  improved  financial  relationship  with  the  Conven- 
tion. The  deficit  for  1959  will  be  approximately  $65,000.  The  only 
way  the  Homes  have  of  meeting  the  $65,000  deficit  this  year  is  through 
a  substantial  increase  in  the  Thanksgiving  Offering. 

WHAT  OF  THE  FUTURE? 

With  the  increase  in  population,  the  development  of  industry,  the 
growth  of  cities  and  the  mounting  tensions  in  present  day  society, 
there  is  an  increasing  demand  for  services  to  dependent  children.  Your 
Children's  Homes  are  being  asked  by  the  Convention  to  expand  their 
services.  With  your  prayers,  loyal  and  generous  support,  your  leader- 
ship will  continue  to  move  forward  as  resources  are  made  available. 

We  trust  that  each  Church  will  respond  liberally  as  we  continue 
our  Christ-ordained  ministry  to  the  dependent  children  of  North 
Carolina.

LITTLE  IVY  COMMUNITY  W.  M.  S.— 
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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE 
FRENCH  BROAD  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

Article  I  —  Name 

Section  1.  The  Name  of  this  body  shall  be  the  French  Broad  Mis- 
sionary Baptist  Association. 

Article  II  —  Purpose 

Section  1.     The  Purpose  of  this  body  shall  be: 

1.  To  Coordinate  and  Promote  (a)  Missions,  (b)  Christian  Educa- 
tion, (c)  and  such  forms  of  social  service  as  the  body  may  engage  in. 

2.  To  Cooperate  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention  in  Kingdom  advancement. 

3.  The  association  shall  advise  and  assist,  but  shall  have  no  power 
whatsoever  to  infringe  upon  the  rights  of  the  churches.  All  churches 
constituting  the  association  remain  sovereign  and  independent  bodies 
and  cooperate  through  the  association  only  that  they  may  more  effec- 
tively promote  the  cause  of  Christ. 

Article  III  —  Membership 

Section  1.    Membership. 

1.  This  association  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly  constituted 
Missionary  Baptist  churches  in  this  general  area  who  have  been  ac- 
cepted as  members  and  who  shall  be  represented  by: 

a.  The  duly  elected  messengers  of  the  member  churches. 

b.  The  active  officials  of  the  association. 

c.  Those  reporting  on  any  phase  of  the  work  of  the  association, 
providing  they  are  members  of  a  member  church. 

2.  A  church  may  be  added  to  the  membership  of  the  association 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  association  on  the  first  day,  and  a  majority 
vote  on  the  second  day. 

3.  Any  member  church  may  withdraw  from  the  association  at 
its  pleasure. 

Sectioji  II.  Messengers:  Each  church  is  entitled  to  three  mes- 
sengers and  one  additional  messenger  for  every  twenty-five  members 
above  fifty. 

Section  III.  Limit  in  number  of  messengers:  No  church  shall 
have  more  than  ten  messengers  with  the  exception  of  the  pastors  and 
the  associational  officers,  who  automatically  are  messengers  ex  officio. 

Article  IV  —  Officers 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  association  shall  be  (1)  a  Mod- 
erator, (2)  a  Vice  Moderator,  (3)  A  Clerk,  (4)  a  Treasurer,  (5)  the  Field 
Worker,  (6)  the  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  (7)  the  Training  Union 
Director,  (8)  the  President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  (9)  the 
President  of  the  Brotherhood,  (10)  and  the  Secretary  of  Church  Music. 

Section  2.  Election  of  Officers:  Those  officers,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  Field  Worker,  shall  be  elected  as  follows: 

1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  nominating  committee  which 
shall  present  a  slate  of  officers  which,  together  with  any  nominations 
that  are  made  from  the  floor,  shall  be  voted  uf)on  during  the  first 
session  of  the  association  in  its  annual  meeting.  Election  is  by  two- 
thirds  majority  vote. 

2.  The  Field  Worker  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Executive 
Committee  and  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  association 
for  an  indefinite  period. 
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3.  The  Associational  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union,  and  Brotherhood  shall  select  presidents  or  directors 
for  their  respective  organizations  and  recommend  these  persons  to  the 
nomination  committee  to  be  presented  with  the  proposed  officers  for 
election. 

Section  3.  The  Tenure  of  Office:  The  terms  of  office  shall  be  as 
follows: 

1.  The  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk  and  Treasurer  are  to 
take  office  at  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  the  annual  associational 
meetings. 

2.  The  work  of  the  acting  clerk  is  not  completed,  however,  until 
the  work  of  the  current  session  of  the  association  is  completed  and  the 
minutes  printed  and  distributed. 

3.  The  Moderator  may  not  serve  more  than  four  years  consecu- 
tively. 

Article  V  —  Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Mod- 
erator, who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  committee,  the  Vice  Moderator, 
the  Clerk,  the  Treasurer,  the  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  the 
Training  Union  Director,  the  President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  the  Brotherhood  President,  the  Secretary  of  Church  Music,  the 
Field  Worker,  and  in  addition,  one  pastor  and  two  lay  members  to  be 
appointed  by  the  new  Moderator. 

1.  The  Moderator,  vice  moderator,  clerk,  and  treasurer  shall  be 
from  different  churches. 

2.  The  pastor  and  two  lay  members  shall  be  from  three  churches 
not  already  represented  on  the  committee. 

Section  2.  The  Duty  of  the  Executive  Committee:  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  carry  out  the  plans  laid  at  the 
annual  session  of  the  association,  as  far  as  possible,  and  in  line  with 
the  general  policies  and  practices  of  the  associational  work. 

Article  VI  —  Promotion  Committee 

Section  1.  The  Promotion  Committee  is  composed  of  the  Asso- 
ciational officers  and  additional  members  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Committee  on  Reports. 

1.  These  additional  members  include  the  historian  and  the  re- 
porters for  Hospital,  Orphanage,  Relief  and  Annuity,  Temperance  and 
Civic  Righteousness,  Cooperative  Program,  Christian  Education  and 
Baptist  Schools,  American  Bible  Society,  Homes  for  Aging,  Evange- 
lism, Stewardship,  Baptist  Periodicals. 

2.  The  Vacation  Bible  School  Superintendent  is  also  a  reporting 
member  but  is  appointed  by  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Super- 
intendent, with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.     Responsibilities  of  the  Promotion  Committee: 

1.  Each  reporter  should  serve  throughout  the  year  to  acquaint 
the  churches  with  and  to  promote  the  organization  of  phase  of  work 
he  represents. 

2.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association  each  reporter  shall 
read  a  prepared  report  of  not  over  three  hundred  words  concerning 
the  phase  of  work  which  he  represents. 

Article  VII  —  Steering  Committee 

Section  1.  The  Steering  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  pas- 
tor and  two  lay  members  from  each  church,  the  lay  members  to  be 
elected  by  the  church  which  he  represents. 

Section  2.  Responsibilities  of  the  Steering  Committee:  The  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  Steering  Committee  shall  be  two-fold: 
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1.  To  meet  from  time  to  time  with  members  of  the  Executive 
and  Promotion  Committee  to  consider  the  Kingdom  work  in  the  asso- 
ciation. 

2.  To  assist  in  acquainting  the  churches  with  different  phases  of 
the  work. 

Article  VIII  —  Other  Committees 

Section  1.  The  following  Standing  Committees  of  the  association 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  moderator: 

1.  Nomination  Committee 

2.  Committee  on  Reports 

3.  Program  Committee 

4.  Committee  on  Places  and  Preachers 

5.  Constitutional  Amendment  Committee 

6.  Committee  on  Resolutions 

Section  2.  No  person  shall  serve  on  the  same  committee  of  the 
above  group  for  more  than  two  consecutive  years. 

Article  IX  —  Annual  Meetings 

Section  1.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  association  shall  be  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  following  the  first  Sunday  in  August. 

Article  X  —  Amendment 

Section  1.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  ses- 
sion of  the  association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  association  on  the 
first  day,  and  a  majority  vote  on  the  second  day.

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM,  FRENCH  BROAD 
ASSOCIATION,  1960 

If,  since  we  met  last  year,  you  have  been  or  your  church  has  been 
the  means  of  leading  some  lost  person — brother,  sister,  son,  daughter, 
father,  mother,  husband,  wife  or  friend — to  know  and  love  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  in  true  salvation  you  have  great  joy  in  your  heart  today! 

One  of  the  most  solemn  obligations  and  joyful  privileges  we  have 
is  to  "seek  the  salvation  of  our  kindred  and  acquaintances."  It  is  a 
promise  we  made  in  our  covenant  when  we  joined  the  church.  It  is  a 
sacred  trust,  beginning  at  home. 

Southern  Baptists,  with  love  for  the  lost,  are  asked  'to  cooperate  in 
a  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival  which  emphasizes  evangelistic  efforts 
through  the  Associations  for  the  year  1961-1964. 

Knowing  how  precious  the  Lord  can  be  to  the  lost  people  in  our 
communities,  loving  them  as  someone  loved  us  and  desiring  to  co- 
operate with  other  churches  and  associations  in  an  effort  to  carry  out 
our  Lord's  commission,  we  therefore  recommend: 

1.  That  our  Association  have  an  evangelistic  clinic  on  November 
21,  1960. 

2.  That  our  Association  cooperate  with  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Re- 
vival Plan,  and  that  each  church  schedule  evangelistic  services  for 
March  29-April  12,  1961. 

3.  That  our  Association  ask  our  Associational  officers  to  serve  as 
a  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival  Committee. 
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4,  That  every  church  cooperate  with  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival 
in  1961,  placing  emphasis  upon  teaching  and  personal  effort  in  soul- 
winning  on  the  part  of  every  member.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

In  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  Christian  Education  is  pro- 
moted through  the  "Education  Commission."  This  "Education  Com- 
mission" is  concerned  with  promoting,  making  surveys  and  special 
studies,  recruiting  teachers,  and  givmg  vocational  guidance  for  the 
seventy-one  institutions  of  learning  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion. These  seventy-one  institutions  include  seminaries,  colleges,  and 
schools. 

In  North  Carolina,  the  Baptist  State  Convention  promotes  our 
seven  Baptist  Colleges:  Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  Mars  Hill,  Gardner- 
Webb,  Campbell,  Chowan,  and  Vv^'ingate,  through  the  "Division  of 
Christian  Education." 

In  the  last  year,  there  were  enrolled  in  our  seven  Baptist  colleges 
in  North  Carolina  some  8,100  students.  The  annual  operating  costs  of 
these  seven  colleges  amounts  to  more  than  ten  million  dollars,  with 
about  one  half  of  one  million,  or  about  one  twentieth  of  the  cost,  com- 
ing through  our  Cooperative  Program  plan  of  giving. 

Some  of  the  problems  of  our  colleges  are:  (1)  An  increasing  num- 
ber of  students  seek  admission  each  year.  Throughout  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  as  a  whole  our  Baptist  colleges  now  enroll  only 
one  out  of  five  Baptist  students  who  attend  college  in  the  area  of  the 
convention.  If  all  Baptist  students  sought  enrollment  in  Baptist  col- 
leges the  schools  would  be  hopelessly  swamped.  The  Southern  Baptist 
Education  Commission  in  its  report  to  the  Convention  in  Miami,  Flor- 
ida on  May  18,  1960  said,  "There  is  no  prospect  that  Baptist  colleges 
will  ever  have  enough  resources  to  offer  a  place  to  every  Baptist  stu- 
dent. Therefore,  the  colleges  must  try  to  decide  v/hat  their  maximum 
registration  will  be  and  then  make  every  effort  to  enroll  the  best  pos- 
sible students  who  apply."  (2)  Although  denominational  support  is 
increasing,  our  colleges  are  still  in  great  need  of  new  buildings,  reno- 
vations, salary  increases,  and  larger  endowments.  (3)  The  real  heart 
of  a  college  is  its  faculty,  and  our  Baptist  colleges  have  to  compete 
with  business  and  industry  and  the  defense  effort  in  securing  able 
teachers.  Our  colleges  make  every  effort  to  secure  and  hold  dedicated 
teachers.    This  is  a  never-ending  task  and  concern. 

In  spite  of  these  problems,  however,  the  colleges  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  are  88.2  per  cent  accredited  as  compared  with  the 
national  average  for  all  colleges  which  is  77.2  per  cent. 

To  return  to  North  Carolina,  as  a  result  of  the  study  and  report 
made  to  the  State  Convention  by  the  "Committee  of  25,"  specific  rec- 
ommendations have  been  made  to  our  seven  colleges  as  follows:  Wake 
Forest — that  provision  be  made  for  resuming  graduate  study,  for  both 
the  master's  and  doctor's  degrees  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Meredith — 
for  growth  to  a  student  enrollment  of  1,000.  Mars  Hill,  Campbell,  and 
Wingate — to  consider  the  possibility  of  becoming  four-year  senior  col- 
leges as  soon  as  possible.  Gardner-Webb  and  Chowan — to  continue  as 
junior  colleges  with  provision  for  converting  to  sen>or  colleges  when 
their  trustees  and  administrations  consider  this  advisable. 
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Last  November  the  Baptist  State  Convention  appointed  a  "Com- 
mittee of  21"  members  "to  work  with  the  Council  on  Christian  Educa- 
tion and  the  General  Secretary  of  the  Convention  to  study  the  pressing 
needs  of  the  seven  Baptist  colleges,  and  to  bring  to  the  Convention  in 
1960  a  recommended  program  and  plan  for  meeting  the  pressing  finan- 
cial needs  of  these  schools." 

Out  of  some  15,000  Baptist  young  people  graduating  from  North 
Carolina  high  schools  last  year  some  10,000  never  entered  any  college 
at  all.  Many  of  these  were  extremely  able  and  qualified  to  become 
leaders  in  their  churches  and  communities.  This  situation  will  grow 
worse  year  by  year  unless  we  take  hold,  with  faith  and  vision,  to  turn 
our  Baptist  youth  to  training,  education,  and  service  to  God's  kingdom.

Baptist  and  Regional  Sunday  School  Superintendent  in  charge. 

Sept.  2 — An  Associational  Sunday  School  meeting  was  held  at 
Long  Branch  Church,  our  plans  and  goals  were  discussed.  Due  to  a 
very  severe  storm  in  the  Asheviile  area,  the  speaker,  W.  L.  Smiley,  of 
West  Asheviile,  was  unable  to  get  there.  Rev.  David  Roberts  then  had 
the  distinction  of  being  the  first  man  ever  to  introduce  a  speaker  that 
wasn't  there.  In  his  usual  capable  manner  he  took  care  of  the  situa- 
tion. 

The  week  of  Jan.  2  Bible  Study  was  observed  by  a  number  of 
churcnes,  using  the  two  Books  of  Timofhy. 

The  week  of  April  4th,  after  a  postponement  due  to  the  heavy 
snows  in  March,  our  simultaneous  Associational  Study  Course  was 
held  with  the  following  churches:  Upper  Laurel,  Middle  Fork,  Locust 
Grove,  Bull  Creek,  Madison  Seminary,  Davis  Chapel,  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  420,  with  300  earning  awards.

Mr.  Hollingsworth  gave  a  word  of  greeting  from  Wake  Forest 
College. 

The  historian's  report  given  by  Rev.  J.  A.  McLeod  was  given  at 
this  time. 

HISTORIAN'S  REPORT 

Continued  progress  can  be  observed  in  the  construction  of  church 
buildings  and  improved  facilities  for  education  and  worship.  Marshall, 
Paint  Gap,  Walnut  Creek,  and  Trinity  have  completed  or  have  under 
construction  new  houses  of  worship.  Laurel  Bend,  Laurel  Chapel,  and 
Calvary  have  plans  and  are  raising  funds  for  buildings.  Little  Creek 
has  improved  its  building.  Bull  Creek  has  made  improvements  on  its 
parsonage.  Alexander,  Locust  Grove,  Piney  Grove  and  Hot  Springs 
nave  completed  educational  plants,  and  Piney  Mountain  has  almost 
completed  its  excellent  plant.  Others  have  added  pews  and  otherwise 
improved  the  interiors  of  their  sanctuaries.  All  of  the  churches  now 
have  pianos  or  organs  or  both. 

Six  new  pastors  have  come  to  the  association  during  the  year: 
John  Self,  Big  Laurel;  J.  C.  Furr,  Enon  and  North  Fork;  Orlando  Haw- 
kins, Gabriel's  Creek;  Zane  Ponder,  Laurel  Bend;  C.  D.  Sawyer,  Madi- 
son Seminary;  Charles  D.  Davis,  Mars  Hill;  Earl  Blankenship,  Paint 
Gap;  and  Roland  Millsaps,  Trinity.  Two  pastors  have  returned  to  the 
association:  L.  A.  Rich  at  Beech  Glen  and  Laurel  Branch  and  Claude 
Rice  at  Union  Valley. 

Mr.  Roberts  reports  that  Vacation  Bible  Schools  have  been  held  or 
will  be  held  in  all  forty-nine  churches  of  the  association  and  the  Mt. 
Olive  Baptist  Church  (colored)  this  summer;  that  all  the  churches  par- 
ticipated in  the  Mother's  Day  offering  for  the  Baptist  Hospital;  forty- 
one   churches   reported   cash   offerings   to   the   orphanage   and   others 
shared  in  the  gifts  of  produce  and  other  needed  items,  among  the  gifts 
this  year  being  120  quilts;  and  all  of  the  churches  will  have  contributed 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  during  the  calendar  year. 
The  old  order  changeth,  yielding  place  to  new; 
And  God  fulfills  himself  in  many  ways 
Lest  one  good  custom  should  corrupt  the  world. 

In  1896  it  was  stated  at  the  Baptist  State  Convention  that  Western 
North  Carolina  was  the  most  thoroughly  evangelized  area  in  the  world. 
That  statement  can  no  longer  be  made.  Our  revival  meetings  are  not 
what  they  were  in  other  days.  With  the  many  distractions  and  other 
interests,  young  people  and  others  who  are  not  church  members  are 
not  attending  evangelistic  meetings  in  large  numbers.  Let  it  not  be 
said,  however,  that  the  old  order  is  dead  and  the  new  is  powerless  to 
be  born.  Even  if  the  day  of  the  big  meeting  cannot  be  brought  back, 
the  church  cannot  waver  in  its  redemptive  mission.  If  a  church  re- 
laxes its  efforts  to  seek  and  to  save  that  which  is  lost,  the  word  Ichabod 
should  be  inscribed  over  its  portals. 

Hopeful  signs  may  be  seen  in  the  personal  evangelism  of  pastors, 
teachers,  youth  leaders,  and  others.  Last  year  72  professions  of  faith 
were  reported  from  the  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  It  appears  that  the 
time  has  come  for  the  churches  of  the  association  to  consider  seriously 
cooperating  in  the  Simultaneous  Crusade  proposed  for  the  spring.

ANNUITY  REPORT 

The  word  "relief"  has  been  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  Relief 
and  Annuity  Board  as  a  result  of  action  taken  by  the  convention.  The 
title  is  now  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  This 
agency  has  handled  a  declining  number  of  relief  cases  as  more  and 
more  Baptist  pastors  and  denominational  workers  have  taken  coverage 
under  the  retirement  and  annuity  programs  offered  by  the  board.  Thus, 
the  name  changed. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  entrusted  this  Annuity  Board 
with  the  responsibility  of  caring  for  our  pastors  and  their  families  in 
the  days  of  need  and  anxiety.  This  program  of  protection  is  called 
the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan. 

If  the  church  is  in  the  Protection  Plan,  the  Board  is  there  to  serve 
in  time  of  sickness,  death,  or  disability  of  the  pastor.  The  Board  is 
there  to  serve  at  retirement  at  the  age  of  65  after  which  the  pastor  re- 
ceives his  annuity  for  life. 

All  churches  are  urged  to  contribute  to  this  work  of  the  Annuity 
Board.  The  cost  to  the  church  is  only  10%  of  the  pastor's  salary.  If 
all  churches  contribute,  then  all  our  pastors  will  be  protected,  and  all 
our  churches  will  be  carrying  out  the  command  of  our  Lord. 

At  present,  five  churches  in  our  association  contribute  to  this 
phase  of  our  work.  Our  State  Convention  is  launching  an  intensive 
campaign  to  enlist  at  least  300  additional  churches  this  year.  We  rec- 
ommend that  our  association  adopt  our  share  of  this  as  a  goal. 

We  urge  that  this  program  be  presented  to  each  church  as  soon  as 
possible. 

We  have  among  our  Baptist  fellowship  a  wonderful  group  of  men 
who  have  retired  from  the  pastorate  or  from  denominational  positions. 
They  constitute  one  of  the  most  useful  and  essential  segments  of  our 
leadership.  Many  of  these  men  are  protected  by  the  retirement  plan. 
We  are  grateful  for  these,  but  let  us  show  our  gratitude  for  our  pres- 
ent pastors  by  enrolling  them  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan!

SUGGESTED  REPORT  (1960) 

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

BY  WILLIAM  A.  POOLE,  GENERAL  SUPERINTENDENT 

God's  gift  to  the  Homes  for  the  Aging  during  the  past  nine  years 
has  been  James  M.  Hayes,  Sr.  No  man  could  have  worked  harder,  or 
accomplished  more,  than  this  dedicated  man  of  God.  On  July  1,  he 
relinquished  the  heavy  and  challenging  responsibilities  of  the  office  of 
general  superintendent  to  his  successor,  William  A.  Poole. 

The  new  superintendent  is  diligently  at  work  and  is  finding  a 
solid  foundation  on  which  to  build  and  expand  our  ministry  to  the 
aging  in  our  midst. 
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Great  blessings  are  in  store  for  us  in  this  tenth  year  of  our  Homes 
for  the  Aging,  The  new  Infirmary  Annex,  constructed  at  a  cost  of 
$193,000,  and  with  28  new  rooms,  will  be  in  use  by  September  1.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  construction  of  the  proposed  new  Hamilton  Home  can 
be  started  by  late  summer,  with  lacilities  for  around  30  additional 
residents.  Oui-  hats  are  off  to  all  who  have  given  so  liberally  and 
worked  so  tirelessly  in  bringing  this  fourth  Home  to  fulfillment! 

At  the  present,  there  are  sixty  applicants  on  the  waiting  list,  and 
new  inquiries  and  applications  pouring  m  daily.  We  now  have  a  total 
of  106  residents  in  our  three  Homes — Resthaven,  20;  Albemarle,  34; 
Headquarters,  52.  Even  with  our  new  facilities,  it  is  not  unrealistic  to 
say  that  we  could  fill  rooms  up  to  500  in  the  next  two  years.  We  must 
attempt  great  things  for  God  and  expect  great  things  from  God  as  we 
plan  for  the  future  in  our  ministering  to  the  ever-growing  number  of 
the  aging  who  need  the  loving  care  of  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

One  of  the  life-lines  in  our  work  is  the  vital  relationship  that  we 
have  with  the  pastors  and  churches  of  our  Convention.  We  could  not 
operate  without  this  very  important  and  blessed  tie  that  binds.  We 
are  increasingly  dependent  upon  the  prayers  and  the  financial  support 
of  the  churches.  During  the  fiscal  year,  October  1,  1959,  to  August  1, 
1960,  we  have  received  $82,521.20  from  the  churches.  Of  this  amount, 
$76,352.70  was  contributed  through  the  Special  Day  Offerings  in  Feb- 
ruary. Although  this  amount  is  $123,000  short  of  our  goal  of  $200,000, 
we  are  profoundly  grateful  to  God  and  to  everyone  who  has  had  a 
part  in  contributing  to  the  worthy  cause  which  we  represent. 

We  are  constantly  experiencing  mixed  emotions  in  the  Homes.  We 
rejoiced  with  Aunt  Fannie  Drumwright  on  her  99th  birthday  in  July, 
and  were  saddened  by  the  deaths  of  Miss  Lillie  Herring  in  October, 
Mrs.  Mary  Holder  in  April,  Mr.  T.  J.  Castevens  in  June,  and  Mrs.  An- 
nie Smith  in  July. 

We  shall  welcome  a  visit  to  the  Homes  from  our  fellow  Baptists 
at  any  time  and  stand  ready  at  all  times  to  render  the  service  that 
God  has  called  us  to  render  to  the  aging. 

Let  it  be  known  throughout  the  bounds  of  our  fair  State  that  there 
is  nothing  to  hinder  any  needy  aging  person  in  our  midst  from  coming 
to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  except  lack  of 
space.  Let  us,  therefore,  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  end  of  making  more 
space  available  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  L.  L.  Vann  gave  a  report  on  Civic  Righteousness. 


REPORT  ON  CIVIC  RIGHTEOUSNESS 

Civic  righteousness  might  be  called  Christian  citizenship.  Each 
member  of  the  French  Broad  Association  knows  what  he  or  she  has 
done  in  the  past  year  along  certain  lines  which  may  be  mentioned  as 
our  duties  as  Christian  citizens. 

1.  We  should  honor,  love,  and  pray  for  our  country,  the  greatest 
country  on  earth.  Alas!  She  had  gone  far  astray.  Let  us  try  to  re- 
vive the  faith  of  our  fathers. 

2.  We  should  honor,  obey,  and  pray  for  our  leaders,  both  in  the 
political  and  spiritual  realms.    The  Bible  commands  this. 
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3.  Our  lives  in  public  should  be  such  that  we  can  be  safe  exam- 
ples for  others  to  follow  and  such  that  our  influence  is  for  good.  Espe- 
cially we  should  look  to  this  in  the  field  of  our  attitude  toward  intoxi- 
cating liquors.  In  our  home  and  family  our  examples  should  be  worthy 
of  following,  being  kind  and  true,  both  husbands,  wives,  and  parents 
and  children.  Our  church  covenant  promises  that  we  will  be  against 
liquor  drmking  and  that  we  will  mamtain  our  family  worship. 

4.  Finally,  in  our  inmost  hearts,  where  none  but  God  sees,  we 
must  grow  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord's  will  and  in  obedience  to 
his  commands.  All  our  duty  is  built  on  this.  And  this  must  we  do  to 
attain  unto  Christian  citizenship.     May  God  help  us  to  do  it.

RESOLUTION 

"Be  it  resolved  that  the  French  Broad  Missionary  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation in  session  at  the  Long  Branch  Baptist  Church  this  the  1 1th  day 
of  August  1960,  go  on  record: 

"1.  Against  putting  any  man  in  the  Chief  Executive  Office  of  this 
great  United  States  whose  first  allegiance  is  to  a  foreign  power. 

"2.  We  reassert  our  allegiance  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  of  America  and  its  Bill  of  Rights,  which  grants  to  every  man 
the  right  to  worship  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  his  own  con- 
science and  guarantees  the  separation  of  Church  and  State. 

"3.  We  urge  our  people  to  think,  pray  and  vote  to  keep  this  ter- 
rible tragedy  from  happening  in  these  great  free  United  States — this 
nation  whose  sons  fought,  bled  and  died  to  get  and  to  guarantee  these 
great  principles  which  have  made  our  country  great  and  which  by  the 
Grace  of  God  we  must  maintain  if  we  desire  to  remain  a  free  people." 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Walter  Zvoda  was  given  a  few  minutes  in  which  he  spoke  on 
Catholicism. 

Rev.  Jeter  Sherlin  adjourned  the  meeting  with  prayer. 

THURSDAY  EVENING  SESSION

the  moderator  after  Rev.  Jeter  Sherlin  led  us  in  worship.

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  REPORT 

Our  Annual  Leadership  Conference  was  held  in  the  Mars  Hill 
Church  on  October  20.  The  representation  of  W.  M.  U.  officers,  lead- 
ers of  our  young  people's  organizations  and  pastors  was  good.  In  this 
meeting  of  planning  the  year's  work  the  presence  of  the  Lord  was 
keenly  felt. 

The  theme  for  our  56th  Annual  Meeting  which  met  with  Madison 
Seminary  on  April  28  was  "Doers  of  the  Word."  Mrs.  Roy  Z.  Chambee, 
our  missionary  speaker  from  Peru,  and  Miss  Sara  Ann  Hobbs,  our 
State  Y.  W.  A.  Director,  brought  messages  which  challenged  and  in- 
spired us,  lifting  our  spiritual  horizons.  The  suggested  by-laws  for 
the  Association  presented  by  Mrs.  Bryan  Wallin  were  unanimously 
adopted.  Flowers  were  placed  in  the  sanctuary  of  the  church  by  the 
daughters  of  Mrs.  E.  R.  Elmore  in  loving  memory  of  her  thirty-three 
years  of  faithful  service  as  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Association. 
Special  recognition  was  given  to  the  G.  A.  at  Long  Branch  led  by  Mrs. 
Lester  Wilde  for  being  approved  by  the  State  on  aims  for  advance- 
ment. 
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We  now  have  338  enrolled  in  W.  M.  S.  with  198  subscribing  to 
"Royal  Service;"  17  in  Y.  W.  A.  with  15  taking  "The  Window  of 
Y.  W.  A.;"  102  in  G.  A.  with  49  subscriptions  to  "Tell;"  and  166  in 
Sunbeam  with  19  "Sunbeam  Activities." 

Our  Lottie  Moon  offering  was  $3,449.83.  Our  Annie  Armstrong 
offering  was  $1,440.00.  Our  Heck  Jones  offering  was  $381.19.  Our 
State  Mission  offering  was  $498.54.  In  addition  to  this,  we  gave  $1,- 
000.00  for  the  salary  of  Mrs.  Robert  Goldie,  our  missionary  in  Africa; 
special  to  other  Foreign  Missions,  $410.00;  Christian  Education  for  For- 
eign Students,  $170.00;  and  $600.00  to  ministerial  aid. 

A  new  W.  M.  S.  was  organized  July  23  at  Middle  Fork  with  nine 
charter  members.  Mrs.  Shelby  Ray  is  President,  Oak  Grove  W.  M.  S. 
has  organized  a  new  Jr.  G.  A.  and  a  new  Intermediate  G.  A.  Both  of 
these  organizations  are  doing  excellent  work.  Hot  Springs  W.  M.  S. 
has  organized  a  new  Sunbeam  Band. 

We  are  grateful  for  all  the  organizations  and  for  the  faithful,  con- 
secrated women  who  are  willing  to  give  their  time  to  leading  them.

This  new  organizational  set  up  has  only  been  in  operation  for  six 
months  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  give  an  annual  report  on  a  six 
months  basis. 

Shortly  we  shall  have  an  opportunity  to  contribute  to  our  State 
Mission  work.  Fellow  Baptists,  do  we  wish  to  carry  out  the  Great 
Commission?  In  doing  this  we  can  grow  more  Churches  and  reach 
more  people  for  Christ.

While  our  Lord  called  and  trained  twelve  men,  he 
needs  both  men  and  women  in  His  ministry.  Some  one  has  aptly  said, 
"A  church  can  do  more  achieve  its  full  ministry  without  the  help  of 
men  than  a  family  can  achieve  its  full  mission  without  the  support  of 
the  father."  Men  should  be  on  the  march  for  Jesus,  lending  a  helping 
hand  in  Christian  education,  evangelism,  stewardship,  missions  and 
the  training  and  developing  of  youth.

Probably  the  most  widely  used  Baptist  periodicals  are  the  Sunday 
School  and  Baptist  Training  Union  quarterlies  which  are  published 
for  pupils  of  all  age  groups  with  extra  quarterlies  for  teachers  and 
leaders.  As  a  supplement  to  be  used  by  the  superintendents  and  of- 
ficers of  the  Sunday  School  and  Training  Union  we  have  the  Builder 
and  the  Training  Union  Magazine.  For  good  reading  for  the  whole 
family  and  family  worships  we  have  a  Christian  family  magazine, 
Home  Life,  and  for  personal  spiritual  guidance  we  find  Open  Win- 
dows helpful. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  could  hardly  achieve  her  purpose 
of  enlisting  and  educating  for  missions  without  Royal  Service  and 
Home  Missions. 

To  keep  us  informed  about  the  children  of  our  Children's  Homes 
we  read  Charily  and  Children. 

Last  but  not  least,  we  read  our  Baptist  state  paper,  the  Biblical 
Recorder,  to  keep  us  informed  on  all  the  activities  and  needs  of  our 
brothers  and  sisters  in  Christ.  With  the  many  crucial  issues  coming 
up  in  the  world  almost  daily  it  is  imperative  that  Baptists  be  informed 
about  them.     The  best  source  is  our  Baptist  state  paper.

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  ministry  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  touches  every  area  of  our 
state.  Last  year  it  served  more  than  17,000  bed  patients,  with  150,000 
visits  being  made  to  the  clinics  and  offices.  Many  of  our  homes,  most 
of  our  churches,  and  almost  all  of  our  communities  have  been  served 
by  this  ministry  of  healing. 

Sickness  is  no  respecter  of  persons  or  pocketbooks.  It  strikes  the 
rich  and  poor  alike  —  the  widow,  the  orphan,  the  aged.  There  are 
times  when  they  need  such  specialized  care  as  that  available  at  our 
Baptist  Hospital.  The  Mothers  Day  Fund  provides  money  with  which 
our  hospital  gives  assistance  to  those  who  cannot  pay  the  full  cost  of 
their  care.  Our  Hospital  almost  doubles  our  gifts  with  matching  funds 
from  Welfare  Agencies  and  other  gifts. 
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Probably  we  should  ask  ourselves  if  we  as  Christians  should  pro- 
vide such  a  ministry  for  our  needy,  sick  neighbor.  Jesus  and  the  New 
Testament  writers  give  us  the  answer.  But  do  we  want  such  a  ministry? 
It  cannot  be  provided  except  at  great  cost.  Our  Mothers  Day  Fund 
provides  the  money  to  help  pay  the  hospital  bills  of  needy,  sick  per- 
sons. The  amount  of  this  fund  determines  for  the  most  part  the 
amount  of  help  our  Hospital  can  give. 

If  we  are  serious  about  this  ministry  which  was  close  to  the  heart 
of  our  Lord,  and  want  our  Hospital  to  give  help  when  our  people  need 
it  we  are  going  to  have  to  become  serious  about  our  giving  to  the 
Mother's  Day  Fund.  Our  Hospital  is  facing  a  grave  financial  problem, 
and  if  it  is  to  give  free  service  we  are  going  to  have  to  contribute  the 
money  to  finance  the  program. 

Our  association  was  again  100%  in  giving  to  the  Mother's  Day 
Fund,  but  our  offering  was  less.  We  hope  that  each  church  will  set  a 
goal  for  the  coming  year  that  exceeds  anything  they  have  ever  given 
—  not  for  the  hospital,  but  for  the  sick  people  who  are  in  need.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  Bible  is  "The  Book  for  Everyone".  This  is  more  than  a  slogan. 
It  is  the  deep  conviction  of  the  American  Bible  Society  and  of  all  who 
recognize  their  stewardship  of  the  Word  of  God. 

If  the  people  of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ 
the  one  hope  of  men  and  nations,  they  must  have  the 
Bible. 

Each  person  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language 
because  it  speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other  language  can 
speak. 
But,  in  most  countries,  people  cannot  afford  even  the  cost  of  print- 
ing the  Scriptures. 

The  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evangelism.  The 
missionary  uses  it  in  all  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  It 
can  go  where  the  human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  on  after 
he  must  leave  —  and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  person's  heart. 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  an  active  partner  of  Southern 
Baptists.  It  serves  every  form  of  Southern  Baptist  mission  work  at 
home  and  abroad.  It  helps  missionaries  to  translate  the  Bible.  It 
publishes  without  note  or  comment  and  distributes  without  profit, 
usually  below  cost. 

During  1959  the  American  Bible  Society  — 

— donated  more  than  a  million  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution  by 
the  Chaplains  to  our  Armed  Forces  and  to  patients  in  Veterans'  Hos- 
pitals, providing  a  vital  link  between  the  home  churches  and  the 
men  and  women  in  service. 
— approached   its   125th   anniversarj^  of   supplying   Scriptures  for  the 
Blind,  far  below  cost,  in  Braille  and  other  raised-letter  systems  and 
on  Talking  Book  records. 
— rejoiced  that  some  part  of  the  Bible  has  been  published   in   1151 
languages:   the  full  Bible  in   219,   a  Testament  in  271   more  and  a 
Gospel  or  other  complete  book  in  661  more. 
— continued  to  supply  Scriptures  in  such  strategic  areas  as  West  Ger- 
many and  other  lands  along  the  Iron  Curtain,  Africa,  Latin  America, 
Japan,  Korea  and  India  —  and  to  many  Chinese  now  living  in  other 
countries  outside  the  communist-controlled  China  mainland. 
— distributed   a  total  of  more   than   ITVa    million   Scripture   volumes. 
This  was  an  increase  over  the  15  million  volumes  averaged  in  recent 
years,  but  still  short  of  urgent  needs. 
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Last  year  all  the  Bible  Societies  of  the  world  together  distributed 
over  27  million  volumes  of  Scriptures.  But,  that  is  less  than  the  num- 
ber of  people  who  learn  to  read  each  year! 

Many  people  around  the  world  now  wait  for  the  Bible  —  wait  for 
gifts  to  the  Bible  Society  to  make  up  the  difference  between  the  cost 
and  the  price  they  can  pay.     Hov/  long  must  they  wait? 
Soulhern  Baptisls  Support  Ihe  V/ork 

Because  the  Biblo  Society  serves  mission  work  —  and  Southern 
Baptist  missionaries  depend  on  the  Society  for  Scriptures  they 
need  for  their  people  —  Southern  Baptist  churches  believe  in  the 
missionary  importance  of  giving  to  the  American  Bible  Society, 
One  year.  1958,  Southern  Baptist  churches  led  all  denominations 
in  gifts  to  the  A^merican  Bible  Society.  But  in  1959  Southern 
Baptist  gifts  of  $144,200  stood  second.  Methodists  led  with  gifts 
of  $156,244.  Gifts  from  all  churches  in  the  U.  S.  A.  totaled 
$955,135.

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

At  the  begmning  of  the  Associational  year  1959-60  the  French 
Broad  Missionary  Baptist  Association  learned  it  was  without  an  As- 
sociational Training  Union  Director  for  the  new  Associational  year. 
In  September  1960  Rev.  Bobby  Seagroves,  pastor  of  the  California 
Creek  Baptist  Church,  agreed  to  try  to  lead  the  people  of  the  French 
Broad  Association  in  an  active  and  progressive  Training  Union  on  the 
Associational  level. 

On  October  29th  your  Associational  Training  Union  Director  and 
several  Associational  Training  Union  Officers  attended  a  Regional 
Training  Union  Clinic  in  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Asheville. 

On  November  7,  1960  the  Associational  Training  Union  Director 
along  with  all  the  Associational  Training  Union  Officers  met  in  the 
home  of  Rev.  David  B.  Roberts  for  the  purpose  of  making  plans  and 
setting  goals  for  the  Associational  Training  Union  for  the  new  year. 
Miss  Pauline  Snelson  of  Weaverville  spoke  to  the  group  on  the  work 
of  the  Associational  Training  Union  using  The  Associational  Baptist 
Training  Union  Handbook  as  a  guide. 

The  first  Mass  Meeting  of  the  Training  Union  for  1959-60  was  to 
be  the  "M"  Night  Meeting  on  December  7th  in  the  Mars  Hill  Baptist 
Church.  However,  due  to  the  heavy  winter  snows  the  meeting  was 
postponed  until  January  11,  1960.  At  this  time  the  Rev.  Jack  B.  Wilder 
of  Durham,  N.  C,  brought  a  very  timely  message  on  the  Training 
Union  Theme  for  1959-60  "Training  In  Church  Membership"  using 
the  Scripture  Reference  (2  Tim.  2:15)  "Study  to  shew  thyself  ap- 
proved unto  God,  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly 
dividing  the  word  of  truth".  In  this  "M"  Night  Service  there  were 
450  people  present.  There  were  28  churches  represented,  12  pastors, 
and  14  Training  Union  Directors  present. 
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The  second  Mass  Meeting  was  held  April  16th  in  the  Middle  Fork 
Baptist  Church.  This  meeting  was  a  combination  Youth  Night  and 
Tournament  Night.  The  Young  People  of  our  Association  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Ruth  Carter  planned  and  carried  out  a  very  chal- 
lenging service.  The  Young  People  of  our  Association  showed  much 
promise  in  their  ability  as  leaders  of  tomorrow,  in  their  planning  and 
carrying  out  such  an  inspiring  Youth  Night  Service.  The  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Wallace,  pastor  of  the  Newbridge  Baptist  Church  in  Asheville, 
brought  an  inspiring  message  to  those  present. 

Our  third  Associational  Training  Union  Meeting  was  held  on  June 
19th  in  the  Madison  Seminary  Baptist  Church.  Our  Association  was 
blessed  with  the  presence  of  James  P.  Morgan,  State  Training  Union 
Secretary  for  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Mr.  Morgan  brought  an  in- 
forming message  on  the  subject  "Growing  Persons".  He  brought  out 
the  importance  of  Training  Union  work  in  aiding  Christians  to  be 
"Growing  Christians".  Christians  are  not  saved  to  sit  but  to  serve 
a  Risen  Saviour! 

In  the  past  year  the  people  of  this  Association  have  shown  much 
interest  in  the  area  of  Training  Union  work.  We  are  grateful  for  their 
interest  and  dedication  in  this  great  part  of  our  Lord's  Work.

'  VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOL  REPORT 

We  are  happy  to  report  to  you  that  we  are  completing  the  most 
successful  year  of  Vacation  Bible  School  work  in  the  history  of  our 
Association.  Within  the  next  week  we  shall  have  reached  every 
church  with  a  Vacation  Bible  School.  For  the  first  time  we  are  100%, 
a  record  few  associations  in  North  Carolina  have  ever  achieved.  It  is 
a  fourteen-year-old  dream  come  true,  and  means  that  approximately 
2,500  people  have  been  given  several  hours  of  additional  Bible  Study 
over  and  above  that  offered  by  our  Sunday  Schools  in  their  weekly 
programs. 

Let  us  hasten  to  point  out  that  this  enviable  record  has  been 
achieved  by  the  combination  of  several  contributing  factors,  namely: 
(1)  Prayer  —  For  fourteen  years  your  leadership,  joined  by  many  in- 
terested people,  have  prayed  for  the  day  when  every  child  in  every 
church  would  have  the  opportunity  for  additional  Bible  Study.  We 
are  humbly  grateful  to  Almighty  God  for  hearing  and  answering  our 
prayers.  (2)  Planning  and  preparation  —  Six  of  your  leaders  spent 
three  days  last  February  at  the  State  V.B.S.  Clinic  at  Fruitland.  These 
leaders  conducted  four  two-night  associational  clinics  in  convenient 
areas.  Two  hundred  twenty-five  interested  V.B.S.  workers  from 
thirty-five  of  our  fine  churches  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
of  planning  and  study.  (3)  Cooperation  —  More  churches  held  their 
own  Bible  School.  Moreover,  interested  persons  from  several  churches, 
such  as:  Locust  Grove,  Long  Branch,  Madison  Seminary,  Mount  Sheba, 
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and  Bull  Creek,  assisted  other  churches  v^ith  their  schools.  Mrs.  E.  C. 
Crowe,  of  Madison  Seminary,  gave  six  weeks  of  her  time  to  Vacation 
Bible  School  work,  not  counting  the  time  spent  at  the  State  clinic  or 
the  four  associational  Clinics.  Mrs.  Ken  Wyatt  from  Upper  Laurel  for 
four  weeks  work.  We  gratefully  acknowledge  special  financial  con- 
tributions from  the  W.M.U.  at  Mars  Hill  and  from  individuals:  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  S.  W.  Vance  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  L.  Collins.  And  to  our  splendid 
pastors  for  their  wonderful  cooperation  and  to  the  many  leaders  for 
their  interest  and  dedicated  service.  To  every  one  we  wish  to  ex- 
press our  sincere  thanks  and  deep  appreciation  for  a  job  well  done. 

We  salute  Madison  Seminary  for  being  an  example  in  having  the 
distinction  of  conducting  the  only  Standard  School  in  the  Association, 
and  Walnut  for  maintaining  AA  rating.

REPORT  OF  THE  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  is  a  multiple  serv- 
ice agency  providing  Christian  love  and  nurture  for  more  than  800 
deserving  boys  and  girls  annually.  The  three  homes  are:  Mills  Home 
at  Thomasville  with  311  children,  Kennedy  Home  at  Kinston  with 
165,  and  Odum  Home  at  Pembroke  with  24  children.  There  are  160 
children  in  Foster  Homes  and  40  others  Who  are  assisted  by  Mother's 
Aid.  Case  work  supervision  is  afforded  30  college  students  annually. 
Children  attend  public  school  and  participate  in  all  school  activities. 
Opportunities  for  Christian  commitment  and  spiritual  growth  are  af- 
forded on  the  campuses,  in  the  cottages,  and  through  the  Churches. 
Relatives,  pastors,  social  service  agencies,  and  interested  friends  make 
inquiries  about  admission  of  children  in  need  of  care.  When  applica- 
itions  are  received,  well  trained  case  workers  make  a  thorough  study 
of  each  situation  to  determine  the  need  and  the  best  possible  plan  of 
care  for  the  child.  The  Baptist  Child  Care  Program  is  supported 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  31.5  per  cent.  Thanksgiving  Offer- 
ings 31.1  per  cent,  Once-A-Month  Offerings  21.9  per  cent.  Special  Gifts 
and  Endowment  15.5  per  cent.  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  been 
caring  for  homeless  and  dependent  children  for  75  years.  During  these 
years,  more  than  8,000  children  have  been  afforded  life's  best  oppor- 
tunities. The  need  for  such  services  increases.  Your  continued  inter- 
est and  increasing  support  v^ill  help  meet  them. 

This  report  was  adopted  from  the  official  report  sent  to  the  As- 
sociational representative. 

Mr.  W.  R.  Wagner,  general  superintendent,  spoke  to  the  report. 
The  congregation  sang  a  hymn,  "Showers  of  Blessing"  which  was  led 
by  Rev.  Hooper. 

Rev.  Ebb  Jenkins  brought  the  missionary  sermon  on  "Strength 
To  Meet  The  Present  Crisis."  We  adjourned  to  lunch  where  Mr.  Rob- 
erts led  the  thanksgiving  prayer. 

After  the  delicious  meal  the  afternoon  service  began  with  a  hymn 
"Trust  and  Obey"  led  by  Rev.  Seagroves.  Rev.  Alvin  Ballard  led  in 
worship.  Mr.  Huey  then  called  the  meeting  to  order.  The  Steward- 
ship report  was  given  by  Mr.  Paul  Tugman  in  the  absence  of  Rev. 
W.  G.  Russell. 
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STEWARDSHIP 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  in  all  of  our  churches  is  for  more  of  our 
people  to  have  a  correct  sense  of  Christian  stewardship.  When  the 
word  stewardship  is  mentioned  many  people  think  only  of  the  giving 
of  money.  It  is  true  that  this  is  included  in  it,  but  stewardship  is 
vastly  more  than  that.  It  includes  the  way  we  earn  our  money,  and 
the  way  we  spend  it,  as  well  as  the  way  we  spend  our  time  and  ener- 
gies. In  fact  it  includes  all  we  are  and  all  we  have  under  our  control. 
Many  people  think  that  stewardship  is  simply  the  church's  method  of 
getting  money  from  its  members  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  church. 
It  is  more  than  that.  It  is  God's  method  of  conditioning  us  to  receive 
His  best  gifts.  God  cannot  trust  us  with  His  best  blessings  unless  we 
prove  ourselves  good  stewards  of  what  He  has  already  given  us.  Per- 
haps this  is  Why  Jesus  said:  "It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive". 

We,  the  French  Broad  Association  as  a  whole  made  some  progress 
in  our  stewardship  last  year.  We  had  an  increase  in  designated  gifts 
to  our  various  mission  causes  of  $426.15  and  in  undesignated  gifts 
through  the  Co-operative  Program  of  $857.78,  a  total  increase  of  $1,- 
283.93.  This  is  in  addition  to  more  than  a  truck  load  of  produce  and 
120  quilts  and  blankets  sent  to  the  Children's  Homes. 

A  clinic  on  the  Forward  Program  of  Church  Finance  was  held 
with  the  California  Creek  Church  led  by  personnel  from  the  Raleigh 
office,  and  two  of  our  churches,  Marshall  and  Forks  of  Ivy  put  on  the 
program  with  good  results.  Reports  from  the  churches  in  various  parts 
of  the  state  indicate  that  the  Forward  Program  of  Church  Finance  is 
the  greatest,  most  effective,  and  most  far  reaching  program  that  has 
been  introduced  to  the  churches,  and  it  is  hoped  that  other  churches 
in  our  Association  will  benefit  by  participation  in  this  great  program 
of  Southern  Baptists. 

Apparently  the  worst  sag  in  our  stewardship  is  in  the  support  of 
our  Associational  Mission  Program.  We  would  certainly  urge  the 
churches  to  prayerfully  consider  this  matter,  and  give  it  the  place  it 
rightly  deserves  in  our  giving.  Perhaps  if  we  pray  more  for  our  As- 
sociational Mission  Program  we  will  be  willing  to  give  more  for  its 
support.  It  is  hoped  that  at  an  early  date  we  will  be  able  to  carry 
on  an  adequate  Associational  mission  program  without  help  from  State 
Missions,  so  that  State  Missions  will  be  able  to  help  in  more  needy 
places.
